Abticle  I. — Definitions. 

Sec.  2.  Wards  and  phrases  defined. — The  following  expressions  shall 
be  taken  in  the  sense  hereinbelow  indicated,  except  as  a  different 
meaning  for  the  word  or  phrase  in  nuestioH  may  be  given  in  a  par- 
ticular statute  or  is  plainly  to  be  collected  from  the  context  or  con- 
nection where  the  term  is  used: 

'*The  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands'^  is  a  term  which 
refers  to  the  corporate  governmental  entity  throurfi  which  the  func- 
tions of  government  are  exercised  throughout  the  rhilippine  Islands, 
including,  save  as  the  contrary  appears  from  the  context,  the  various 
arms  through  which  poUtical  authority  is  made  effective  in  said 
Islands,  whether  pertaming  to  the  central  Government  or  to  the  pro- 
vincial or  municipal  brancnes  or  other  form  of  local  government. 

** Insular  Government''  refers  to  the  central  Government  as  dis- 
tinguished from  the  different  forms  of  local  government.  **Philip- 
{»ine  Government"  refers  to  the  Government  of  the  Philippine 
slands. 

''Specially  organized  province"  includes  Batanes,  Mindoro,  Moun- 
tain rrovince,  Nueva  Vizcaya,  and  Palawan. 

'  'Regularly  organized  province "  includes  all  provinces  except  the 
specialhr  organized  provinces  and  the  provinces  of  the  Department 
of  Mindanao  and  Sulu. 

*  ^Mimicipality '*  refers  to  municipalities  proper  and  except  as  other- 
wise specially  provided  does  not  include  chartered  city,  township, 
municipal  district,  or  other  local  poUtical  division. 

' 'Chartered  city,''  ''city  incorporated  under  special  charter,"  and 
similar  expressions  refer  to  cities^  like  Manila  and  Baguio,  incor- 
porated under  special  laws. 

"Citizen  of  the  Philippine  Islands"  includes  not  only  those  who 
acquire  the  status  of  citizens  of  the  PhiUppine  Islands  by  birth  or 
naturalization,  but  also  persons  who  have  acquired  the  status  of 
Filipinos  imder  Article  IX  of  the  Treaty  of  Paris,  of  the  tenth  of 
December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight.

"Employee,"  when  generally  used  in  reference  to  persons  in  the 
public  service,  includes  any  person  in  the  service  of  the  Government 
or  any  branch  thereof  of  whatever  grade  or  class. 

"Officer,"  as  distinguished  from  "clerk"  or  "employee,"  refers  to 
those  officials  whose  duties,  not  being  of  a  clerical  or  manual  nature, 
may  be  considered  to  involve  the  exercise  of  discretion  in  the  per- 
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formance  of  the  functions  of  government,  whether  such  duties  are 
precisely  defined  by  law  or  not. 

''Officer/'  when  used  with  reference  to  a  person  having  authority 
to  do  a  particular  act  or  perform  a  particular  fimction  in  tne  exercise 
of  governmental  power,  shall  include  any  Government  employee, 
agent,  or  body  having  authority  to  do  the  act  or  exercise  the  function 
in  question. 

The  word  ''person"  includes  both  natural  and  artificial  persons. 

Artici^  II. — General  principles. 

Sec.  3.  Relation  of  Administrative  Code  to  prior  laws. — Such  pro- 
visions of  this  Code  as  incorporate  prior  laws  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
made  in  continuation  thereof  and  to  be  in  the  nature  of  amendments 
thereto,  without  prejudice  to  any  right  already  accrued. 

Sec.  4.  Authority  of  officer  to  act  through  deputy. — A  ministerial  act 
which  may  be  lawfully  done  by  any  oflScer  may  be  performed  by 
him  through  any  deputy*or  agent  lawfully  created  or  appointed. 

Sec.  5.  Exercise  of  atlministrative  discretion, — The  exercise  of  the 

Eermissive  powers  of  all  executive  or  administrative  officers  and 
odies  is  based  upon  discretion,  and  when  such  ofiicer  or  body  is 
given  authority  to  do  any  act  but  not  required  to  do  such  act,  the 
doing  of  the  same  shall  be  dependent  on  a  sound  discretion  to  be  ex- 
ercised for  the  good  of  the  service  and  benefit  of  the  public,  whether 
so  expressed  in  the  statute  giving  the  authority  or  not.

Sec.  6.  Form  of  enacting  clauses, — The  enacting  clause  of  all 
statutes  passed  by  the  Philippine  Legislature  shall  be:  By  authority 
of  the  United  States^  he  it  enacted  by  the  Philippine  Lepislaturej  that; 
and  the  enacting  clause  of  all  statutes  passed  oy  the  Philippine  Com- 
mission, in  its  separate  legislative  capacity,  shall  be:  By  authority  of 
the  United  States^  be  it  enacted  by  the  Philippine  Commission,  that.

Sec.  7.  Numbering  and  frame  of  sections. — ^Every  Act  shall  be 
divided  into  sections,  each  of  which  shall  be  numbered  and  shall  con- 
tain, as  nearly  as  may  be,  a  single  proposition  of  enactment.

Sec.  8.  Mann^er  of  referring  to  statutes. — Statutes  passed  by  the 
Philippine  Legislature  or  the  Philippine  Commission  shall,  for  pur- 
poses of  formal  reference,  be  denommated  Acts  and  may  be  identified 
by  their  respective  serial  numbers;  but  where  a  special  title  is  sup- 
plied for  a  particular  statute,  it  may  also  be  referred  to  by  such  title.

Sec.  9.  When  laws  talce  effect. — A  statute  passed  by  the  PhiKppine 
Legislature  or  by  the  Philippine  Commission  shall,  in  the  absence  of 
special  provision,  take  effect  at  the  beginning  of  the  fifteenth  day 
after  the  completion  of  the  pubUcation  of  the  statute  in  the  Official 
Gazette,  the  date  of  issue  bemg  excluded.  For  the  purpose  of  fixing 
such  date  the  Gazette  is  conclusively  presumed  to  be  published  on  the 
day  indicated  therein  as  the  date  of  issue. 
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Resolutions  will  have  effect  from  the  date  of  passage,  unless  other- 
wise declared.

Sec.  10.  Ignorance  of  law, — Ignorance  of  the  law  does  not  excuse 
from  comphance  therewith.

Sec.  11.  Computation  of  time. — In  computing  time  from  or  after  a 
fixed  date  the  day  of  the  date  shall  be  excluded. 

'  'Month  "  shall  be  understood  to  refer  to  a  calendar  month ;  '  *  day/' 
to  a  day  of  twenty-four  hours;  and  '*night/'  to  the  period  from  the 
setting  to  the  rising  of  the  sun.

Sec.  12.  No  implied  revival  of  repealed  law, — When  a  law  which 
expressly  repeals  a  prior  law  is  itself  repealed  the  law  first  repealed 
shall  not  be  thereby  revived  unless  expresslv  so  provided. 

Sec.  13,  English  version  controlling, — In  the  interpretation  of  a  law 
officially  promulgated  in  English  and  Spanish,  the  English  text  shaU 
govern,  but  in  case  of  ambiguity,  omission,  or  mistake  the  Spanish 
may  be  consulted  to  explain  the  EngUsh  text.  The  converse  rule 
shall,  however,  be  applied  if  so  provided  in  the  particular  statute.

Article  IV. — Jurisdiction  and  distribution  of  powers  of  government.

Sec.  14.  Territorial  jurisdiction  and  extent  of  powers  of  Philippine 
Government. — The  territory  over  which  the  Government  of  the  PniUp- 
pine  Islands  exercises  jurisdiction  consists  of  the  entire  Philippine 
Archipelago  and  is  comprised  in  the  Umits  defined  by  the  treaties 
between  the  United  States  and  Spain,  respectively  simed  in  the  city 
of  Paris  on  the  tenth  day  of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight,  and  in  the  citv  of  Washington  on  the  seventh  day  of  November, 
one  tnousand  nine  hundred. 

Sec.  15.  Distribution  of  powers  ofgovemment. — ^The  executive,  legis- 
lative, and  judicial  powers  of  the  Pnihppine  Government  are  distrib- 
uted, respectivelv,  among  the  executive,  legislative,  and  judicial 
branches,  severally  exercising  the  fimctions  and  powers  conferred  on 
them  by  law. 

The  executive  authority  is  vested  in  the  following  agencies:  The 
Governor-General  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  as  Chief  Executive;  the 
Philippine  Commission,  in  the  exercise  of  its  administrative  functions; 
the  several  Departments  and  Bureaus  of  the  Insular  Government, 
with  their  lawful  instrumentaUties;  and  the  provincial  and  local  s:ov- 
emments,  with  their  subordinate  fimctionaries,  in  the  exercise  of  the 
administrative  powers  conferred  on  them. 

The  legislative  bodies  are,  for  the  Phihppine  Archipelago,  exclusive 
of  the  territory  inhabited  by  Moros  or  other  non-Christian  inhabitants, 
the  Philippine  Legislature,  consisting  of  two  branches,  to  wit,  the 
Philippine  Commission  and  the  Phihppine  Assembly;  for  the  territory 
inhabited  by  Moros  or  other  non-Christian  inhabitants,  the  Philippine 
Commission. 

The  judicial  power  is  vested  in  the  Supreme  Court,  Courts  of  First 
Instance,  courts  of  justices  of  the  peace,  and  in  such  municipal  and 
other  inferior  courts  as  may  be  created  by  law. 
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Article  ¥• — Arms  and  Great  Seal. 

Sec.  16.  Arms  amd  Great  Seal  of  Government  ofPMli'ppme  Islands. — 
The  Arms  and  Great  Seal  of  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
are  these:  Arms — Paleways  of  thirteen  pieces,  argent  and  gules;  a 
chief  azure;  over  all  the  arms  of  Manila,  per  fess  gules  and  azure,  in 
chief  the  castle  of  Spain  or,  doors  and  windows  azure,  in  base  a  sea 
lion,  argent  langued  and  armed  gules,  in  dexter  paw  a  sword  hilted 
or.  Crest — ^The  American  eagle  displayed  proper.  Beneath,  a  scroll 
with  the  words  ''PhiUppine  Islands    inscribed  thereon. 

The  Great  Seal  shall  be  circular  in  form,  with  the  arms  as  described 
in  the  last  preceding  section,  but  without  the  scroll  and  the  inscrin- 
tion  thereon,  and  surrounding  the  whole  a  double  marginal  circle 
within  which  shall  appear  the  words  "Government  of  the  Phihppine 
Islands,"  "United  States  of  America,"  the  two  phrases  being  divided 
by  two  small  five-pointed  stars.  For  the  purpose  of  placing  the 
Great  Seal,  the  colors  of  the  arms  shall  not  be  deemed  essential.

Sec.  17.  Custody  and  use  of  Greai  Seal. — The  Great  Seal  shall  be 
and  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  Executive  Secretary,  and  shall  be 
affixed  to  or  placed  upon  all  commissions  signed  by  the  Governor- 
General,  and  upon  such  other  official  documents  and  papers  of  the 
Government  of  the  Phihppine  Islands  as  may  by  law  be  provided, 
or  as  may  be  required  by  custom  in  the  discretion  of  the  Governor- 
General.

Article  VI. — AdministraHon  of  oatks  in  general. 

Sec.  18.  Solemn  affirmation  in  lieu  of  oalk, — Solemn  affirmation 
shall  in  all  cases  be  accepted  in  Ueu  of  oath  if  the  person  of  whom  an 
oath  is  required  is  conscientiously  scrupulous  about  taking  an  oath. 

Sec.  19.  Ofjicials  authorized  to  administer  oaths. — ^The  following 
officers  have  general  authority  to  administer  oaths,  to  wit: 

Notaries  public;  judges  of  courts;  clerks  of  Courts  of  First  In- 
stance and  the  clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court;  the  Secretary  of  the  Upper 
House  of  the  Phihppine  Legislature;  the  Secretary  of  the  Phihppine 
Assembly:  registers  of  deeds;  justices  of  the  peace  and  the  auxihary 
justices  oi  the  peace;  the  governor  of  a  province;  the  president  of  a 
municipahty;  any  other  omcer  in  the  rhihppine  service  appointed 
bv  the  Governor-General,  Secretary  of  War,  or  President  of  the 
United  States.  A  person  who  by  authority  of  law  shall  act  in  the 
capacity  of  any  of  the  officers  mentioned  above  shaU  possess  the 
same  power.

Sec.  20.  Dviy  to  administer  oalhs. — With  the  exception  of  notaries 
public,  justices  of  the  peace,  and  clerks  of  court,  officers  authorized 
to  administer  oaths  are  not  obliged  to  administer  oaths  or  execute 
certificates  save  in  matters  of  official  business;  and  with  the  excep- 
tion of  notaries  pubhc,  the  officer  performing  the  service  in  such 
matters  shall  charge  no  fee  unless  so  provided  by  law.

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Article  VII. — Oaths  of  office. 

Sec.  21.  Oaih  of  office  for  Insular  and  provincial  employees, — Save 
in  the  case  of  a  laborer  or  emergency  employee,  every  person  elected 
or  appointed  to  an  office  or  position  of  trust  or  profit  m  the  Insular 
or  provincial  service,  or  service  of  a  chartered  city,  shaU,  before 
entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  take  and  suTbscribe  an  oath 
of  office,  in  such  form  as  shaU  be  prescribed  by  the  Executive  Sec- 
retary, wherein  the  affiant  shall  declare  that  he  recognizes  and  accepts 
the  supreme  authority  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  will  mam- 
tain  true  faith  and  alliance  thereto;  that  he  will  obey  the  laws, 
l^al  orders,  and  decrees  promulgated  by  its  duly  constituted  author- 
ities; that  ne  will  well  and  faithfully  discharge  to  the  best  of  his 
ability  the  duties  of  the  office  or  position  upon  which  he  is  about  to 
enter  or  of  anv  position  to  which  he  may  thereafter  be  appointed; 
and  that  the  ooligation  imposed  by  such  oath  of  office  is  assumed  by 
him  voluntarily,  without  mental  reservation  or  purpose  of  evasion.

Sec.  22.  Oath  of  office  of  municipal  officials, — Every  person  elected 
or  appointed  to  a  mimicipal  or  township  office  shall,  before  entering 
upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  of  office, 
in  such  form  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Executive  Secretary, 
wherein  the  affiant  shall  declare  that  he  has  the  requisite  quahfica- 
tions  to  hold  office  in  the  municipaUty;  that  he  recognizes  and 
accepts  the  supreme  authority  of  the  United  States  of  America  and 
will  maintain  true  faith  and  allegiance  thereto;  that  he  will  obey  the 
laws,  legal  orders,  and  decrees  promulgated  by  its  duly  constituted 
authorities;  that  he  will  weU  and  faithJully  discharge  to  the  best  of 
his  ability  the  duties  of  the  office  upon  which  he  is  about  to  enter  or 
of  any  position  to  which  he  may  thereafter  be  appointed;  and  that 
the  ohbgation  imposed  by  such  oath  of  office  is  assumed  by  him 
voluntarily,  without  mental  reservation  or  purpose  of  evasion.

Sec.  23.  Occasions  for  administration  of  official  oath, — Notaries 
pubhc  and  persons  entering  upon  office  by  virtue  of  election  shall 
take  the  oatn  upon  the  occasion  of  every  appointment  or  induction 
into  office;  those  entering  the  service  by  appointment,  except 
notaries,  shall  be  required  to  take  the  oath  only  upon  the  occasion 
of  first  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  m  the  particular 
branch  of  the  service  to  which  they  respectively  pertain;  but  if  any 
such  apfK)intee  should  at  any  time  be  entirely  separated  from  the 
service,  he  shall  be  required  to  take  the  oath  upon  entering  the 
service  again. 

Sec.  24.  By  whom  oath  of  office  may  he  administered, — ^The  oath  of 
office  naay  be  administered  Dy  any  officer  generally  qualified  to 
administer  oaths;  but  the  oath  of  office  of  the  members  and  officers 
of  either  House  of  the  Legislature  may  also  be  administered  by 
persons  designated  for  such  purpose  by  the  respective  Houses.

Sec.  25.  Preservation  ofoaffis. — Oaths  administered  to  officers  and 
anployees  as  aforesaid  shall,  in  the  absence  of  special  provision,  be 
filed  in  the  Bureau,  Office,  or  branch  of  the  service  to  which  they 
respectively  pertain  and  shall  be  there  preserved. 
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Sec.  26.  Swearing  of  interpreters  and  stenographers. — Interpreters 
and  stenog|raphers  employea  to  interpret,  report,  or  certify  sworn 
testimony  in  any  nonjudicial  examination,  investigation,  or  inquiry 
which  may  be  authorized  by  law  shall,  before  entering  upon  the 
discharge  of  their  duties,  be  required  to  take  a  verbal  oath,  after  the 
manner  of  the  swearing  of  ordhiary  witnesses,  well  and  truly  to 
interpret,  report,  or  certify  in  the  matter  then  to  be  submitted  to 
them  in  their  respective  capacities.

Article  VIII. — Legal  holidays. 

Sec.  27.  Legal  holidays. — Thursday  and  Friday  of  Holy  Week, 
Thanksgiving  Day,  Christmas  Day,  and  Sundays  are  legal  reUgious 
holidays. 

The  other  legal  holidays  are:  The  first  of  January,  the  twenty- 
second  of  February,  the  first  of  May,  the  thirtieth  of  May,  the  fourth 
of  July,  the  thirteenth  of  August,  and  the  thirtieth  of  December. 

The  day  appointed  by  law  for  holding  the  general  election  is  also 
a  hohday  in  all  parts  of  the  PhiHppine  Mands  where  the  inhabitants 
are  entitled  to  participate  in  the  election  of  members  of  the  Philip- 
pine Legislature.

When  any  regular  holiday  of  fixed  date  falls  on  Sunday  the  next 
succeeding  day  shall  be  observed  as  a  legal  hohday.

Sec.  28.  Svedal  holiday  declared  hy  Governor-General. — The  Gov- 
ernor-General may,  in  his  discretion,  proclaim  any  other  day  a  special 
public  hohday  for  a  particular  date,  and  in  calling  a  special  election 
for  a  delegate  to  the  Assembly,  or  for  a  provincial  office  he  shall 
limit  such  holiday,  if  one  is  declared,  to  the  particular  district  or 
province  where  the  election  is  held.

(a)  The  unit  of  length  is  the  standard  meter,  being  the  one  ten- 
milUonth  part  of  the  distance  from  the  equator  to  the  pole. 

(J)  The  unit  of  area  is  either  the  square  meter  or  an  area  of  one 
hundred  square  meters  known  as  the  are. 

(c)  The  unit  of  cubical  contents  or  capacity  is  either  the  cubic 
meter  or  the  one-thousandth  part  thereof  known  as  the  hter. 

(<2)  Hie  unit  of  weight  is  the  gram. 
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The  length  of  the  standard  meter  shall  be  determined  for  the  Phil- 
ippme  Islands  by  the  length  at  the  temperature  of  zero  degrees  centi- 
grade of  the  fxmdamental  standard  measm'e  numbered  seventy-one, 
now  preserved  in  the  Bureau  of  Science  and  certified  to  by  the  Inter- 
national Bureau  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

The  weight  of  the  standard  gram  shall  be  determined  for  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands  by  the  weight  at  Manila  of  one-millionth  of  a  cubic 
meter  of  pure  water  at  the  temperature  of  four  degrees  centigrade, 
or  the  one-thousandth  part  of  the  standard  kilogram  certified  to  by 
the  International  Bureau  of  Weights  and  Measures,  designated  by 
the  symbol  '*L''  and  now  preserved  in  the  Bureau  of  Science.

Sec.  31.  Requirement  as  to  use  of  metric  system, — ^The  metric  sys- 
tem of  weights  and  measures,  with  its  recognized  scales,  shall  be 
used  in  aU  contracts,  deeds,  and  other  instruments  publically  and 
officially  attested,  and  in  all  oflBcial  documents;  and,  except  as  here- 
inbelow  provided,  only  weights  and  measures  of  the  metric  system 
shall  be  officially  sealed  and  licensed.

Leyte,  Mindoro,  Misamis,  Mountain  Province,  Nueva  Ecija,  Nueva 
Vizcaya,  Occidental  Negros,  Oriental  No^os,  Palawan,  rampanga, 
Pangasinan,  Rizal,  Samar,  Sorsogon,  Surigao,  Tarlac,  Tayabas,  and 
Zambales.

have  authority  to  regulate  the  manner  in  which  the  duties  of  the 
same  shall  be  performed.

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Sec.  540.  Emergency  ballots. — No  other  ballot  than  the  official  ballot 
shall  be  used  or  counted,  except  that  in  case  of  failure  to  receive  the 
ballotS;  or  their  destruction  at  such  time  as  shall  render  it  imprac- 
ticable to  procure  from  the  Director  of  Printing  a  new  supply,  the

Challenge  of  j^erson  offering  to  vote. — ^Any  qualified  voter 
of  the  election  precinct,  if  he  beUeves  that  any  person  who  is  not 
re^tered  is  offering  to  vote  or  that  any  person  is  offering  to  vote  in 
the  name  of  another,  may  challenge  tne  vote  of  such  person  upon 
such  ground,  and  the  board  shall  thereupon  take  the  oath  of  such 
person  or  otherwise  satisfy  itself  whether  or  not  the  ground  of 
challenge  be  true.

A  challenge  of  any  person  offering  to  vote  may  likewise  be  made 
bv  any  qufuified  voter  of  the  precmct  upon  the  ground  that  the 
cn&Uengea  voter  is  guilty  of  corrupt  practices  in  connection  with 
the  impending  election;  in  which  case  the  following  oath  shall  be 
administered  to  the  challenged  person  by  one  of  the  inspectors : 

**I, ,  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  have  not

have  not  made,  or  become  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any 
bet  or  wager  depending  upon  the  result  of  this  election.'' 
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Upon  the  taking  of  the  proper  oath  by  a  person  whose  right  to 
vote  is  questioned  in  the  manner  contemplated  in  this  section,  the 
challenge  shall  be  disallowed,  but  in  case  of  his  refusal  to  take  such 
oath  the  challenge  shall  be  sustained  and  his  vote  shall  be  rejected.

Article  III. — Terms  defined. 

Sec.  629.  Words  and  phrases  defined. — ^Words  and  phrases  used  in 
this  chapter  shall  be  taken  in  the  sense  indicated  below: 

''Grovemmental  funds"  or  "Government  funds"  is  a  general  term 
which  includes  public  moneys  of  every  sort,  whether  pertaining  to  the 
Insular  Government,  the  city  of  Manila,  province,  municipalitT,  or 
other  branch  of  the  Government,  and  comprises  revenue  funds 
proper,  depositarv,  and  trust  funds. 

"Revenue  funds"  comprise  all  Government  funds  derived  from  the 
income  of  the  Government  in  any  of  its  branches  and  available  for 
appropriation  or  expenditure  according  to  law. 

"Trust  funds"  are  Government  funds  which  have  officially  come 
into  the  possession  of  the  Grovemment  or  of  a  Government  officer  as 
trustee,  agent,  or  administrator,  or  which  have  been  received  as  a 
guaranty  for  the  fulfillment  of  some  obUgation.  A  trust  fund  it* 
available  only  for  the  specific  purpose  for  which  it  was  created  or  for 
which  it  came  into  the  possession  of  the  Government. 

"Depositary  fimds"  are  Government  funds  over  which  the  officer 
accountable  therefor  may  retain  control  for  the  lawful  purposes  for 
which  the  same  came  into  his  possesion,  being  subject  to  his  official 
check  for  such  purposes.  The  term  embraces  moneys  in  the  Insular 
Treasury  in  its  capacity  as  a  depositary  and  all  Grovemment  moneys 
in  depositary  banks. 

"Depositary"  means  any  institution  lawfully  authorized  to  receive 
Government  moneys  upon  current  or  time  deposit.  The  Insular 
Treasury,  in  addition  to  its  faculty  as  Treasury  of  the  Phifipnine 
Islands,  tor  the  keeping  of  treasury  and  trust  fimds,  is  also  the  cnief 
depositary. 

"Contract"  includes  every  species  of  engagement  or  agreement 
competent  to  originate  legal  UabiUty  or  to  serve  as  the  basis  of  a  ciyil 
action  between  private  parties. 

Article  IV. — Application  of  appropriated  funds. 

Sec.  630.  Use  of  appropriated  funds. — ^AU  moneys  appropriated  for 
the  various  branches  of  the  public  service  shall  be  available  solely  for 
the  specific  purposes  for  which  appropriated,  and  for  no  others. 
Moneys  appropriated  for  salaries  and  wages  shall  not  be  avaUable  for 
contingent  expenses  or  vice  versa.

Sec.  631.  Appropriations  not  confined  to  fiscal  year. — ^In  the  absence

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revert  to  the  general  fund  and  shall  not  thereafter  be  available  for  ex- 
penditure except  by  subsequent  legislative  enactment.

— The 
Auditor  may  transfer  at  any  time,  from  moneys  appropriated  for  a 
specific  purpose,  to  the  unappropriated  general  fimd,  any  surplus 
balances  standing  to  the  credit  of  any  appropriation  or  fund  when 
the  officer  having  administrative  control  tnoreof  shall  certify  to  the 
Auditor  that  there  is  a  surplus  in  excess  of  the  requirements,  or  that 
the  work  or  purpose  for  which  the  appropriation  was  made  has  been 
completed  or  inaefinitely  postponed,  and  that  there  are  no  outstand- 
ing obUgations  to  be  paid  therefrom.

Certificate  showing  appropriation  to  meet  contract. — ^Elxcept 
in  the  case  of  a  contract  for  personal  service  or  for  supplies  to  De 
carried  in  stock,  no  contract  involving  an  expenditure  by  the  Insular 
Government  of  three  thousand  pesos  or  more  shall  be  entered  into 
or  authorized  until  the  Insular  Auditor  shall  have  certified  to  the 
officer  entering  into  such  obligation  that  fxmds  have  been  duly 
appropriated  for  such  purpose  and  that  the  amoimt  necessary  to 
cover  the  proposed  contract  is  available  for  expenditure  on  account 
thereof.

He  shall,  whenever  practicable,  furnish  free  medi- 
cines to  indigent  patients,  and  when  requested  he  shall  render,  free 
of  charge,  medical  services  to  all  Government  officers  and  employees, 
to  all  persons  in  custody,  and  to  other  person  entitled  to  such  service. 

(j)  In  the  case  of  accidents  or  serious  injuries  received  by  an  indi- 
gent person  whose  condition  is  such  as  not  to  allow  of  removal  to  the 
mimicipal  building,  he  shall  when  requested  afford  free  treatment  at 
the  person's  own  house  or  elsewhere.

The  Director  of  Health  shall  consider  the  amendments  suggested,  and 
shall  make  such  changes  in  the  ordinance,  if  any,  as  he  may  deem 
advisable,  and  shall  return  the  same  to  the  Municipal  Board.  In  the 
event  that  the  amendments,  if  any,  adopted  by  the  Director  of  Health 
and  approved  by  the  Secretary  oi  the  Interior  are  not  satisfactory  to 
the  Municipal  Board,  the  Municipal  Board  ma^r  appeal  to  the 
Grovemor-General,  who  shall  decide  the  point  or  points  at  issue  and 
prescribe  the  form  which  the  ordinance  shall  take.  His  decision  shall 
DC  final.  If  the  Director  of  Health  shall  consider  that  the  Municipal 
Board  is  imduly  delaying  action  relative  to  any  health  ordinance 
duly  transmitted  to  it  for  enactment,  he  may  appeal,  through  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  to  the  Govemor-Generaf  who  may  direct 
the  Municipal  Board  to  act  on  such  ordinance  or  may  himself  approve 
it  with  such  modifications  as  are  deemed  advisable,  and  every  ordi- 
nance so  approved  by  the  Governor-General  shall  have  the  force  and 
eflfect  of  law.

prohibition  of  erection  oi  insanitary  buildings  and  of  the  erection 
of  buildings  on  unhealthful  sites. 

(c)  Fixing  the  maximum  number  of  persons  who  may  be  permitted 
to  occupy  a  dwelling  or  other  building  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the 
number  of  lower  animals  that  may  oe  permitted  to  occupy  any 
stable,  corral,  pen,  pound^  or  other  place  or  premises. 

(d)  Installation  and  maintenance  of  adequate  and  proper  drainage 
of  buildings  and  premises,  including  the  materials  to  be  used  in  and 
the  construction  of  plumbing  systems,  drains,  trappings,  water- 
closets,  vaults,  latrinej3,  urinals,  cesspools,  and  sanitary  fixtures  and 
appliances. 

\e)  Proper  sanitary  maintenance,  scavenging,  collection  and  dis- 
posal of  refuse,  garbage,  and  manure,  the  removal  and  disposal  of 
night  soil,  and  the  proper  construction  of  receptacles  for  such  sub- 
stances. 

if)  Maintaining  in  a  proper  sanitary  condition,  hotels,  restau- 
rants, saloons,  tenements,  lodgii^  houses,  emigration  or  immigration 
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houses,  factories,  workshops,  jails,  prisons,  theaters,  convents,  schools, 
or  other  places  of  public  assembly  or  resort;  markets,  bakeries,  con- 
fectionenes,  dairies,  manufactories  of  aerated  waters  or  of  bottled  or 
other  drinks  or  of  ice^*  food-preserving  establishments  and  other 
places  where  foods  or  drmks  are  prepared  or  offered  for  sale;  securing 
the  hoalthfulness  and  purity  of  foods  or  drinks  sold  or  offered  for 
sale  in  any  such  building,  establishment,  or  place,  and  the  sanitaiy 
conveyance  of  the  same  thereto  and  therefrom;  and  for  such  other 
purposes  relative  to  their  sanitary  condition  as  the  Director  of  Health 
mi^  deem  advisable. 

(j)  Sanitary  regulation  of  the  business  and  fixing  the  location  of 
tanneries,  renderies,  tallow  chandleries,  bone  factories,  soap  factories 
and  other  offensive  or  unwholesome  establishments,  busmesses,  or 
occupations  which  are  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  or  the  removal 
of  the  same  when  already  established,  if  necessary  to  secure  proper 
sanitation;  sanitary  maintenance  of  butcher  shops  and  slaughter-

any  sucn  disease  has  occurred,  and  disinfection,  or  destruction  of 
bedding,  clothing,  or  other  articles  contained  therein;  compulsory 
vacation,  repair,  removdi,  or  destriiction  ot  any  such  building;  quar- 
antining of  anv  building,  premises  or  place  declared  by  the  Director 
of  Health  to  be  infected  with  a  dangerous  communicable  disease; 
regulation  of  the  movements  of  persons  or  animals  into  or  from  any 
such  infected  building,  premises,  or  place,  and  the  removal  of  the 
dead  or  of  carcasses,  fodder,  litter,  dung,  clotning,  utensils,  or  any 
other  thing  into,  within,  or  from  any  such  quarantined  building, 
premises,  or  place;  estabushment  of  detention  camps  and  dangerous

to  any  dangerous  conununicable  disease,  and  tiieir  detention  in  tiieir 
homes,  in  hospitals,  or  elsewhere  imtil  danger  of  their  developing  or 
communicating  sucn  diseases  has  passed;  maintenance  in  a  sanitory 
condition  of  a&  live-stock  pens,  stables,  corrals,  and  other  places  of 
detention  or  maintenance  of  animals;  condemning,  killing,  and  dis- 
Dosal  of  animals  sick  of  any  dangerous  communicable  diseases;  and 
oifflposal  of  the  bodies  of  animals  dying  from  any  such  disease. 

Ob)  deansing  and  preservation  in  a  sanitary  condition  of  vessels 
and  boats  in  the  harbor  of  Manila  or  within  the  city  limits  not  within 
or  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  quarantine  service. 
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(Z)  Cleansins  and  preeervation  in  a  sanitary  condition  of  the  harbor 
of  Manila,  and  of  rivers,  esteros,  canals,  or  other  waterways  and  their 
shores  included  within  the  city  limits.

(r)  Dennition,  declaration,  and  prohibition  of  nuisances  dangerous 
to  the  public  health ;  location  and  use  of  public  drains,  sew^^,  latrines, 
and  cesspools,  and  construction  and  use  of  private  drains,  sewers, 
latrin^  and  cesspools. 

(a)  Cleansing,  drainage,  or  filUng  in  of  low  lands  where  such  lands 
are  in  an  insanitary  condition  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Dinector  of 
Health  constitute  a  serious  menace  to  the  public  health.  But  no 
order  for  the  cleansing,  drainage,  or  filling  in  of  such  land  involving  a 
cost  of  more  than  thi^  hundred  pesos,  snail  be  effective  without  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.

Sec.  835.  Territarial  force  of  ordinances  for  protection  of  water  sup- 
ply.— Ordinances  enacted  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  tne  purity  of 
the  water  simply  of  Manila  shall  apply  to  and  be  eniorcedT  over  all 
territory  within  the  drainage  area  of  such  water  supply  or  within  one 
hundred  meters  of  any  reservoir,  conduit,  canal,  aqueduct,  or  pump- 
ing station  used  in  connection  with  the  city  water  service.

Groups  of  trees, — The  various  trees  shall  be  divided 
into  four  groups: 

The  first  group  shall  include  acle,  baticulin,  betis,  camagon,  ebony, 
ipil,  lanete,  mancono,  molave,  narra,  tindalo,  and  yacal. 

The  second  ^roup  shall  include  alupag,  aranga,  banaba,  bansala- 
guin,  banuyo,  batitinan,  bolongeta,  calamansanay,  calantas,  dimgon, 
guiio,  macaasin,  malacadioS;  mangachapuy,  palo  maria,  supa,  teak, 
and  tucan-calao. 

The  third  group  shaU. include  agoho,  amu^uis,  anubing,  apitong, 
batinO;  bitanhol,  calumpit,  catmon,  dalinsi,  dita,  dungonlate,  malac- 
malaC;  malapapaya,  malasantol,  mayapis,  nato,  paiosapis;  panao, 
sacat,  santoly  tamayuan,  and  tan^uile.

(a)  First-class  mail  matter,  which  includes  letters,  postal  cards 
and  all  other  matter  whollv  or  partly  in  writing  (except  as  hereinafter 
speciaUj  provided),  or  which  is  sealed  or  ouierwise  closed  against 
inspection,  or  which  is  not  wrapped  and  packed  as  prescribed  by  the 
regulations  of  the  Bureau  of  Posts  for  matter  of  the  class  to  which  it 
would  otherwise  belong. 

(h)  Second-class  mail  matter,  which  includes  all  newspapers  and 
other  publications,  within  the  conditions  named  in  the  next  succeed- 
ing section  hereof  • 
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(c)  Third-class  mail  matter,  which  includes  all  matter  not  declared 
nonmailable  by  law  or  regulation^  the  same  not  being  included  in 
the  first  or  second  class. 

Sec.  1173.  Conditions  for  admission  of  publications  to  second 
class. — ^The  conditions  upon  which  a  pubucation  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  second  class  are  as  follows : 

(a)  It  must  be  issued  at  stated  intervals,  as  frequently  as  four 
times  a  year,  and  bear  a  date  of  issue,  and  be  numbered  consecu- 
tively. 

(6)  It  must  be  issued  from  a  known  office  of  publication. 

(c)  It  must  be  formed  of  printed  paper  sheets,  without  board, 
cloth,  leather,  or  other  substantial  binding,  such  as  distinguish 
printed  books  for  preservation  from  periodical  pubUcations. 

(d)  It  must  be  originated  and  published  for  the  dissemination  of 
information  of  a  public  character,  or  devoted  to  literature,  the  sci- 
ences, arts,  or  some  special  industry,  and  have  a  legitimate  list  of 
subscribers. 

(e)  It  must  be  sent  by  the  publisher  thereof,  and  from  the  oflSce 
of  publication,  or  from  a  news  agency  to  actual  subscribers  thereto, 
or  to  other  news  agents. 

Nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  admit 
to  the  second-class  rate  regular  publications,  designed  primarily  for 
advertising  purposes,  or  for  free  circulation,  or  for  circulation  at 
nominal  rates. 

Publishers  of  matter  of  the  second  class  may,  without  subjecting 
it  to  extra  postage,  fold  within  any  regular  issue  a  supplement;  but 
in  all  cases  the  added  matter  must  be  germane  to  the  publication 
which  it  supplements,  that  is  to  say,  matter  supplied  m  order  to 
complete  that  to  which  it  is  added  or  supplements,  out  omitted  from 
the  regular  issue  for  want  of  space,  time  or  greater  convenience,  and 
such  supplement  must  in  every  case  be  issued  with  the  publication, 
and  bear  the  title  and  date  of  the  publication  which  it  supplements 
and  its  pages  be  numbered  consecutively. 

Sec.  1174:,  Writing  in  or  on  second-class  matter. — ^Mailable  matter 
of  the  second  class  shall  contain  no  writing,  print,  or  sign  thereon  or 
therein  in  addition  to  the  original  print,  except  as  herein  provided, 
to  wit:  The  name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  the  matter 
shall  be  sent,  index  figures  of  subscription  book  either  printed  or 
written,  the  printed  title  of  the  publication  and  the  place  of  it.^ 
publication,  the  printed  or  written  name  and  address,  without  addi 
tion  of  advertisement,  of  the  publisher  or  sender,  or  both,  and  writtei 
or  printed  words  or  figures,  or  both^  indicating  the  date  on  whio 
the  subscription  to  such  matter  will  end,  the  correction  of  aif 
typographical  error,  a  mark  (except  hj  written  or  printed  words)  <o 
designate  a  word  or  passage  to  which  it  is  desired  to  call  attentid; 
the  words  ''sample  copy''  when  the  matter  is  sent  as  such,  the  weds 
"marked  copy"  when  the  matter  contains  a  marked  item  or  article. 
And  publishers  or  news  agents  may  inclose  in  their  pubUcati<is 
bills,  receipts,  and  orders  for  subscriptions  thereto,  but  the  sape 
shall  be  in  such  form  as  to  convey  no  other  information  than  lie 
name,  place  of  publication,  subscription  price  of  the  publicatior.to 
which  they  refer,  and  the  subscription  duo  thereon. 

Sec.  1175.  Writing  in  or  on  third-class  matter. — Upon  matter*  of 
the  third  class  or  upon  the  wrapper  or  envelope  inclosing  the  s<ne, 
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or  the  tag  or  label  attached  thereto  the  sender  may  write  his  own 
name,  occupation,  and  residence  or  business  address,  preceded  by 
the  word  "from,"  and  may  make  marks  other  than  by  written  or 
printed  words  to  call  attention  to  any  word  or  passage  in  the  text, 
and  may  correct  any  typographical  errors.  There  may  be  placed 
upon  the  blank  leaves  or  cover  of  any  book  or  printed  matter  of  the 
third  class  a  simple  manuscript  dedication  or  mscription  not  of  the 
nature  of  a  personal  correspondence.  Upon  the  wrapper  or  envel- 
ope of  third  class  matter  or  the  tag  or  label  attached  thereto  may 
be  printed  any  matter  mailable  as  third  class,  but  there  must  be 
left  on  the  address  side  a  space  sufficient  for  a  legible  address  and 
necessary  stamps. 

There  may  also  be  placed  on  the  mail  matter  of  the  third  class  or 
on  the  package,  wrapper,  or  envelope  inclosing  same,  or  on  a  tag  or 
label  attach^  thereto,  either  in  writmg  or  otherwise,  the  words 
"Please  do  not  open  until  Christmas,''  or  words  to  that  eflFect. 

Sec.  1176.  Wrvat  is  included  in  address. — In  all  cases  directions 
for  transmission,  delivery,  forwarding,  or  return  shall  be  deemed 
part  of  the  address. 

Sec.  1177.  Printed  matter  to  le  dried  and  wrapped, — No  printed 
matter  shall  be  received  to  be  conveyed  by  mail  unless  it  is  suffi- 
ciently dried  and  mclosed  in  proper  wrappers. 

Sec.  1178.  Definition  of  ^^ printed  matter.'* — "Printed  matter" 
within  the  intendment  hereof  is  the  reproduction  upon  paper,  by 
any  process  except  that  of  handwriting,  of  any  words,  letters,  char- 
acters, figures,  or  images,  or  of  any  combination  thereof,  not  naving 
the  character  of  an  actual  and  personal  correspondence. 

Sec.  1179.  Opening  of  first-cla^s  mail  matter. — When  first-class 
mail  matter  is  foimd  to  be  imdeliverable  by  reason  of  the  insufficiency 
or  inaccuracy  of  the  address  on  the  outside  of  the  envelope  or  wrapper 
or  by  reason  of  the  failure  of  the  addressee  to  call  for  the  matter,  if 
held  subject  to  call,  it  may  be  opened  at  the  dead-letter  office  of  the 
Bureau  of  Posts  bv  an  employee  of  the  Bureau  thereunto  duly 
authorized  by  the  director.  A  letter  addressed  to  a  person  in  the 
United  States  may  likewise  be  opened  if  deposited  in  tne  mail  with- 
out the  prepayment  thereon  of  one  full  rate  of  postage.  But  matter 
with  a  sufficient  return  address,  shall  not  be  thus  opened  until  re- 
turned to  such  address,  with  like  inabiUty  to  deUver  the  same  to  the 
sender,  and  a  letter  bearing  the  card  of  a  hotel,  school,  college  or 
other  public  institution  or  office  printed  on  the  envelope,  shaU  not 
be  returned  unless  the  card  includes  a  printed  or  written  request  for 
return.  The  period  during  which  imdeUvered  letters  shall  remain 
in  anv  post  office  before  being  forwarded  to  the  dead-letter  office 
shall  be  prescribed  by  regulation. 

Save  as  provided  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  no  person  other  than 
tiia  addressee  or  sender,  or  the  duly  authorized  agent  of  such,  shall 
wan  or  break  the  seal  of  any  envelope  or  wrapper  containing  mail- 
able first-class  matter;  and  nothing  m  this  chapter  contained  shall 
be  deemed  to  authorize  the  opening  of  any  such  matter  except  as  in 
4is  section  provided, 

Sbc.  1180.  Examination  of  second  and  third  class  mail  matter. — Any 
envelope,  package,  or  wrapper  containing  matter  of  the  second  or 
third  dass  may  i)e  examined  at  the  office  of  mailing,  and  shall  be 
diarged  with  postage  at  the  highest  rate  to  which  any  of  the  inclosed 
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matter  is  subject,  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  prohibit  the  insertion  in  periodicals  of  advertisemeats 
attached  permanently  to  the  same. 

Sec.  1181.  Absolutdv  nonmailable  matter. — ^No  matter  belonging  to 
any  of  the  following  classes,  whether  sealed  as  first-class  matter  or 
not,  shaU  be  imported  into  the  Philippine  Islands  through  the  mails, 
or  be  deposited  in  or  carried  by  the  mails  of  the  Philippine  Islands, 
or  be  delivered  to  its  addressee  by  any  officer  or  employee  of  the 
Bureau  of  Posts: 

(a)  Written  or  printed  matter  in  any  form  advertising,  describing, 
or  in  any  manner  pertaining  to,  or  conveying  or  purportmg  to  convey 
any  information  concerning  any  lottery,  gift  enterprise  or  similar 
scheme  depending  in  whole  or  m  part  upon  lot  or  chance,  or  any 
scheme,  device,  or  enterprise  for  ootaining  any  money  or  property 
of  any  kind  by  means  of  false  or  fraudulent  pretenses,  representa- 
tions, or  promises. 

(b)  Written  or  printed  matter  in  any  form  containing  scurrilous 
libels  against  the  Government  of  the  United  States  or  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Phihppine  Islands,  or  containing  any  statement  whidi 
tends  to  disturb  or  obstruct  any  lawftd  officer  in  executing  his  office 
or  in  performing  his  duty,  or  which  tends  to  instigate  others  to  c^al 
or  meet  together  for  unlawful  purposes,  or  which  suggests  or  incites 
rebellious  conspiracies  or  tends  to  aisturo  the  peace  oime  community 
or  to  stir  up  the  people  against  the  lawful  authorities. 

(o)  Articles,  instruments,  drugs,  and  substances  desiened^  intended, 
or  adapted  for  preventing  conception  or  producing  abortion,  or  for 
any  indecent  or  immoral  use,  or  which  are  advertised  or  described 
in  a  manner  calctdated  to  lead  another  to  use  or  apply  them  for  pre- 
venting conception  or  producing  abortion,  or  for  any  indecent  or 
immoral  purpose. 

(d)  Written  or  printed  matter  and  photographs,  engravings,  litho- 

SaphSj  and  other  representations  of  an  ooscene,  lewd,  lascivious, 
tihy,  mdecent,  or  libelous  character,  including  all  such  matter  which 
advertises  or  describes  or  gives,  directly  or  mdirectly,  information 
where,  how,  from  whom,  or  by  what  means  any  article,  instrument, 
drug,  or  substance  enumerated  in  the  preceding  subsection  hereof 
may  be  obtained  or  made,  or  where  or  by  whom  any  act  or  operation 
of  any  kind  for  the  procuring  or  producing  of  abortion  will  oe  done 
or  performed,  or  how  or  by  wnat  means  conception  may  be  prevente<? 
or  abortion  produced. 

(e)  Live  or  dead  animals  (dried-stuffed  a^^mals  excepted),  insecf 
and  reptiles,  explosives,  inflammable  materials,  infernal  machine^ 
mechanical,  chemical  or  other  devices  and  compositions  which  m^

Sec.  1182.  Muter  unmmlaAle  under  certain  condUions. —TAefier 
otherwise  of  a  mailable  character  may  be  unmailable  for  failuit  to 
comply  with  the  conditions  requisite  for  transmission  throughthe 
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mails  or  for  the  carriage  of  which  the  Bureau  of  Posts  has  no  ade- 
quate facilities. 

Sec.  1183.  Disj^osition  of  nonmaHahle  matter. — ^AU  matter  which  is 
absolutely  nonmailable  by  reason  of  its,  nature  and  which  is  deposited 
in  any  post  office  for  trai^mission  or  delivery  by  mail;  shall  oe  f or- 
feitea  to  the  Govemm«it. 

Matter  unmailable  under  section  one  thousand  one  hundred  and 
ei^ty-two,  above,  when  deposited  in  any  post  office  for  transmission 
or  deliverv  by  mail.  shaU  be  returned  to  the  person  who  so  deposited 
it  if  his  identity  is  known  or  can  be  ascertained,  but  shall  not  be  for* 
warded  or  delivered  to  its  addressee. 

Sbc.  1184.  Classes  of  mail  matter  wMch  shall  he  transmitted  free  of 
charge, — Official  mail  of  officers  of  the  United  States  Grovemment, 
addressed  for  deUvery  in  the  Philippines,  in  the  United  States  or 
any  of  its  possessions,  or  at  any  United  States  postal  agency,  shall 
be  received,  transmitted,  and  delivered  in  the  mails  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  free  of  ordinary  postal  charges  when  the  outside  envelope  or 
wrapper  thereof  bears,  over  the  words  "Official  Business,''  the  name 
of  tne  Department,  and  if  it  is  from  a  Bureau  or  Office,  the  name  of 
such  Bureau  or  Office,  from  whence  transmitted,  with  the  signature 
of  the  officer  who  offers  it  for  transmission  and  a  statement  of  the 
penalty  for  the  misuse  of  such  envelope  or  wrapper  to  avoid  the 
payment  of  postage  on  nonofficial  matter.

\es. — Second  and  third  class  mail  matter  shall  not  be  returned  to 
nnder  or  remailed  until  the  return  postage  has  been  fully  prepaid 
OB  the  same;  but  in  all  cases  where  undelivered  matter  of  tnese 
ekjses  is  of  obvious  value,  the  sender,  if  known,  shall  be  notified  of 
Aie  fact  of  nondelivery,  and  be  given  an  opportunity  to  prepay  the 
rekim  postage. 

3jM3.  1187.  Special  deUvery. — ^Mailable  matter  upon  which  a  special- 
d^very  stamp  shall  be  duly  affixed  in  addition  to  the  lawful  postage 
tlnt^acm  shall  be  entitled  to  immediate  delivery  within  two  kilometers 
(rf'lbe  poet  office  to  which  addressed  or  within  such  greater  limits  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  Director.

— Every  letter  ille- 
gally transportedf^  or  concealed  for  th  purpose  of  being  illej^ally  trans- 
E)rted,  and  every  package,  bag,  box,  or  parcel  in  which  any  such 
tt;er  is  so  concealed,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Government, 

Sec.  1207.  Carriaae  ofm4iils  between  post  offices. — The  Director  of 
Poets  shall  provide  by  contract  or  otherwise^  for  the  carriage  of  the 
mails  between  post  offices  in  the  Philippine  Islands  and  between  the 
Philippine  Islands  and  the  United  States  and  foreign  countries,  in 
iadl  manner  and  with  such  frequency  as  shall  appear  to  him  proper. 

Sec.  1208.  Employees  not  to  be  interested  in  mail  contracts. — No 
employee  of  the  Bureau  of  Posts  shall  be  a  contractor  or  concerned 
ia  any  contract  for  carrying  the  mail.

8ec.  1209.  Commercial  telegraph  business, — All  tel^raph  lines, 
^jnless  stations,  and  cables  imder  the  control  of  the  Bureau  of  Posts 
dhall  be  open  to  the  pubUc  for  the  transmission  of  telegrams,  subject 
W  tiie  regulations  of  the  Bureau  of  Posts.  Onlv  official  telegrams  of 
die  Bureau  of  Posts  shall  be  transmitted  free  of  charge. 

**Telegram,"  as  herein  used,  includes  any  written  or  printed  mes- 
■Kt  or  commumeation  transmitted  or  deUvered  for  transmission  by 
Icfegraph,  cable,  or  wireless  telegraphy. 
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Sec.  1210.  Improper  divulgence  of  contents  of  telegram, — No  officer 
or  employee  of  me  ^Bureau  of  Posts  shall  divu^e  to  any  unauthorized 
person  the  contents  or  purport  of  any  telegram^  knowledge  of  wiiidi 
shall  have  come  to  him  oy  reason  of  his  connection  with  said  Bureau^ 
nor  shall  he  knowingly  or  negligently  deliver  a  telegram  to  any  mb 
not  authorized  to  receive  the  same. 

Sec.  1211.  Inhibition  against  sending  of  false  tdegram, — ^No  pason 
shall  file  for  transmission  by  the  Bureau  oi  Posts  any  message  whidi 
purports  to  be  signed  by  any  person  other  than  its  actual  sender,  nor 
shall  any  person  engage  in  the  service  of  transmitting  tel^rams  in  tlie 
Phihppine  Islands  knowingly  send,  transmit,  or  deliver  any  such 
message.

— Upon  satisfactory  evidence  that  any 
person  or  company  engaged  in  conducting  any  lottery,  gift  enter- 
prise, or  scheme  for  the  distribution  of  money,  or  of  any  real  or  per- 
sonal property  by  lot,  chance,  or  drawing  of  any  kind,  or  tiliat  any 
{)er8on  or  company  is  conducting  any  scheme,  device,  or  enterprise 
or  obtaining  money  or  property  of  any  kind  through  the  mails  by 
means  of  false  or  fraudulent  pretenses,  representations,  or  promises, 
the  Direxjtor  of  Posts  may  instruct  any  postmaster  or  other  officer 
or  employee  of  the  Bureau  to  return  to  tne  person  depositing  same 
in  the  mails,  with  the  word  "fraudulent*' plamly  written  or  stamped 
upon  the  outside  cover  thereof,  any  mail  matter  of  whatever  class 
mailed  by  or  addressed  to  such  person  or  company  or  the  repre- 
sentative or  agent  of  such  person  or  company.  Tne  public  advertise- 
ment by  the  person  or  company  conducting  such  lottery,  enterprise, 
scheme,  or  device,  that  remittances  for  the  same  may  be  made  by 
registered  letters  to  any  other  person,  firm,  bank,  corporation  or 
association  named  therem  shall  be  held  to  be  prima  fade  evidence 
of  the  existence  of  said  agency  by  all  the  parties  named  therein,  but 
the  Director  of  Posts  shall  not  be  precluded  from  ascertaining  the 
existence  of  such  agency  in  any  other  lawful  manner  satirfactory  to 
himself. 

Sec.  1213.  Deprivation  of  use  of  money-order  system. — The  Director 
of  Posts  may,  upon  evidence  satisfactory  to  him  that  any  person  o: 
company  is  engaged  in  conducting  any  lottery,  gift  enterprise,  o 
scheme  tor  the  distribution  of  money,  or  of  any  reaior  personal  prop 
erty  by  lot,  chance,  or  drawing  of  any  kind,  or  that  any  person  t 
company  is  conducting  any  scheme,  device,  or  enterprise  for  obtai^ 
ing  money  or  property  of  any  kina  through  the  mails  by  means  jf 
fabe  or  fraudulent  pretenses,  representations,  or  promises,  forbids 
issue  or  payment  by  any  postmaster  of  any  postal  money  order  lo 
said  person  or  company  or  to  the  agent  of  any  such  person  or  cdi- 
pany,  whether  such  agent  is  acting  as  an  individual  or  as  a  fitn, 
Dank,  corporation,  or  association  of  any  kind  and  may  providebv 
regulation  for  the  return  to  the  remitters  of  the  sums  named  in  mclBy 
orders  drawn  in  favor  of  such  person  or  company  or  its  agent, 
public  advertisement  by  such  person  or  company  so  conducting!

Place  for  sale  or  other  dieposition  ofproverty. — ^Property 
within  the  purview  of  this  article  shall  be  sold,  or  otnerwise  disposed 
of,  upon  the  order  of  the  collector  of  customs  of  the  port  where  the 
property  in  question  may  be  held,  xmless  the  Insular  Collector  shall 
direct  its  conveyance  for  such  purpose  to  some  other  port. 

Sec.  1546.  Property  subject  to  saU. — Property  in  customs  custody 
shall  be  subject  to  sale  imder  the  conditions  hereinbelow  expressed: 

(a)  Abandoned  merchandise.

"Seized  property"  means  airyr  property  seized  or  held  for  the  salV 
faction  of  any  administrative  mie  or  for  the  enforcement  of  any  fcf- 
feiture  under  the  customs  laws. 

"Customs  law"  includes  not  only  the  provisions  of  the  Custois 
Law  and  regulations  pursuant  thereto  but  all  other  laws  and  regfr 
lations  which  are  subject  to  enforcement  by  the  Bureau  of  Custoii 
or  otherwise  within  its  jurisdiction.

boiler,  burclar,  elevator,  automatic  sprinkler,  or  other  branch  of 
insurance  ^cept  life,  marine,  inland,  and  jBre  insurance),  and  on 
all  bonds,  imdertakings,  or  recognizances  conditioned  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  any  office  or  position,  for  the  doing  or  not 
doing  of  anything  therein  specified,  and  on  all  obligations  guarantee- 
ing me  vahdity  or  legality  of  any  bonds  or  other  obligations  issued 
by  any  province,  inunicipality,  or  other  public  body  or  oi^anization, 
and  on  all  obligations  guaranteeing  the  title  to  any  real  estate,  or

(z)  On  all  conveyances,  deeds,  instruments,  or  writings,  other  than 
erants,  patents,  or  original  certificates  of  adjudication  issued  by  the 
Government,  whereby  any  lands,  tenements,  or  other  realty  sold  shall 
be  granted,  assigned,  transferred,  or  otherwise  conveyed  to  the  pur- 
chaser or  purchasers,  or  to  any  other  person  or  persons  designatea  by 
such  purcnaser  or  purchasers; 

1.  When  the  true  consideration,  or  value  received  or  contracted  to 
be  paid  for  such  realty,  after  making  proper  allowance  for  any  incum- 
brance, is  more  than  two  himdred  pesos  but  not  more  than  two  thou- 
sand pesos,  fifty  centavos. 

2.  For  each  additional  one  thousand  pesos,  or  fractional  pait 
thereof,  of  such  true  consideration  or  value,  fifty  centavos. 

When  it  appears  that  the  amount  of  the  documentary  tax  payabie 
hereunder  has  been  reduced  by  an  incorrect  statement  of  the  consid- 
eration in  any  conveyance,  rfeed,  instrument,  or  writing  subject  so 
such  tax,  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue,  provincial  treasurer,  of 
other  revenue  officer  shall,  from  the  assessment  rolls  or  other  reliaWc 
source  of  information,  assess  the  property  at  its  true  market  vahe 
and  collect  the  proper  tax  thereon. 
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(y)  On  every  charter  party,  contract,  or  agreement  for  the  charter 
of  any  ship,  vessel,  or  steamer,  or  any  letter  or  memorandum  or 
other  writing  between  the  captain,  master,  or  owner,  or  other 
person  acting  as  agent  of  anv  ship,  vessel,  or  steamer  and  anv  other 
person  or  persons  for  or  relating  to  the  charter  of  any  such  ship, 
vessel,  or  steamer,  and  on  any  renewal  or  transfer  of  such  charter, 
contract,  agreement,  letter  or  memorandum: 

1 .  If  the  registered  gross  tonnage  of  the  ship,  vessel,  or  steamer  is 
not  more  than  three  hundred  tons,  six  pesos. 

2.  If  the  registered  gross  tonnage  is  laore  than  three  hundred 
tons  but  not  more  than  six  hundrea  tons,  ten  pesos. 

3.  If  the  registered  gross  tonnage  is  more  tnan  six  hundred  tons, 
twenty  pesos.

The  tax  on  business  i 
payable  for  every  separate  or  distinct  establishment  or  place  whci* 
business  subject  to  tne  tax  is  conducted;  and  one  occupation  or  liff 
of  business  aoes  not  become  exempt  by  being  conducted  with  sorae 
other  occupation  or  business  for  which  such  tax  has  been  paid. 

The  occupation  tax  must  be  paid  by  each  individual  engaged  in 
calling  subject  thereto;  the  tax  on  a  business,  by  the  person,  firm, 
company  conducting  the  same.

Sec.  1609.  Legality  of  business  <w  affected  by  payment  of  tax. — Tq 
payment  of  a  business  or  occupation  tax  shall  not  exempt  any  pei

in  places  where  such  business  or  occupation  is  prohibited  or  regu- 
lated by  municipal  law,  nor  shall  the  payment  of  any  such  tax  be 
held  to  prohibit  any  municipaUty  from  placing  a  tax  upon  the  same 
business  or  occupation,  for  local  purposes,  where  the  imposition  of 
such  tax  is  authorized  by  law.

(c)  ''Rectifier"  comprises  every  person  who  rectifies,  purifies,  or 
refines  distilled  spirits  or  wines  by  any  process  other  than  oy  ori^al 
and  continuous  distillation  from  mash,  wort,  wash,  sap,  or  sirup 
through  continuous  closed  vess^  and  pipes  until  the  manufacture 
there^  is  complete.  Every  wholesale  or  retail  liquor  dealer  who  has 
in  his  possession  any  still  or  mash  tub,  or  who  keeps  any  other  appa- 
ratus tor  the  purpose  of  distilling  spirits  or  in  any  manner  refining 
distilled  spirits,  and  every  person  wno  without  rectifying,  purifying, 
or  refining  distilled  spints  shall,  by  mixing  such  spirits,  wine,  or 
other  liauor  with  any  materials  except  water,  manufacture  any  intox- 
icating oeverage  whatever,  shall  also  be  r^arded  as  a  rectifier  and 
as  being  engaged  in  the  business  of  rectifying. 

(d)  ''Manufacturer  of  tobacco"  includes  every  person  whose  busi-

scraps,  refuse,  or  stems  of  tobacco  resulting  from  any  process  of 
hanaUng  tobacco,  or  by  working  or  preparmg  leaf  tdbmcco,  tobacoo 
stems,  scraps,  dippings,  or  waste  by  sifting^,  twisting,  screeningi 
or  by  any  other  process. 
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(e)  ''Manufacturer  of  cijgars"  includes  those  whose  busmess  it  is 
to  make  or  manufacture 'cigars  or  cigarettes  for  sale  or  who  employ 
odiers  to  make  or  manufacture  cigars  or  dgarettes  for  sale;  but  the 
term  does  rot  include  artisans  or  apprentices  employed  to  make 
cigars  or  cigarettes  from  material  supplied  by  the  employer,  the 
latter  being  lawfully  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  cigars  and 
cigarettes. 

(f)  ''Wholesale  liquor  dealer"  comprdiends  every  person  who  for

decaliters  at  any  one  time,  or  who  sells  or  offers  tne  same  for  sale  for 
the  purpose  of  resale  irrespective  of  quantity. 

(g)  "KetaU  liquor  dealer"  includes  every  person,  except  a  retail 
vino  dealer,  who  for  himself  or  on  commission  sells  or  offers  for  sale 
wine  or  distilled  spirits  (other  than  denatured  alcohol)  in  quantities 
of  two  decaUters  or  less  at  any  one  time  and  not  for  resale. 

01)  "Retail  vino  dealer"  includes  every  person  who  for  himself  or 
on  c(»nmission  seUs  or  offers  for  sale  only  domestic  distilled  spirits 
in  quantities  of  two  decaliters  or  less  at  any  one  time  and  not  for 
resale. 

(i)  "Wholesale  dealer  in  fermented  liquors"  means  anyone  who 
for  himself  or  on  commission  sells  or  offers  for  sale  fermented  hquors 
in  larger  quantities  than  two  decaliters  at  any  one  time  or  who  sells 
or  offers  for  sale  such  fermented  li<iuors  (excluding  tuha,  biisiy  tcipuy^ 
and  similar  domestic  fermented  liquors)  for  the  purpose  of  resale, 
r^ardless  of  quantity. 

(j)  "Retail  dealer  in  fermented  liquors"  includes  every  person, 
except  retail  dealers  in  iuhay  hasi  ana  tapuVf  who  for  lumselt  or  on 
commission  sells  or  offers  for  sale  fermentea  liauors  in  quantities  of 
two  decaliters  or  less  at  anv  one  time  and  not  lor  resale. 

Qe)  "Retail  dealer  in  tuSaf  Jxm,  or  topuy"  includes  every  person 
who  for  himself  or  on  commission  sells  or  oners  for  sale  tubaf  ocudj  or 
tapuy,  or  similar  domestic  fermented  Uquor,  in  quantities  of  less  than 
two  decaUters  at  anv  one  time. 

(I)  "Tobacco  dealer"  coinprehends  every  person  who  for  himself 
or  on  commission  sells  or  offers  for  sale  cigars,  cigarettes,  or  manu- 
factured tobacco. 

(fn))  "Retail  leaf  tobacco  dealer"  includes  every  person  who  for 
himself  or  on  commission  sells  leaf  tobacco  or  offers  the  same  for  sale 
to  any  person  except  a  registered  dealer  in  leaf  tobacco  or  a  manufac- 
turer 01  cigars,  cigarettes,  or  manufactured  tobacco;  but  the  term 
does  not  include  a  planter  or  producer  so  far  as  concerns  the  sale  of 
leaf  tobacco  of  his  own  production. 

(n)  "Peddler"  means  any  person  who  either  for  himself  or  on 
commission  travels  from  place  to  place  in  town  or  country  and  sells 
hisgoods  or  offers  to  sell  and  deUver  the  same.

(s)  ** Owner  of  a  race  track"  comprises  every  person  who  owns, 
leases,  or  controls  a  track  where  horses  are  entered  and  races  are  run 
as  a  public  exhibition,  whether  or  not  money  is  bet  on  the  result  of 
such  races. 

(t)  "Pawnbroker"  includes  all  persons  whose  business  or  occu- 
pation it  is  to  take  or  receive  bv  way  of  pledge  or  pawn,  any  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandise  or  any  kind  of  personal  property  whatever, 
except  agricultural  products,  as  security  for  the  repayment  of  money 
loaned  thereon. 

No  bank  paying  the  special  tax  imposed  on  banks  or  their  resource 
shall  be  required  to  pay  the  privilege  tax  imposed  on  stockbrokers, 
real-estate  brokers,  pawnbrokers,  or  money  lenders. 

(u)  *' Stockbroker  includes  all  persons  whose  business  it  is,  for 
themselves  or  others,  to  negotiate  pm*chases  or  sales  of  stocks,  bonds, 
exchange,  bullion,  coined  money,  bank  notes,  promissory  notes,  or 
other  securities.

(b)  Sucn  certificates^  when  completed  at  the  Bureau  of  Engravine 
and  Printing  at  Washington,  shall  be  deUvered  to  the  Bureau  of 
Insular  Aff fiirs  of  the  War  Department  at  Washington,  the  Chief  of 
which  Bureau  shall  receipt  therefor  in  the  name  of  the  Gk)yemment 
of  the  Philippine  Islands,  after  having  verified  the  coimt  thereof.  The 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Insular  Affairs  shall  thereupon  transmit  such 
certificates  to  the  Treasiu'er  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  shall  also 
give  notice  to  the  Auditor  for  the  Philippine  Islands  of  the  denomi- 
nations and  amount  of  silver  certificates  transmitted  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Philippine  Islands.

(c)  Upon  receiving  such  certificates,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  shall  preserve  the  same  free  from  all  opportunity  for  loss  by 
theft,  and  the  certificates,  in  packages  of  convenient  size  inclosed 
in  Daper  strips  upon  which  are  printed  the  denomination  and  amount 
inciuaed  therein,  shall  be  deposited  in  a  vault,  called  the  reserve 
vault,  where  they  shall  remain  until  required  for  circulation.  While 
the  certificates  remain  in  the  reserve  vault,  they  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered as  available  cash  for  the  (Government,  and  shall  not  appear 
as  such  on  the  books  of  the  Treasury,  though  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
held  responsible  for  the  same  as  money. 

(d)  Prom  time  to  time  the  Treasurer  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
shall  withdraw  such  amount  of  silver  certificates  from  the  reserve 
vault  as  may  be  required  to  meet  the  demands  for  their  pxu'chase  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  eight  of  said  Act  of  Con- 
gress of  March  second,  nineteen  himdred  and  three.  All  certificates 
taken  from  the  reserve  vault  shall  thereafter  be  treated  as  available 
cash  for  the  Government.

Sec.  1861.  Regulation  concerning  removal  <^  diseased  anim/dsfrom 
infected  localities, — When  the  Secretary  of  PubUc  Instruction  shall 
declare  that    a  dangerous  commimicable  animal  disease  prevails  in 
any  island,  province,  municipaUty,  township,  or  settlement,  and  that 
there  is  danger  of  spreading  such  disease  by  shipping,  driving,  or 
otherwise  transporting  or  taldng  out  of  sucn  island,  province,  mu- 
nicipality, township,  or  settlement  any  class  of  domestic  animals,  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  to  ship,  drive, 
or  otherwise  remove  the  kind  oi  animals  so  specified  from  such  lo- 
cality except  when  accompanied  by  a  certificate  issued  bv  authoritv 
of  the  Director  of  Agriculture  stating  the  number  and  kind  of  animate 
authorized  to  bo  shipped,  driven,  taken,  or  transported,  their  desti- 
nation, the  manner  m  which  they  are  authorized  to  be  shipped, 
driven,  taken,  or  transported,  and  their  brands  and  distinguisning 
marks.     Such  certificate  shall  also  state  that  the  animals  in  question 
have  been  inspected  by  a  duly  authorized  agent  of  the  Director  of 
Agriculture  and  found  free  from  dangerous  commimicable  animal 
diseases  and  shall  give  the  date  of  such  inspection.

Sec.  1862.  Powers  of  Director  of  Agriculture  relative  to  animal  quar- 
antinCj  insvectixm,  and  sanitation, — ^The  Director  of  Agriculture  is 
hereby  authorized — 

(a)  To  maintain  inoculation,  quarantine,  and  detention  stations  iot 
domestic  animals  in  such  places  as  may  oe  approved  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Secretary  of  Public  Iiistniction^  ana  to  place  all  animals 
arriving  from  foreign  and  domestic  ports  or  interior  places  in  quaran- 
tine for  such  time  as  he  may  deem  necessarv  to  prevent  the  intro- 
duction and  spread  of  dangerous  communicable  animal  diseases.

(d)  To  require  the  cleaning  and  disinfecting  of  any  utensil,  place, 
corral,  yard,  or  building  deemed  by  him  to  be  infected  with  dangerous 
commiuiicable  animal  disease,  and  to  prohibit  the  keeping  of  any 
domestic  animals  in  such  place,  corral,  yard,  or  building  imtil  it  has 
been  placed  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

(e)  To  require  the  cleaning  and  disinfecting  of  any  boat,  car, 
vehicle,  or  other  conveyance  deemed  by  him  to  be  infected  with 
dangerous  communicable  animal  disease,  and  to  prohibit  its  further 
use  for  transporting  domestic  animals  until  it  has  been  placed  in  a 
sanitary  conciition. 

(/)  To  cooperate  with  provincial  and  municipal  boards  in  the 
suppression  of  dangerous  communicable  animal  diseases  and  in  the 
estaohshment  and  maintenance  of  municiptd  slaughterhouse  and 
milk-inspection  systems,  the  object  of  which  shall  be  to  prevent 
the  slaughter  and  sale  of  animals  having  diseases  or  injuries  of 
such  a  nature  as  to  render  the  meats  and  other  food  products 
derived  from  them  dangerous  or  imwholesome  for  human  lood.

(g)  To  prescribe  all  necessaiy  measures  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
provisions  of  subsections  (c),  (a),  and  (e)  above.  The  provincial  gov- 
ernor of  the  province  concerned  shall  have  the  direction  of  and  be 
responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  the  measures  so  prescribed.

Sec.  1863.  Delivery  of  diseased  aniiruil  to  place  of  quarantine, — When 
the  Director  of  Agriculture  shall  order  any  animal  to  be  placed  in 
quarantine  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  the  owner  of  such 
animal,  or  his  agent,  shall  deliver  it  at  the  place  designated  for  the 
quarantine  and  shall  provide  it  with  proper  lood,  water,  and  attend- 
ance.

them  by  burning  or  shall  inter  them.  Officers  of  the  law  are  hereby 
authorized  to  seize  and  destroy  such  skins,  horns,  or  other  portions 
of  the  body  of  any  animal  which  has  died  having  rinderpest  wherever 
foimd.

Sec.  1866.  Marking  of  cattle  qMicted  with  surra. — It  shall  be  lawful 
for  any  duly  authorizoa  agent  oi  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture  or  of  the 
Bureau  of  Science  to  mark  any  animal  found  to  be  afflicted  with 
surra  by  fastening  in  its  right  ear  a  metal  tag  marked  with  the  letter 
*'S"  and  with  a  number.  It  shall  be  unlamul  to  remove  any  such 
tag  affixed  as  provided  in  this  section  until  the  animal  so  marked  has 
been  pronounced  free  from  surra  by  a  duly  authorized  agent  of  the 
Bureau  of  Agriculture  or  of  the  Bureau  of  Science.

Sec.  1867.  Prohibition  aaainst  bringing  of  animals  from  infected 
foreign  countries, — When  the  Secretary  of  rublic  Instruction  shall 
by  general  order  declare  that  a  dangerous  communicable  animal 
disease  prevails  in  any  foreign  coimtry,  port,  or  place  and  that  there 
is  danger  of  spreading  such  disease  by  the  importation  of  domestic 
animal  therefrom,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  knowingly  to 
ship  or  bring  into  the  Phihppinc  Islands  any  such  animal,  animal 
effecte,  parts,  or  products  from  such  place,  unless  the  iinportation 
thereof  shall  be  authorized  under  the  regulations  of  the  Bureau  of 
Agriculture. 

Article  III. — Grading  of  fibers. 

Sec.  1868.  Words  and  phrases  defined, — Words  and  phrases  used  in 
this  article  shall  be  taken  in  the  sense  indicated  below: 

(a)  "Fiber''  is  used  with  reference  to  its  common  and  commercial 
significance  and  not  to  its  scientific  meaning.  In  this  article  the  term 
means  the  raw  material  only  and  not  fibers  partially  or  entirely 
manufactured. 

(6)  "Abac&''  shall  mean  the  fiber  of  the  plant  of  the  same  name, 
which  is  known  technically  as  Musa  textitis  and  commercially  as 
"manilahemp,'*  "manila,"  and  "hemp.'' 

(c)  "Maguey"  (cantala)  shall  mean  the  fiber  of  the  plant  of  the 
same  name,  which  is  known  technically  as  Agave  carUala  Roxb.,  ajid 
commercially  as  "maguey,"  "manila  maguey,"  and  "Philippinf 
maguey." 

(a)  "Sisal"  shall  mean  the  fiber  of  the  true  sisal  plant,  Agave sisd- 
ana  Per.,  which  is  sometimes  known  locally  as  "  ma^ey  de  Hawaii." 

(e)  "Strand"  shall  mean  several  fibers  twis tea  together  by  hand 
for  tying  bundles  or  hanks. 
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(/)  "String"  shall  mean  a  handmade  rope  or  strand  of  abac&, 
maguey,  or  sisal  which  has  been  used  for  tying  several  bundles  or 
hams  together. 

(g)  '"Tow"  shall  mean  pieces  of  broken  fiber  or  fine  fibers,  inter- 
woven in  such  a  way  as  to  break  wholly  or  in  part  during  the  operation 
of  carding  at  the  mill. 

(h)  **  Waste"  shall  mean  the  broken  fiber  or  partially  cleaned  fiber 
strips  which  fall  under  the  knife  or  machine  during  the  operation  of 
fiber  extraction.

Sec.  1869.  O^dal  standards  for  commercial  grades  of  fibers, — ^The 
Director  of  Agriculture  shall  determine  the  oflScial  standards  for  the 
various  commercial  grades  of  abac&,  maguey,  and  sisal.  Each  grade 
shall  have  its  proper  designation  and  a  corresponding  distinctive 
mark,  both  of  whicn,  together  with  the  basis  upon  which  the  several 
grades  are  determined,  snail  be  defined  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture 
m  a  general  order.  Such  order  shall  have  the  approval  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  Public  Instruction  •  and  for  the  dissemination  of  information, 
copies  of  the  same  shall  be  supplied  gratis  to  the  foreim  markets, 
provincial  governors,  municipal  presidents,  and  to  such  other  persons 
and  agencies  as  shall  make  request  therefor. 

If  any  of  these  standards  should  at  any  time  be  changed  notice  shall 
be  given  in  the  local  and  foreim  markets  for  a  period  of  at  least  six 
months  before  the  new  standards  shall  go  into  eflfect.

Preservation  of  official  standards, — ^The  originals  of  all 
ofiicial  standw-ds  shall  be  prepared  in  suitable  form  and  shall  be 
securely  kept  in  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture,  being  subject  to  renewal 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Director  oi  Agriculture,  but  without  variation 
of  the  standards,  as  occasion  may  require.

Sec.  1872.  Supply  of  secondary  standards  for  uses  of  trade, — Speci- 
mens of  the  diflFerent  grades  of  fibers  conforming  to  the  original  official 
standards  shall  be  prepared  by  the  fiber  division  of  the  Bureau  of 
Agriculture,  and  after  certification  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture 
shall,  upon  request,  be  supphed,  as  secondary  official  standards,  to 
all  autnorized  grading  estabhshments,  provincial  governments, 
chambers  of  commerce,  planters'  associations,  and  other  persons  or 
institutions  directljr  interested  in  the  trade,  the  actual  cost  of  such 
sf)eciniens  to  be  paid  in  advance  by  the  party  requesting  the  same. 

Secondary  standards  prepared  by  the  Bureau  of  Agnculture,  as 
well  as  autnorized  sets  prepared  by  jading  establishments  and  duly 
certified,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  official  standards  for  all  purposes.

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Sec.  1873.  Renewal  of  secondary  standards  hy  grading  estaHUsh' 
ments. — Grading  establishments  may,  solely  for  their  own  use,  pre- 
pare duplicates  of  secondary  official  standards  kept  by  them ;  but  it 
shall  be  milawfid  for  any  person  to  use  such  duplicate  before  it  shall 
have  been  approved  and  certified  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture  or 
his  authorized  agent.

Sec.  1874.  Classes  of  grading  establishments. — ^There  shall  be  six 
classes  of  grading  establishments  which  shall  be  classified  (accordiiig 
to  the  quantity  of  loose  fiber  they  grade  and  bale  per  annum)  as 
follows:  First-class  estabhshments,  handling  five  thousand  metric 
tons  and  above;  second-class  estabhshments,  handBng  between  two 
thousand  five  hundred  and  five  thousand  metric  tons;  third-class 
establishments,  handUng  between  two  thousand  and  two  thousand  five 
hundred  metric  tons;  K)urth-class  establishments.  handUng  between 
one  thousand  and  two  thousand  metric  tons :  fifth-class  estabUshmenU, 
handling  between  five  hundred  and  one  tnousand  metric  tons;  and 
sixth-class  establishments,  handUng  less  than  five  hundred  metric  tons.

No  grading  establishment 
shall  charge  more  than  eight  pesos  per  metric  ton  for  baUng  and 
grading  any  fiber  within  the  purview  of  this  lawj  but  any  expense 
incident  to  tying  the  fiber  into  hanks  of  proper  size  or  drying  it,  if 
wet,  shaU  be  borne  by  the  owner,

Sec.  1879.  Use  of  private  marJcs  by  exporters. — ^Every  grading  estab- 
lishment shall  have  the  right  to  use  private  marks,  or  brands,  in 
connection  with  the  name  of  the  official  standard,  providing  that 
such  marks  shall  have  been  previously  registered  at  the  Bureau  of 
Agriculture  and  their  use  authorized  by  the  same,  and  also  providing 
that  each  mark  shall  constantly  refer  to  the  same  official  standard  or 
a  specified  type  thereof.

Baling  of  fibers  for  export. — ^All  fibers  within  the  purview 
of  this  law  whidi  are  mtended  for  export  shall  be  pressed  m  bales 
approximately  of  the  following  dimensions  and  weignt:  Length,  one 
meter;  width,  fifty  centimeters;  height,  fifty-five  centimeters;  and 
w^^t,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five Idlos,  net. 

Everv  bale  of  fiber  shall  be  free  from  strings^  waste,  tow,  damaged 
fiber,  fiber  not  identical  with  that  which  constitutes  tne  bale,  or  any 
extraneous  matter,  and  the  fiber  shall  be  thorougUy  dry. 

All  hanks  of  fiber  contained  in  a  bale  shall  be  uniform  in  quality, 
and  each  hank  shall  also  be  securely  tied  by  a  strand  to  hold  the  hank 
together,  and  which  shall  be  identical  with  the  fiber  which  constitutes 
the  bale. 

In  any  grade  of  abac&  in  which  the  quality  of  the  fiber  may  be 
injured  oy  excessive  pressure,  the  approximate  dimensions  and  weight 
01  each  bale  of  such  fiber  shall  be  aetermined  in  a  general  order  oy 
the  Director  of  Agriculture.  He  shall  in  like  manner  determine  the 
limit  of  the  diameter  of  hanks  contained  in  bales,  the  manner  in 
which  these  hanks  shall  be  arranged  in  the  bale,  and  the  manner  of 
labeling  and  tying  of  each  entire  bale.

Sbo.  1881.  Supervision  of  grading  and  baling  of  fibers. — Grading 
est&bliahments  and  the  grading  and  baling  of  nbers  shall  be  subject 
to  the  supervision  of  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture;  and  it  shall  be  Ihe 
da^  of  tne  Director  of  A^culture  to  provide  an  adequate  force  for 
the  inspection  and  supervision  of  such  places  and  processes, 
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The  chief  of  the  fiber  division  of  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture  shaDbe 
chief  fiber  inspector,  and  shall  receive  compensation  therefor  in 
addition  to  his  salary  of  not  to  exceed  two  thousand  pesos  per  annum.

Sec.  1885.  General  requirement  as  to  grading  and  certificaiion  ojf 
fibers. — No  fiber  within  the  purview  of  tms  article  shall  be  exported

The  eflFect  of  such 
action  shall  be  to  annul  the  resolution,  ordinance,  or  order  in  ques- 
tion, subject  to  action  by  the  Executive  Secretary  as  hereinafter 
provided.

(g)  To  regulate  the  construction,  care,  and  use  of  streets,  sidewalks, 
canals,  wharves  and  piers  in  the  municipality,  and  prevent  and 
remove  obstacles  and  encroachment  on  the  same. 

(f)  To  construct  and  keep  in  repair  bridges  and  viaducts,  and  regu- 
late the  use  of  the  same. 
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(g)  To  regulate  the  selling,  giving  away,  or  dispensing  of  intoxi- 
cating, malt,  vinous,  mixed,  or  fermented  liquors  at  retail. 

(h)  To  declare  and  abate  nuisances. 

(i)  To  restrain  riots,  disturbances,  and  disorderly  assemblages. 

(f)  To  prohibit  and  penalize  intoxication,  fighting,  gambling, 
mendicancy,  prostitution,  the  keeping  of  disorderly  houses,  and  other 
species  of  disorderly  conduct  or  disturbance  of  the  peace. 

(k)  To  provide  for  the  punishment  and  suppression  of  vagrancy 
and  the  punishment  of  any  person  found  witnm  the  town  without 
legitimate  business  or  visible  means  of  support. 

(0  To  suppress  and  penalize  cruelty  to  animals. 

(m)  To  prohibit  the  throwing  or  depositing  of  filth,  garbage,  or 
other  oflFensive  matter  in  any  street,  alley,  park,  or  pubuc  square: 

[provide  for  the  suitable  collection  and  disposition  of  such  matter  ana 
or  cleaning  and  keeping  clean  the  streets,  alleys,  parks,  and  other 
public  places  of  the  mimicipality. 

(n)  To  regulate  the  keeping  and  use  of  animals,  in  so  far  as  the 
same  affect  the  public  health  and  the  health  of  domestic  animals. 

(o)  To  require  any  land  or  building  which  is  in  an  insanitary  condi- 
tion to  be  cleansed  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  tenant,  and,  upon 
failure  to  comply  with  such  an  order,  have  the  work  done  and  assess 
the  expense  upon  the  land  or  buildings. 

(p)  To  construct  and  keep  in  repair  public  drains,  sewers,  and 
cesspools,  and  regulate  the  construction  and  use  of  private  water- 
closets,  privies,  sewers,  drains,  and  cesspools. 

iq)  To  estabUsh  or  authorize  the  establishment  of  slaughterhouses 
and  markets,  and  inspect  and  regulate  the  use  of  the  same. 

(r)  To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  meat,  fruits, 
poultry,  milk,  fish,  vegetables,  and  all  other  articles  of  food. 

(»)  To  adopt  such  other  measures,  including  internal  quarantine 
regulations,  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  deemed  desirable  or  neces- 
sary to  prevent  the  introduction  and  spread  of  disease.

Sec.  2189.  Certain  legislative  powers  of  discretionary  character, — 
The  municipal  council  shall  have  authority  to  exercise  the  following 
discretionary  powers: 

(a)  To  suspend  or  remove,  for  cause,  officers  or  employees  appointed 
by  the  president,  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  oi  the  council  con- 
curring. 

(i)  To  make  provision  for  the  care  of  the  poor,  the  sick,  or  persona 
of  unsound  mind.

{d)  To  provide  for  the  numbering  of  houses  and  lots;  the  naming 
of  streets,  avenues,  and  other  public  places;  and  for  the  lighting  oi 
streets,  and  the  sprinkling  of  the  same. 

{e)  To  establish  and  maintain  municipal  roads,  streets,  alleys,  side- 
walks, plazas,  parks,  playgrounds,  levees,  and  canals. 

(/)  To  supply  a  suitable  building  for  a  post-office  and  provide  for 
the  collection  and  delivery  of  mail,  when  it  is  impracticable  for  the 
Bureau  of  Posts  to  make  provision  for  these  matters. 

ig)  To  regulate  the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  authorize  the  killing  or 
impounding  of  the  same  when  found  at  large  contrary  to  ordinance. 
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{h)  To  require  the  owners  of  sheep,  goats,  swine,  or  lai^e  cattle  to 
keep  such  animals  from  moving,  runnmg,  or  being  at  large  except 
when  in  charge  of  some  person  of  sufficient  discretion. 

(i)  To  regulate  cockpits,  cockfighting,  and  the  keeping  or  training 
of  fighting  cocks,  or  prohibit  either. 

(j)  To  regulate  garages  and  stables  and  the  keeping  of  carriages, 
carts,  and  other  conveyances  for  hire;  and  to  designate  stands  to  be 
occupied  by  public  vehicles  when  not  in  use. 

(k)  To  regulate  caffis,  restaurants,  hotels^  inns,  and  lodging  houses. 

(Z)  To  regulate  or  prohibit  .public  dancing  schools,  pubfic  dance 
halls,  and  horse  races. 

(m)  To  regulate  public  billiard  tables,  or  billiard  rooms,  theatrical 
performances  and  circuses. 

(n)  To  regulate  the  establishment  and  provide  for  the  inspection 
of  steam  boilers  within  the  municipality. 

(o)  To  regulate  the  use  of  water  courses  within  the  municipality. 

(p)  To  provide  for  the  impoimding  of  animals  found  at  large  con- 
trary  to  law  or  ordinance  and  for  the  sale  of  such  animals  in  satis- 
faction of  poundage  fees  or  any  penalty  incurred  and  cost  of  pro- 
ceedingS;  or  for  such  other  disposition  thereof  as  may  be  sanctioned 
by  law.

(g)  To  regulate  any  business  or  occupation  subject  to  a  mimicipal 
license  tax  and  to  prescribe  the  conditions  under  which  municipal 
licenses  may  be  revoked. 

Requirement  of  permits  for  certain  pursuits. — ^In  the 
exercise  of  regulative  authority,  the  mimicipal  council  may  require 
that  a  person  engaged  in  any  business  or  occupation  hereinbelow 
mentioned  shall  obtain  therefor  a  municipal  permit : 

Manufacturing  or  boiling  varnish  or  oil;  boding  fat,  tallow,  or  lard; 
manufacturing  lampblack,  glue,  fertilizer,  turpentine,  tar,  or  char- 
coal; tanning  or  dressing  hides  or  skins;  manmacturing  bricks,  pot- 
tery, or  Ume;  crushing,  grinding,  or  burning  stones,  bones,  or  shells; 
storing  bones,  hides  or  feathers;  drying  or  curing  fish;  making  lye  or 
soap*  manufacturing  matches;  storing  combustible  or  explosive  ma- 
terials; dealing  in  second-hand  clothes  or  furniture;  maintaining  of 
stock  yards;  or  the  conducting  of  any  other  business  of  an  im whole- 
some, obnoxious,  offensive,  or  dangerous  character. 

A  reasonable  fee,  in  no  case  to  oe  in  excess  of  ten  pesos  per  an- 
num, may  be  charged  for  such  permit;  and  the  conditions  under  which 
the  business  in  question  shall  be  conducted  may  be  specified  therein 
or  otherwise  determined  by  the  council.  A  provincial  board  may  in 
its  discretion  abolish  or  reduce  any  fee  imposed  imder  the  authority 
of  this  section. 

Sec.  2191.  Exercise  of  power  of  eminent  domain, — Subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Governor-General,  a  municipal  council  shall  have  the

struction or  where  the  mimicipal  f\mds  are  insufficient  to  make  ade-r 
quate  provision  therefor,  the  municipal  coimdl  may,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Director  of  Education,  cooperate  with  the  authorities 
of  any  other  mimicipahty  or  mimicipahties  in  the  same  province  in 
the  maintenance  of  such  a  school. 

Support  of  students  attending  school  in  other  munici- 
pality.— ^When  a  public  school  riving  secondary  instruction  is  not

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The  persons  thus  supported  shall  be  one  young  man  and  one  young 
woman,  whose  respective  ages  shall  not  be  less  than  fifteen  nor  mofe 
than  twenty-five  years,  and  whose  parents  are  not  able  to  pay  their 
expenses  while  attending  schools  of  secondary  instruction.  They 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  president  from  a  hst  recommended  by  thie 
division  superintendent  of  schools,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  council,  subject  to  confirmation, 
after  one  month^s  attendance,  by  the  principal  of  the  school  in  which 
they  are  appointed  to  receive  instruction.

(f)  HawKers,  peddlers,  hucksters,  not  including  hucksters  or  ped- 
dlers who  sell  only  native  vegetables,  fruits,  or  foods  personally 
carried  by  them. 

(a)  Hotels,  restaurants,  caf6s,  and  lodging  or  boarding  houses. 

Qt)  liverv  and  boarding  stables. 

(i)  Pawnbroking  establishments. 

(?)  Theaters,  museimis,  and  concert  halls. 

(Jc)  TTie  keeping  of  doffls, 

(Z)  The  keeping  of  pubUc  vehicles  or  conveyances  (except  auio- 
mobiles)  for  hire,  by  persons  not  taxed  under  subsection  (A)  hereof. 

(m)  The  maintenance  of  race  tracks  or  conducting  of  horse  races, 

in)  Tlie  selling  of  intoxicating,  malt,  vinous,  mixed,  or  fermented 
liquors  in  quantities  of  lees  than  two  decaUters.

When  collected,  the  taxes,  imposts,  and  other  revenues  of  the 
township  shall  be  turned  over  by  the  provincial  treasurer  or  hi 
deputies,  within  one  month  of  the  date  oi  collection,  to  the  township 
treasurer,  together  with  an  itemized  statement  showing  the  nature 
of  the  tax,  impost,  or  other  revenue  collected,  and  the  respective 
amoimts  of  same. 

Except  as  allowed  by  law,  township  funds  shall  be  devoted  exdu- 
sively  to  local  public  purposes.

Sec.  2406.  Jurisdiction  of  city  for  police  purposes. — ^The  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  city  of  Manila  for  police  purposes  only  shall  extend  to 
three  miles  from  the  shore  into  Manila  daj  and  over  a  zone  surround- 
ing die  city  on  land  of  two  and  one-half  miles  in  width ;  and  for  the 
purpose  of  protecting  and  insuring  the  purity  of  the  water  supply  of 
the  city  such  police  jurisdiction  shall  also  extend  over  all  territorr 
within  the  dramage  area  of  such  water  supply,  or  within  one  hundred 
meters  of  any  reservoir,  conduit,  canal,  aqueduct,  or  pumping  station 
used  in  connection  witn  the  city  water  service.  The  Court  of  First 
Instance  and  the  municipal  court  of  the  city  of  Manila  shall  have  con- 
current jurisdiction  with  the  Courts  of  First  Instance  and  the  courts 
of  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  provinces  and  municipalities,  respectr 
iveiy,  to  try  crimes  and  misdemeanors  committed  within  said  zone 
of  two  and  one-half  miles  in  width,  within  said  drainage  area,  or 
within  said  spaces  of  one  hundred  meters.  The  court  first  taking 
jjurisdiction  of  such  an  offense  shall  thereafter  retain  exclusive  juris- 
diction thereof.  The  police  of  the  several  municipalities  concerned 
shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  police  of  the  city  of  Jfanila 
for  the  maintenance  of  good  order  and  the  enforcement  of  lawful 
ordinances  throughout  said  zone^  area  and  spaces.  But  any  license 
that  may  lawfully  be  granted  within  said  zone,  area  or  spaces  shall 
be  granted  by  the  proper  authorities  of  the  mimicipality  concerned, 
and  the  fees  arising  therefrom  shall  appertain  to  the  treasury  of  the 
municipality  concerned  and  not  to  that  of  the  city  of  Manila.

Seo.  2407.  The  mayor  and  adding  'fi^^or — Appointment,  compeMd- 
tion,  and  general  powers  and  duties. — ^The  goverment  of  the  city  is 
vested  in  a  mayor  and  a  Municipal  Board.     The  mayor  shall  be  ap- 

B>inted  by  the  Governor-General  with  the  consent  of  the  Upp^r 
ouse  of  the  Philippine  L^islature,  and  shaJl  hold  office  for  lour 
years  unless  soopter  removed.  He  shall  receive  a  salary  of  nine  thou- 
sand pesos  a  year.  In  the  event  of  the  sickness  or  absence  of  the 
mayor,  the  Grovemor-General  shall  appoint  an  acting  mayor  to  fiD 
the  vacancy  during  such  sickness  or  absence.  The  actmg  mayor  shaD 
have  the  same  powers  and  duties  as  the  mayor,  and  shtSl  receive  di^ 
same  compensation,  unless  he  is  already  drawing  salary  from  tlie  citv 
as  an  officer  thereof,  in  which  case  the  Governor-General  may  author- 
ize him  to  receive  tne  same  compensation  as  the  mayor  if  tae  major 
is  on  leave  without  pay.  The  mayor  shall  be  the  chief  executive  of 
the  city,  and  shaU: 

(a)  oee  that  the  laws,  ordinances  and  resolutions  in  effect  withir 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  city  are  faithfully  executed  and  enforced. 
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(h)  Safeguard  all  the  lands,  building,  records,  moneys,  credits, 
and  other  property  and  rights  of  the  city,  and,  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  tms  chapter,  have  control  of  all  its  property,  except  the 
building  known  as  the  Ayuntamiento  until  Che  same  be  released  by 
the  GrovOTnor-General. 

(c)  See  that  aU  taxes  and  other  revenues  of  the  city  are  collected, 
and  applied  in  accordance  with  appropriations  to  the  payment  of  the 
municipal  expenses. 

(d)  Cause  to  be  instituted  judicial  proceedings  to  recover  property 
and  f\mds  of  the  city  wherever  found,  and  otherwise  to  protect  the 
interests  of  the  city,  and  cause  to  be  defended  all  suits  against  the 
city. 

(e)  See  that  the  executive  officers  and  employees  of  the  city 
properly  discharge  their  respective  duties. 

(jO  Examine  and  inspect  the  books,  records,  and  papers  of  all 
officers,  agents,  and  employees  of  the  city  whenever  occasion  arises, 
and  at  least  once  in  each  year. 

(g)  Give  such  information,  and  recommend  such  measures,  to  the 
Board  as  he  shall  deem  advantageous  to  the  city. 

(h)  Have  the  right  to  attend  all  sessions  of  the  Board,  and  to  par- 
ticipate in  its  discussions,  but  not  to  vote. 

(%)  Represent  the  city  in  aU  its  business  matters,  and  sign  on  its 
behalf  all  its  bonds,  contracts,  and  obligations  made  in  accordance 
with  law  or  lawfid  ordinance  or  resolution. 

(;)  Have  power  to  release  any  person  imprisoned,  or  confined  in  a 
reformatory  or  any  institution  of  a  similar  nature,  for  violation  of  a 
city  ordinance,  and  remit  the  sentence  of  such  person,  or  any  part 
thereof. 

{h)  Submit  to  the  Board  before  the  first  day  of  October  of  each 
year  a  budget  of  receipts  and  expenditures  wluch  sliall  be  the  basis 
of  the  appropriation  ordinance  for  the  coming  year. 

(Z)  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  first  day  of  January  of  each 
year,  prepare  and  present  to  the  Governor-General  an  annual  report 
covermg  the  operations  of  the  city  government  during  the  preceding 
year,  accompanying  such  report  with  the  written  concurrence  there- 
witli,  or  dissent  therefrom,  of  the  Board. 

(m)  Perform  such  other  executive  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law  or  be  required  of  him  by  ordinance  or  resolution  oi  the  Board.

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All  bids  shall  be  opened  in  the  presence  of  the  Mayor  at  the  adver- 
tised time  and  place.  Each  bid  shaU  be  accompanied  by  a  deposit, 
the  amoimt  and  character  of  which  shaU  be  fixed  by  the  mayor  and 
named  in  the  advertisement;  and  which  shall  not  exceed  ten  per 
centum  of  the  estimated  cost  of  the  improvement  or  work  to  be  done 
where  the  estimated  cost  exceeds  two  thousand  pesos,  nor  be  less 
than  two  hundred  pesos  in  anv  case.

Sec.  2409.  Contracts  in  excess  of  one  thousand  pesos. — Except  as 
hereinafter  provided,  every  contract  exceeding  in  amount  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  pesos,  for  work,  materials,  or  supplies,  shad  be  let  by 
the  mayor  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder.  The  mayor  may  reject 
any  and  all  bids,  and  if  such  bids  are  too  high,  may  purchase  the 
material,  hire  the  laborers  and  supervise  the  work.  In  cases  of 
emergency  the  Board  may  authorize  the  Mayor  to  undertake  by 
administration  the  necessary  work,  or  have  it  performed  by  contract 
without  advertising  the  bids.  Bonds,  to  be  approved  by  tlie  mayor, 
shall  be  taken  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  contracts.  Contracts 
shall  be  executed  in  triplicate  by  the  mayor  and  by  the  contractor, 
and  one  original  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  mavor  and  one  in  the 
office  of  the  Insular  Auditor,  and  the  third  shall  be  given  to  the 
contractor.  Every  contract  for  a  sum  greater  than  one  thousand 
pesos  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  under  the  corporate  seal. 

Sec.  2410.  Contmcts  not  in  excess  of  one  thousand  pesos, — If  the 
consideration  of  a  contract  shall  not  exceed  one  thousand  pesos,  the 
mayor  may  authorize  the  head  of  any  department,  or  any  city  officer, 
to  execute  such  contract;  but  no  expenditure  shall  be  made  for  such 
purpose  without  the  written  order  oi  the  mayor,  which  order  shall  be 
returned  and  filed  as  a  voucher  with  the  bill  upon  which  payment  was 
made.

Article  III. — The  Municipal  Board. 

Sec.  2411.  ConstituHon  and  organization  of  Municipal  Board.—Tbe 
Municipal  Board  shall  be  the  legislative  body  of  the  city,  and  shall 
consist  of  ten  elective  members  who  shall  hold  office  for  four  years  or 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  members  of  the 
Board  shall  elect  each  year  from  among  their  number  a  president, 
who  for  one  year  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  at  which 
he  is  present.  In  the  absence,  the  Board  shall  elect  one  of  its  members 
as  temporary  presiding  officer.  The  president  shall  sign  all  ordinance* 
and  all  resolutions  and  motions  direc^ting  the  payment  of  money  or 
creating  liability,  enacted  or  adopted  by  the  Board.  In  case  of  sick- 
ness or  absence  of  any  rnember  of  the  ^oard,  or  if  for  any  reason  it 
becomes  necessary  to  maintain  a  quorum,  the  Governor-General  may 
make  a  temporary  appointment  imtil  the  return  to  duty  of  the  sick  or 
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absent  member.  During  the  period  of  such  temporary  appointment 
the  person  receiving  the  same  shall  possess  all  the  rights  and  perform 
aU  the  duties  of  a  member  of  the  Board. 

The  President  of  the  Board  shall  receive  no  compensation  in 
addition  to  that  received  by  him  as  a  member.  The  members  shall 
each  receive  a  per  diem  of  twenty  pesos  for  each  day  of  attendance 
on  a  session  of  the  Board.

Sec.  2412.  Qualifications,  election,  suspension  and  removal  of 
members  of  Board, — The  members  of  the  Municipal  Board  shall  be 
elected  at  largo  from  the  entire  city,  and  each  of  them  at  the  time  of 
his  election  snail  be  a  resident  for  at  least  one  year,  and  a  qualified 
elector,  of  his  Assembly  district,  and  not  less  than  twenty-three  years 
of  Agb,  Such  members  may  be  suspended  or  removed  from  office 
under  the  same  circumstances,  in  the  same  manner,  and  with  the 
same  effect,  as  elective  provincial  officers,  and  the  provisions  of  law 
providinff  for  the  suspension  or  removal  of  elective  provincial  officers 
and  for  the  confirmation  of  their  elections  are  made  effective  for  the 
suspension  or  removal  of  said  members  of  the  Board  and  for  the 
confirmation  of  their  elections.  In  so  far  as  they  are  applicable  all 
the  provisions  of  the  Election  Law  are  made  effective  as  to  members 
of  the  Board  and  to  their  election  to  the  same  extent  as  if  the  city  of 
Manila  were  a  province  and  the  election  of  said  members  were  the 
election  for  member  of  the  provincial  board,  except  where  there  is  a 
conflict  between  the  provisions  of  the  Election  Law  and  this  chapter, 
in  which  case  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  prevail. 

EHections  for  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  June  in  every  leap  year,  and  elected  members  shall  take 
office  on  the  sixteenth  day  oi  October  next  following  their  election 
upon  qualifying  and  shall  nold  office  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.  The  ten  candidates  receiving  the  greatest  number  of 
votes  at  any  election  shall  be  declared  elected,  and  any  tie  for  the 
tenth  place  shall  be  broken  by  the  Governor-General  designating  from 
among  the  candidates  tied  for  such  place  the  one  to  be  declared  elected. 
If  any  person  so  elected  is  ineligible  to  hold  office,  or  if  for  any  reason 
there  snould  be  a  failure  to  etect  one  or  more  members,  no  special 
Section  shall  be  called,  but  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  for  the  term  by 
the  Governor-General  with  the  consent  of  the  Upper  House  of  the 
Phihppine  Lerislature.  Vacancies  in  the  office  of  member  occurring 
after  taking  office  shall  be  filled  for  the  xmexpired  term  in  like  manner.

president;  shall  cause  each  ordinance  passed  to  be  pubnshed  as  herein 
provided;  shall  have  charge  and  custody  of  all  records  and  document 
of  the  city,  and  of  any  office  or  department  thereof,  for  which  pro- 
vision is  not  otherwise  made;  shall  on  demand,  furnish  certified 
copies  of  all  city  records  and  documents,  and  collect  and  receive 
therefor  such  fees  as  may  be  prescribed,  for  the  use  of  the  city;  and 
shall  keep  his  office  and  all  records  therein  open  to  public  inspection 
during  usual  business  hours.  His  compensation  as  secretary  shaD 
be  fixed  by  the  Board  at  not  exceeding  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
pesos  a  year,  but  he  may  hold  any  other  office  or  employment  in  the 
government  of  the  city,  and  receive  additional  compensation  therefor.

Sec.  2414.  Appropriations  by  Board — Contributions  from  Insrikr 
Government — ^The  Board  shall  make  all  appropriations  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  government  of  the  city.  Whenever  the  Board  fails  to 
pass  an  appropriation  ordinance  for  any  year  before  the  end  of  tiie 
previous  year,  the  appropriation  ordinance  for  such  previous  year 
shall  be  deemed  reenacted,  and  shall  go  into  effect  on  the  first  day  of 
January  of  the  new  year  as  the  appropriation  ordinance  for  that 
year,  and  such  appropriation  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  reenacted 
irom  year  to  year,  and  shall  be  renewed  and  go  into  effect  on  the 
first  day  of  January  of  each  year,  as  the  appropriation  ordinance  for 
that  year,  until  a  new  appropriation  ordinance  is  duly  enacted.  In 
consideration  of  the  privileges  and  exemptions  enjoyed  by  the  Insular 
Government  within  the  city,  and  the  burden  imposed  upon  the  city 
by  reason  of  the  location  therein  of  the  capital  of  the  Islands,  there 
is  hereby  created  a  permanent  continuing  appropriation  during  the 
time  said  city  remains  the  capital  of  the  islands,  from  any  funds  in 
the  Insular  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  equal  to  thirty  per 
centum  of  the  expanses  of  the  government  of  the  city  exclusive  of 
those  amounts  which  appear  as  expenses  by  reason  of  interdepart- 
mental charges  and  charges  against  the  Insular  Government  for  land 
transportation  and  other  analogous  services  and  supplies;  but  the 
total  contribution  from  Insular  funds  to  the  government  of  thedty 
under  this  appropriation  shall  not  in  any  one  year  exceed  the  amount 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  real-estate  tax  collected  by  the  said  city  dur- 
ing the  next  preceding  year,  nor  shall  such  total  contributi(>n  m  any 
one  year  exceed  the  sum  of  one  miUion  pesos.  The  Insular  Auditor 
shall  ascertain  from  time  to  time  the  amount  herein  appropriated, 
and  transfer  to  the  city  of  Manila,  out  of  any  fimds  in  the  Insular 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  amoimt  so  ascertained.

Sec.  2415.  Method  of  transacting  business  by  board — Veto,  authenti- 
cation and  publication  of  ordinances, — The  Board  shall  hold  two  ordi- 
nary sessions  for  the  transaction  of  business  during  each  week  on 
days  which  it  shall  fix  by  resolution,  and  such  extraordinary  sessions, 
not  exceeding  thirty  during  any  one  year,  as  may  be  called  bv  the 
mayor.

It  shall  keep  a  record  oi  ite 
proceedings  and  determine  its  rules  of  procedure  not  herein  set  forth. 
Six  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business,  and  six  affirmative  votes  shall  be  necessary  for

the  passage  of  any  ordinance,  resolution  or  motion.  The  ajes  and 
noes  shall  be  taken  and  recorded  upon  the  passage  of  all  ordinances, 
upon  all  resolutions  or  motions  directing  tne  payment  of  money  or 
creating  liability,  and,  at  the  request  of  any  member  upon  anv  other 
resolution  or  motion.  Each  proposed  ordmance  shall  be  published 
in  two  daily  newspapers  of  general  circulation  in  the  city,  one  printed 
in  T<^gliah  and  the  other  in  Spanish,  and  shall  not  be  discussed  or 
enactM  by  the  Board  imtil  after  the  third  day  following  such  publi- 
cation. Each  ordinance  enacted  by  the  Board,  and  each  resolution 
or  motion  directing  the  payment  of  money  or  creating  liability,  shall 
be  forwarded  to  the  Mayor  for  his  approval.  Within  ten  days  after 
the  receipt  of  the  ordinance,  resolution  or  motion,  the  mayor  shall 
return  it  with  his  approval  or  veto.  If  he  does  not  return  it  within 
that  time,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  approved.  If  he  returns  it  with 
his  veto,  his  reasons  therefor  in  writing  shall  accompany  it.  It  may 
then  be  again  enacted  by  the  affirmative  votes  of  seven  members  of 
the  Board,  and  again  forwarded  to  the  mayor  for  his  approval,  and 
if  within  ten  days  after  its  receipt  he  does  not  again  return  it  with 
his  veto,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  approved.  If  within  said  time  he 
again  returns  it  with  his  veto,  it  shall  be  forwarded  forthwith  to  the 
&)vemor-General  for  his  approval  or  disapproval,  which  shall  be 
final.  The  mayor  shall  have  the  power  to  veto  any  particular  item 
or  items  of  an  appropriation  ordinance,  or  of  an  orainance,  resolu- 
tion or  motion  directmg  the  payment  of  money  or  creating  liability, 
but  the  veto  shall  not  affect  the  item  or  items  to  which  he  does  not 
object.  The  item  or  items  objected  to  shall  not  take  effect  except 
in  the  maimer  heretofore  provided  in  this  section  as  to  ordinances, 
resolutions  and  motions  returned  to  the  Board  with  his  veto.  Each 
approved  ordinance  shall  be  sealed  with  the  city  seal,  signed  by  the 
president  of  the  Board  and  the  secretary,  and  recordea  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose;  shall  be  published  in  two  daily  newspapers 
of  general  circulation  in  the  city,  one  printed  in  English  and  the 
other  in  Spanish,  within  ten  days  after  its  approval ;  and  shall  take 
effect  and  be  in  force  on  and  after  the  twentieth  day  following  its 
publication,  if  no  date  is  fixed  in  the  ordinance.

Sec.  2416.  General  powers  and  duties  of  Board, — Except  as  other- 
wise provided  by  law,  the  Board  shall  have  the  following  legislative 
powers: 

(a)  To  provide  for  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  for  general  and 
specialpurposes  in  accordance  with  law. 

(J)  To  fix  the  fees  and  charges  for  all  services  rendered  by  the  city 
or  any  of  its  branches  or  officials. 

(c)  To  prescribe  the  time,  places,  and  manner  of  payment  of 
salaries  and  wages  to  city  officials  and  employees. 

(d)  To  provide  for  the  erection  or  rental  and  care  of  buildings 
necessary  lor  the  use  of  the  city. 

(e)  To  provide  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  free 
pubHc  schools  for  primary  instruction  and  to  provide  schoolhouses 
therefor,  subject  to  the  limitations  of  chapter  forty-one  hereof. 

(f)  To  provide  secondary  schools,  and  professional  schools,  with 
the  approval  of  the  citv  superintendent,  and  to  charge  matriculation 
and  tuition  fees  with  tne  same  approval. 
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(a)  To  maintain  police  courts  established  by  law,  which  shall  have 
exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  criminal  cases  under  the  ordinances  of 
the  city,  and  such  further  jurisdiction  as  may  be  herein  or  hereafter 
conferred. 

(h)  To  estabUsh  fire  limits  and  rebate  the  kinds  of  buildings  and 
structures  that  may  be  erected  withm  said  limits  and  the  manner  of 
constructing  and  repairing  the  same ;  and  to  provide  for  the  removal 
of  buildings  and  structures  erected  or  constructed  in  violatimi  of 
such  relations,  or  the  removal  of  material  used  in  the  constructioD 
or  repair  of  any  building  or  structure  in  violation  of  such  regulations. 

(i)  To  provide  engine  houses,  fire  engines,  hose  carts,  hooks  and 
ladders,  and  other  ec^uipment  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment 
of  fires,  and  to  provide  for  the  management  and  use  of  the  same. 

(j)  To  regulate,  Ucense^  fix  the  amount  of  the  hcense  fee,  and  pre- 
scribe the  manner  and  time  of  revoking  hcenses  for  the  following: 
Hawkers,  peddlers,  hucksters,  not  including  hucksters  or  peddleis 
who  sell  only  native  vegetables,  fruits,  or  foods,  personally  carried 
by  the  hucksters  or  peddlers,  auctioneers,  p^lumbers,  barbers,  em- 
balmers,  collecting  agencies,  mercantile  agencies,  shipping  and  intel- 
ligence offices,  private  detective  agencies,  advertismg  agents,  tat- 
tooers,  jugglers,  acrobats,  hotels,  clubs,  restaurants,  caf&,  lodging 
houses,  boarding  houses,  Uvery  garages,  Uvery  stables,  boarding 
stables,  cattle  and  horse  dealers,  pumic  billia^  tables,  laundries, 
cleaning  and  dveing  estabhshments,  estabUshments  for  the  storage 
of  higmy  comDustible  or  explosive  materials,  pubUc  warehouses, 
dance  halls,  circus  and  other  similar  parades,  pubUc  vehicles,  race 
tracks,  horse  races,  bowUng  alleys,  shooting  galleries,  slot  machines, 
and  merry-go-roimds. 

(k)  To  regulate.  Hcense  and  prescribe  the  manner  and  time  of 
revoking  Ucenses  lor  the  following  businesses:  Pawnbrokers,  dealers 
in  second-hand  merchandise,  junk  dealers,  brewers,  distillers,  money 
changers  and  brokers,  public  ferries,  theaters,  theatrical  performances, 
cinematographs,  public  exhibitions,  circuses,  and  all  other  perfonn- 
ances  and>piaces  of  amusement,  and  the  keeping,  preparation,  and 
sale  of  meat,  poultry,  fish,  game,  butter,  cheese,  lard,  vegetables, 
bread  and  other  provisions. 

(Z)  To  tax,  hcense  and  regulate  the  business  and  fix  the  location 
of  match  factories,  blacksmitn  shops,  foundries,  steam  boilers,  lumber 
•  yards,  ship  yards  and  other  estaDhshments  hkely  to  endanger  the 
pubhc  safety  by  giving  rise  to  conflagrations  or  explosions  |  and  to 
regulate  the  storage  and  sale  of  gimpowder,  tar,  pitch,  resm,  coal, 
oil^  gasoline,  benzine,  turpentine,  nemp,  cotton,  nitroglycerin,  petro- 
leum, or  any  of  the  products  thereof,  and  of  all  other  highly  com- 
bustible or  explosive  materials. 

(m)  To  regulate  the  method  of  using  steam  engines  and  boilws, 
other  than  marine,  to  provide  for  the  inspection  thereof  and  for  a 
reasonable  fee  for  such  inspection,  and  to  r(^ulate  the  issuance  and 
revocation  by  the  mayor  of  Ucenses  to  engineers  engaged  in  oper- 
ating the  same. 

(n)  To  provide  for  the  suppression  of  houses  of  iU  fame  and  othtf 
disorderly  houses,  gaming  nouses,  gambhng,  and  all  fraudulent 
devices  for  the  purpose  of  gain  and  of  obtaining  money  or  property; 
and  to  prohibit  the  printing,  sale,  or  exhibition  of  immoral  pictures, 
books,  or  pubhcations  of  any  description. 
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(o)  To  tax,  regulate,  or  prohibit,  or  regulate  the  issuance  and 
revocation  bjr  the  mayor  of  licenses  for  cockfighting  and  cockpits, 
and  the  keeping  or  training  of  fighting  cocks. 

(y)  To  regulate  or  prohibit,  or  provide  for  the  issuance  and  revo- 
cation hj  the  mayor  of  hcenses  for  the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  author- 
ize their  impounoing  and  destruction  when  running  at  large  contrary 
to  ordinance. 

(q)  To  establish  and  maintain  citv  poimds;  to  regulate,  restrain, 
and  prohibit  the  running  at  large  oi  domestic  anim^,  and  provide 
for  tne  distraining,  impounding,  and  sale  of  the  same  for  the  penalty 
incurred,  and  the  cost  of  the  proceedings;  and  to  impose  penalties 
upon  the  owners  of  said  animals  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance 
in  relation  thereto. 

(r)  To  prohibit  and  provide  for  the  punishment  of  cruelty  to 
animals. 

(s)  To  regulate  the  inspection,  weighing,  and  measuring  of  brick, 
coal,  lumber,  and  other  articles  of  merchandise. 

(t)  To  lay  out,  to  provide  for  the  construction  and  improvement  of, 
and  to  regulate  the  use  of,  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  sidewalks,  wharves, 
piers,  parks,  cemeteries,  and  other  pubUc  places;  to  provide  for  the 
prevention  and  remoyal  of  encroachments  and  obstructions  from  the 
same;  to  provide  for  lighting,  cleaning,  and  sprinkling  of  streets  and 
public  places ;  to  regulate  or  prohibit  the  use  of  the  same  for  proces- 
sions, signs,  signposts,  awnings,  awning-posts,  the  carrying  or  dis- 
S laying  of  oanners,  placards,  advertisements,  or  hand  bills,  or  the 
ying  of  si^ns,  flags,  or  banners,  whether  along,  across,  over,  or  from 
buil<Sngs  along  the  same;  to  prohibit  the  throwing  or  depositing  of 
offal,  garbaj^e,  refuse,  or  other  oflFensive  matter  m  the  same,  and 
to  provide  jot  the  collection  and  disposition  thereof;  to  provide  for 
the  inspection  of,  license  and  regulate  the  openings  in  the  same  for  the 
laying  of  gas,  water,  sewer,  and  other  pipes,  the  building  and  repair 
of  tunnels,  sewers,  and  drains,  and  all  structures  in  ana  under  the 
same,  and  the  erecting  of  poles  and  the  stringing  of  wires  therein;  to 
provide  for  and  regmate  cross-walks,  curte,  and  gutters  therein: 
to  name  the  same,  and  provide  for  and  regiilate  the  numbering  of 
houses  and  lots  fronting  thereon;  to  regulate  traffic  and  sales  upon  the 
same;  to  provide  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  in  the  same,  and 
punish  the  authors  or  owners  thereof;  to  construct,  maintain,  and 
r^ulate  the  use  of  bridges,  viaducts,  and  culverts;  to  prevent  and 
r^ulate  ball  playing,  kite  nying,  and  hoop  rolling,  and  other  amuse- 
ments tending  to  annoy  persons  using  the  streets  or  public  places, 
or  to  frighten  norses  or  other  animals;  to  regulate  the  speed  of  norses 
and  other  animals,  motor  and  other  vehicles,  cars,  and  locomotives 
within  the  Umits  of  the  city;  to  regulate  the  lights  used  on  all  such 
vehicles,  cars,  and  locomotives;  to  regulate  the  locating,  constructing 
and  laying  of  the  track  of  horse,  electric,  and  other  forms  of  railroad 
in  the  streets  or  other  pubUc  places  of  the  city  authorized  by  law; 
to  provide  for  and  change  the  location,  grade,'  and  crossings  of  rail- 
roads, and  to  compel  any  such  railroaa  to  raise  or  lower  its  tracks 
to  conform  to  such  provisions  or  changes ;  and  to  require  any  railroad 
company  to  fence  its  railroad,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  provide  suitable 
protection  against  injury  to  persons  or  property,  and  to  construct 
and  repair  ditches,  drains,  sewers,  and  culverts  along  and  under  its 
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tracks,  so  that  the  natiiral  drainage  of  the  streets  and  adjacent 
property  shall  not  be  obstructed. 

(u)  To  provide  for  the  construction,  maintenance,  and  r^ulation 
of  the  navigation  of  canals  and  water  courses,  and  to  cleanse  and 
purify  the  same;  and  to  provide  for  or  regulate  the  drainage  and 
filling  of  private  premises  when  necessary  m  the  enforcing  of  ordi- 
nances drafted  by  the  Philippine  Health  Service  in  accordance  with 
law. 

(v)  To  provide  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  public 
landing  places,  wharves,  piers,  docks,  and  levees,  and  to  r^ulate  and 
control  the  use  of  the  same,  and  of  aJI  private  lauding  places,  wharves, 
piers,  docks,  and  levees. 

(w)  To  maintain  waterworks  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water 
to  the  inhabitants  of  the  city;  to  purify  the  source  of  supply,  regu- 
late the  control  and  use,  and  prevent  the  waste  of  the  water;  to  fix 
and  provide  for  the  collection  of  rents  therefor;  and  to  regulate  the 
construction,  repair,  and  use  of  hydrants,  pumps,  cisterns,  and 
reservoirs. 

(x)  To  provide  for  the  establishment  of,  and  regulate  and  main- 
tain public  drains,  sewers,  latrines,  and  cesspools. 

(y)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  ordinances  drafted  by  the  Philip- 

Eine  Healtn  Service  in  accordance  with  law,  to  provide  for  the  estab- 
shment  of  public  laundries,  stables,  and  bath  houses  and  regulate 
their  use. 

(z)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  ordinances  drafted  by  the  Philip- 

Eine  Health  Service  in  accordance  with  law,  to  provide  for  the  e8tal>- 
shment  of  pubhc  markets,  market  houses,  and  slaughterhouses,  and 
regulate  their  use ;  to  tax,  license,  re^^ulate,  or  prohibit  the  establish- 
ment within  the  city  of  such  institutions  by  any  other  person,  entity, 
firm  or  corporation,  except  the  city;  and  to  tax,  license,  and  r^ulate 
the  business  and  fix  the  location  of  tanneries,  renderies,  tallow 
chandleries,  bone  factories,  and  soap  factories. 

(aa)  To  make  suitable  provisions  to  protect  the  public  from  con- 
flagrations and  the  effects  of  famine,  floods,  storms,  and  other  public 
calamities  and  to  provide  reUef  for  persons  suffering  from  the  same. 

(bb)  To  provide  for  the  establishment  of,  and  to  maintain  and 
regulate  a  police  force,  prescribe  the  powers  and  duties  of  its  members, 
and  make  aU  necessary  pohce  ordinances,  with  a  view  to  the  confine- 
.  ment  and  reformation  of  vagrants,  disorderly  persons,  mendicants, 
and  prostitutes,  and  persons  convicted  of  violating  any  city  ordi- 
nance; and  to  provide  for  the  arrest,  trial,  fining  and  putting  to  work 
on  the  streets  and  elsewhere  of  such  persons. 

(cc)  To  extend,  and  provide  for  tne  enforcement  of  its  ordinances 
over  all  waters  within  the  city,  over  the  Bay  of  Manila  three  miles 
beyond  the  city  limits,  and  over  any  boat  or  other  floating  structures 
thereon;  and  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  and  insuring  the  puritj 
of  the  water  supply  of  the  city  to  extend,  and  provide  for  the  enforce 
ment  of  ordinances  to  that  end^ver  all  territory  within  the  drainage 
area  of  such  water  supply,  or  within  one  hundred  meters  of  any  reser- 
voir, conduit,  canal,  aqueduct,  or  pumping  station  used  in  connection 
with  the  city  water  service. 

(dd)  To  provide  for  the  enforcement  of  the  regulations  of  the 
PhiUppine  Health  Service,  and  by  ordinance  to  prescribe  fines  and 
penalties  for  violations  of  such  regulations. 
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(ee)  To  fix  rates  and  pro\dde  for  the  collection  of  wiiarfage  from 
all  water  craft  landing  at  or  using  public  wharves,  docks^  levees,  or 
landing-places. 

ifP  To  regulate  the  use  of  lights  in  stables ,  shops,  and  other  build- 
ings and  places,  and  to  regulate  and  restrain  the  Duilding  of  bonfires 
and  the  use  of  firecrackers,  fireworks,  torpedoes,  candles,  skyrockets, 
and  other  pyrotechnic  displays. 

igg)  To  provide  for  the  orevention  and  suppression  of  riots,  affrays, 
disturbances,  and  disorderly  assemblies;  for  the  pimishment  and  pre- 
vention of  intoxication,  fighting,  quarreling,  and  all  disorderly  con- 
duct; and  for  keeping  the  peace. 

(hh)  To  regulate,  control,  and  prevent  discrimination  in  the  sale 
and  supply  of  gas,  electricity,  and  telephone  and  street-railway  serv- 
ice, and  fax  and  regulate  rates  and  charges  therefor  where  the  same 
have  not  been  fixea  by  Act  of  Congress  or  the  Philippine  Legislature; 
and  to  provide  for  the  inspection  of  all  gas,  electnc,  telephone,  and 
street-railway  wires,  conduits,  meters,  and  other  apparatus,  and  the 
condemnation  and  correction  or  removal  of  the  same  when  dangerous 
or  defective. 

(ii)  To  declare,  prevent,  and  to  provide  for  the  abatement  of 
nuisances;  to  regulate  the  ringing  of  bells  and  the  making  of  loud  or 
unusual  noises;  to  require  owners,  agents  or  tenants  of  Duildings  or 
premises  to  keep  and  maintain  the  same  in  sanitary  condition,  and, 
m  case  of  failure  to  do  so,  after  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  serving  a 
written  notice,  to  assess  the  cost  thereof  to  the  owner,  said  cost  not 
to  exceed  sixty  per  centum  of  the  assessed  value  and  to  constitute  a 
lien  against  the  premises;  and  to  regulate  or  prohibit  the  use  of  prop- 
erty on  or  near  public  ways,  grounds,  or  places,  or  elsewhere  within 
the  city,  for  the  display  of  electric  signs  or  the  erection  or  maintenance 
of  billboards  or  structures,  of  whatever  material,  erected,  maintained, 
or  used  for  the  display  of  posters,  signs,  or  other  pictorial  or  reading 
matter,  except  signs  displayed  at  the  place  or  places  where  the  busi- 
ness advertised  thereby  is  m  whole  or  part  conducted. 

(ji)  To  tax  motor  and  other  vehicles  and  horses  not  paying  the 
public  vehicle  license  fee. 

(kJc)  To  enact  and  adopt  all  ordinances,  regulations  and  motions 
necessary  to  carry  into  effect  and  discharge  the  powers  and  duties 
conferred  by  this  chapter,  and  to  provide  for  the  peace,  order,  safety, 
and  general  welfare  of  the  city  and  its  inhabitants ;  to  fix  penalties 
for  tne  violation  of  ordinances  which  shall  not  exceed  two  nundred 
pesos  fine  and  six  months  imprisonment  for  a  single  offense ;  and  to 
exercise  such  further  powers  and  perform  such  further  duties  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law.

Seo.  2417.  Oity  dej^rtments. — ^There  shall  be  the  following  city 
departments  over  which  the  mayor  shall  have  general  supervisory 
control: 

1.  Department  of  engineering  and  public  works, 

2.  Police  department. 

3.  Law  department, 

4.  Fire  department. 
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The  Board  may  from  time  to  time  make  such  readjustment  of  the 
duties  of  the  several  departments  as  the  public  interest  may  demand 
The  Gk)vernor-Greneral,  with  the  consent  of  the  Upper  House  of  the 
Philippine  Legislature,  shall  nave  the  power  to  consolidate  any  depart- 
ment^ division  or  office  of  the  citj^  with  any  other  department,  division 
or  office,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  mayor.

Sec.  2418.  Powers  and  duties  ofheads  of  departmerUs, — Each  head 
of  department  of  the  city  government  shall  oe  in  control  of  such 
department,  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  mayor,  and 
shall  possess  such  powers  as  may  be  prescribed  herein  or  by  ordinance. 
He  shfdl  certify  to  the  correctness  of  all  pay  rolls  and  vouchers  of  his 
department  covering  the  payment  of  money  before  payment,  except 
as  herein  otherwise  expressly  provided.  On  or  before  the  first  day 
of  September  of  each  year,  he  snail  prepare  and  present  to  the  mayor 
for  submission  to  the  Board  an  estimate  of  the  receipts  and  appro- 
priation necessary  for  the  operation  of  his  department  during  the 
ensuing  year,  ana  shall  submit  therewith  such  information  for  pur- 
poses of  comparison  as  the  mayor  may  desire.  He  shall  make  to  the 
mayor  as  often  as  required  reports  covering  the  operations  of  his 
department. 

In  case  of  the  absence  or  sickness,  or  inability  to  act  for  any  other 
reason,  of  the  head  of  one  of  the  municipal  departments,  the  officer 
next  in  charge  of  that  department  shall  be  authorized  to  sign  all 
necessary  papers,  such  as  vouchers,  requisitions,  and  so  forth.

Sec.  2419.  Appointment  and  removal  of  officials  and  employees.— 
With  the  consent  of  the  Upper  House  of  the  Philippine  Legislature, 
the  Governor-General  shall  appoint  the  fiscal  of  the  city  and  his 
assistants,  the  judge  and  the  clerk  of  the  municipal  court  and,  in  case 
of  a  temporary  vacancy  on  such  court,  an  acting  judge  therefor,  the 
justice  and  auxihary  justice  of  the  peace,  the  citv  engineer  and  ht 
assistants,  the  chief  oi  poUce  and  his  assistant,  the  cmef  of  the  fire 
department,  and  the  city  superintendent  of  schools.     Subject  to  the 

Erovisions  of  the  Civil  Service  Law,  the  mayor  shall  appoint  a  dis- 
ursing  officer,  who  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  disbursing  aO 
moneys  drawn  from  the  Insular  Treasury  pursuant  to  appropriatioft? 
made  by  the  Board,  and  all  other  officers  and  employees  of  the  city 
whose  appointment  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  law.  The  mayor 
may  suspend,  and,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board,  remove,  any  ap- 

E^intive  citv  officer  or  employee  not  appointed  by  the  Govemor- 
eneral,  ana  may  recommend  to  the  Governor-General  the  suspension 
or  removal  of  any  city  officor  or  employee  appointed  by  him.  Any 
such  suspension  or  removal  bv  the  mayor  shall,  with  the  appro\id  of 
the  Board,  be  appealable  to  tne  Governor-General,  whose  determina- 
tion of  the  matter  shall  be  final.

Sec.  2420.  Officers  to  devote  time  to  official  duties. — ^Each  city  oflBcer 
except  members  of  the  Mimicipal  Board,  shall  devote  his  time  and  at- 
tention  exclusively  during  the  usual  office  hours  to  the  duties  of  hi? 
office,  and  such  members  shall  attend  the  regular  sessions  of  the 
Board.  No  city  officer  shall  hold  more  than  one  office  unless  expressly 
BO  provided  by  law.     But  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  memDers  of 
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tiie  local  school  board,  or  to  other  persons  discharging  public  duties 
under  the  city  or  Insiilar  Grovemment  who  receive  no  compensation 
for  their  services.

shall  issue  permits  for  the  construction,  repair,  and  removal  of  the 
same,  and  enforce  all  ordinances  relating  to  the  same;  shall  have  the 
care  and  custody  of  the  public  system  of  waterworks  and  sewers,

custody,  in  accordance  with  law,  or  deUvered  to  the  warden  of  the

ef ore  tne  city  court  of  any  person  arrested  for  violation  oi  any  city 
ordinance;  shall  have  authonty,  within  the  police  jurisdiction  of  tli 
citv,  to  serve  and  execute  criminal  processes  of  any  court;  shall, 
either  in  person  or  by  deputy,  attend  all  sessions  of  the  city  courts, 
and  shall  promptly  and  laithfully  execute  all  orders  of  the  mayor, 
and  all  writs  and  processes  of  the  city  courts  and  all  criminal  processes 
of  the  Court  of  First  Instance  of  the  city,  when  placed  in  his  hands  for 
that  purpose.

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his  view;  in  such  pursuit  or  arrest  to  enter  any  building,  ship,  boat,  or 
vessel,  or  take  into  custody  any  person  therein  suspected  of  oeing  con- 
cerned in  sudi  crime  or  breach  of  the  peace,  ana  any  property  sus- 
pected of  having  been  stolen;  and  to  exercise  such  other  powers  and 
?erform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  or  ordinance, 
"hey  shall  detain  an  arrested  person  only  imtil  ne  can  be  brought 
before  the  proper  magistrate.  Whenever  the  mayor  shall  deem  it 
necessary,  to  avert  danger  or  to  protect  hfe  and  property,  in  case  of 
riot,  disturbance,  or  puolic  calamity,  or  when  he  has  reason  to  fear 
any  serious  violation  of  law  and  order,  he  shall  have  power  to  swear 
in  special  police,  in  such  numbers  as  the  occasion  may  demand. 
Such  special  poUce  shall  have  the  same  powers  while  on  duty  as 
members  of  the  regular  force.

Sec.  2436.  Classes  of  police — Uniforms, — There  shall  be  three 
classes  of  police  sergeants  and  patrolmen.  Those  of  the  first  class 
shall  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  English  language  and  be 
familiar  with  the  duties  of  a  policeman;  those  of  the  second  class  shall 
have  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  English  language  to  transact  ordi- 
nary business;  and  those  of  the  third  class  shaD  speak,  read,  and 
write  the  Spanish  language.

Sec.  2437.  Duties  of  the  fiscal  of  the  city — Assistants. — ^The  law  de- 
partment shall  consist  of  the  fiscal  of  the  city  and  such  number  of 
assistants  as  he  may  require  not  exceeding  six,  who  shall  discharge 
their  duties  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Attorney-General. 
The  fiscal  of  the  city  shall  be  the  cnief  legal  adviser  of  the  city  and  all 
ofiBces  and  departments  thereof;  shall  represent  the  city  in  all  civil 
cases  wherein  the  city  or  any  officer  thereof  in  his  official  capacity  is  a 
party;  shall  attend,  when  required,  meetings  of  the  Board,  draw  ordi- 
nances, contracts,  bonds,  leases  and  otlier  documents  involving  any 
interest  of  the  city,  and  inspect  and  pavss  upon  aU  such  documents 
already  drawn;  shall  give  his  opinion  in  writing  when  requested  by  the 
mayor  or  Board  upon  any  quastion  relating  to  the  city,  or  the  nghts 
,or  duties  of  any  city  omcer;  shall,  whenever  it  is  Drought  to  his 
knowledge  that  any  city  officer  or  employee  is  guilty  of  neglect  or 
misconduct  in  office,  or  that  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  holding 
or  exercising  any  franchise  or  public  privilege  from  the  city  has  failed 
to  comply  with  any  condition,  or  to  pay  any  consideration  mentioned 
in  the  grant  of  such  franchise  or  pnyilege,  investigate  the  same  and 
report  to  the  mayor;  shall,  when  directed  by  the  mayor,  institute 
and  prosecute  in  the  city's  interest  a  suit  on  any  bond,  lease,  or  other 
contract,  and  upon  any  breach  or  violation  thereof;  and  shall  prose- 
cut©  and  defend  all  civil  actions  related  to  or  connected  with  any  city 
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office  or  interest.  He  shall  also  have  charge  of  the  prosecution  of  all 
crimesy  misdemeanors ,  and  violations  of  city  ordinances,  in  the  Court 
of  First  Instance  and  the  municipal  court  of  the  citj,  and  shall  dis- 
charge all  the  duties  in  respect  to  criminal  prosecutions  enjoined  by 
law  upon  provincial  fiscals. 

The  fiscal  of  the  city  shall  cause  to  be  investigated  all  charges  of 
crimes,  misdemeanors,  and  violations  of  ordinances,  and  have  the 
necessary  informations  or  complaints  prepared  or  made  gainst  the 
persons  accused.  He  or  any  of  his  assistants  may  conduct  such 
investigations  by  taking  oral  evidence  of  reputed  witnesses,  and  for 
this  purpose  may,  by  subpoena,  summon  witnesses  to  appear  and 
testify  under  oath  before' him,  and  the  attendance  or  evidence  of  an 
absent  or  recalcitrant  witness  may  be  enforced  by  application  to  the 
municipal  court  or  the  Court  of  First  Instance.  No  witness  sum- 
moned to  testify  under  this  section  shall  be  imder  obligation  to  give 
any  testimony  tending  to  criminate  himself,  and  no  testimony  elicited 
from  a  witness  by  such  examuiation  under  oath  before  the  fiscal  of 
the  city  or  his  assistants  under  this  section  shall  be  used  gainst  such 
witness  in  any  prosecution  pending  or  thereafter  instituted  against 
him. 

The  fiscal  of  the  city  shall  also  cause  to  be  investigated  the 
causes  of  sudden  deaths  which  have  not  been  satisfactorily  explained 
and  when  there  is  suspicion  that  the  causes  arose  from  the  unlairful 
acts  or  omissions  of  other   [)ersons,  or  from  foul   plav.     For  that 

Surpose,  he  may  cause  autopsies  to  be  made,  and  shall  be  entitled  to 
emand  and  receive  for  puiTposes  of  such  investigations  or  autopsies 
the  aid  of  all  surgeons  connected  with  the  city  police  force.  In  case 
the  fiscal  of  the  city  shall  deem  it  necessary  to  have  further  assistance 
for  the  successful  accomplishment  of  the  purpose  last  above  stated 
he  shall  make  application  to  the  Director  of  Health  therefor,  and  the 
Director  of  Health  shall  thereupon  furnish  the  assistance  required. 
He  shall  at  all  times  render  sucn  professional  services  as  the  mayor 
or  Board  may  require,  and  shall  have  such  powers  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  or  ordinance.  There  shaD 
be  such  assistant  fiscals  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  provided  for  in 
appropriation  ordinances.

Meetings  shall  be  open  to  the  public,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  an 
affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  its  members.  It  shall  keep  a  record 
of  its  proceedings  and  determine  its  rules  of  procedure  not  nerein  set 
forth.  A  majority  of  the  council  shaU  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business,  but  a  smaller  number  mav  adjourn  from  time 
to  time.  The  ayes  and  noes  shaU  be  taken  andf  recorded  upon  the 
passage  of  all  ordinances,  upon  all  resolutions  or  motions  directing 
the  payment  of  money  or  weating  liability,  and,  at  the  request  of  any 
member^  upon  any  otner  motion  or  resolution.  The  affirmative  vote 
of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  city  council  shall  be  necessary 
for  the  passage  of  any  ordinance,  or  any  resolution  or  motion  direct- 
ing Uie  payment  of  money  or  creating  liability,  but  other  measures 
slutll  prevail  upon  the  majority  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any 
meeting  duly  called  and  held.  Each  ordinance  shall  be  sealed  witn 
the  city  seal,  siened  by  the  mayor  and  the  city  secretary,  and  re- 
corded in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose.  Each  ordinance  shall,  on 
the  day  after  its  passage,  be  posted  by  the  city  secretary  at  the  main 
entrance  to  the  municipal  building,  and  shaU  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  on  and  after  the  tenth  day  u)llowing  its  passage,  if  no  date  is 
fixed  in  the  ordinance.

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Sec.  2533.  The  cUy  council— Powers. — ^The  city  council  shall  havi 
power  by  ordinance  or  resolution — 

(a)  To  make  all  appropriations  for  the  expenses  of  jgoyemment  of 
the  city,  and  establish  and  fix  therein  the  salaries  of  city  officers  and 
employees,  except  teachers  in  the  public  schools,  subject  to  approyal 
by  the  Govemor-Oeneral.  In  consideration  of  ihe  exemption  from 
taxation  of  the  extensive  real-estate  holdings  of  the  Insular  Govom- 
ment  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  of  the  expense  of  improyemente 
which  the  government  of  said  city  is  requirea  to  make  by  reason  of 
the  location  therein  of  offices  of  the  Insiuar  Government,  and  of  free 
services  in  connection  with  said  offices,  there  is  created  a  permanent 
continuing  appropriation,  from  any  funds  in  the  Insular  Treagory 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  ec^ual  to  fifty  per  centum  of  the  expemes 
of  the  government  of  the  city  exclusive  of  those  amounts  which 
appear  as  expenses  by  reason  of  interdepartmental  charges  and 
cnarges  against  the  Insular  Government  for  services  and  supplies. 

(b)  To  provide  for  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  and  other  dtj 
revenues,  as  provided  by  law,  and  apply  the  same  to  the  paym^t  of 
municipal  expenses  in  accordance  witii  appropriations. 

(c)  To  issue  licenses  fixing  the  amount  of  the  license  tee  for  the 
following:  Hawkers,  peddlers,  hucksters,  not  inoluding  hucksters 
or  peddlers  who  sell  only  native  vegetables,  fruits,  or  foods,  per- 
sonally carried  by  the  huckster  or  peddler,  auctioneers,  pIumboFB, 
barbers,  embalmere,  collecting  agencies,  mercantile  agencies,  trans- 

Eortation  companies  and  agencies,  advertising  agents,  tattooeis, 
otels,  clubs,  restaurants,  lodging  houses^  boarding  houses,  tivery 
stables,  boarding  stables,  laundries,  cleanm^  and  (fyeins  establisH- 
ments,  establishments  for  the  storage  of  highly  combustible  or  explo- 
sive materials,  public  warehouses,  dance  halls,  circus  and  other 
similar  parades^  public  vehicles,  horse  races,  bowling  alleys,  pawn- 
brokers, dealers  m  second-hand  merchandise,  junk  dealers,  bdliard 
tables,  theaters,  theatrical  performances  and  all  other  performances 
and  places  of  amusement,  shooting  galleries,  slot  machmes  not  used 
for  gaming,  and  merry-go-rounds;  to  license,  regulate,  or  prohibit 
the  selling,  giving  away,  or  disposing  in  any  manner  of  any  intoxi- 
cating, spuituous,  vinous,  or  fermented  liquors,  and  determine  the 
amoimt  to  be  paid  for  such  licenses.  But  nothing  in  this  section 
shall  be  held  to  repeal  or  modify  the  provisions  of  law  prohibiting  the 
sale,  gift  or  otiier  disposal  of  intoxicating  liquors,  other  than  natiye 
wines  and  liquors,  to  non-Christian  inhaoitants.^ 

If  after  due  investigation  the  mayor  shall  decide  that  any  person 
licensed  xmder  the  provisions  of  this  subsection  is  abusing  his  ncense 
and  privilege  to  the  injury  of  the  public  morals  or  peace  or  that  any 
place  so  licensed  has  been  or  is  conducted  in  a  disorderly  or  unlawfol 
manner,  or  is  a  nuisance,  or  is  permitted  to  be  used  as  a  resort  for 
disorderly  characters,  criminals,  or  women  of  ill  repute  he  may  by 
order  summarily  revoke  such  license,  subject  to  appeal  to  tha 
Governor-General,  whose  action  on  the  appeal  shall  be^  final  Such 
revocation  shall  operate  to  forfeit  to  the  city  all  sums  which  may  have 
been  paid  for  saia  license  and  to  prohibit  the  issuance  to  the  p^rscw 
whose  license  is  so  revoked  of  any  other  license  for  a  term  whicn  may 
be  fixed  in  said  order. 

(d)  To  make  regulations  for  the  conducting  of  the  business  of  the 
persons  and  places  named  in  subsection  (c)  otthis  section.    To  r^* 
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ate  the  business  and  fix  the  location  of  blacksmith  shops,  foundries, 
steam  boilers,  steam  engines,  lumber  yards,  sawmills^  and  otiier  estab- 
lishments likely  to  endanger  the  puUic  safety  by  giving  rise  to  con- 
flagrations or  Cjxplosions;  to  regulate  the  storage  and  sale  of  gun- 
Gwder,  tar,  pitch,  resin,  coal,  oil,  gasoline,  benzine,  turpentine, 
mp,  cottoix,  nitrc^lycerin,  petroleum,  or  any  of  the  products 
thereof  and  of  all  other  highly  combustible  or  explosive  materials. 

(e)  To  provide  for  the  registration  of  motor  venides,  and  regulate 
the  use  of  the  streets  and  public  places  thereby ;  to  provide  for  the 
licensing  of  all  persons  operating  motor  vehicles  ana  the  qualifica- 
ticms  of  such  persons ;  to  issue  licenses  fixing  the  amount  of  the 
license  fee  and  prescribe  the  time  and  manner  of  revoking  the  same 
for  public  garages. 

(f)  To  provide  for  the  erection  or  rental  and  care  of  buildings 
necessary  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

(fi)  To  establidi  and  maintain  public  schools,  subject  to  the  limi- 
tations of  law. 

(h)  To  establish  fire  limits,  and  r^^ulate  the  kinds  of  buildings 
and  structures  that  may  be  erected  within  said  limits,  and  the  manner 
of  constructing  and  repairing  the  same. 

(i)  To  erect  engine  houses,  and  provide  fire  engines,  hose  carts, 
hooks  and  ladders,  and  other  equipment  for  the  prevention  and 
extinguishment  of  fires,  and  to  provide  for  the  management  and  use 
of  the  same.  Until  further  provision  is  made,  the  law  providing  for 
fire  protection  in  municipalities  having  no  paid  fire  department, 
shall  ^ply  to  the  city. 

(7)  To  regulate  the  use  of  lights  in  stables,  shops,  and  other  build- 
ings and  places,  and  to  regulate  or  restrain  the  building  of  bonfires 
and  the  use  of  firecrackers,  fireworks,  torpedoes,  and  pyrotechnic 
displays. 

(k)  To  make  suitable  provisions  to  insure  the  public  safety  from 
conflagrations  and  the  enects  of  storms,  and  other  public  calamities, 
and  to  provide  relief  for  persons  suffering  from  the  same. 

<Z)  To  provide  for  laying  out,  opening,  extending,  widening, 
stnughtening,  closing  up,  constructing,  or  regulating,  in  whole  or  m 
part,  any  public  plaza,  square,  street,  sidewalk,  trajl,  park,  water- 
works, or  water  mains,  or  any  cemetery,  sewer,  sewer  connection  or 
connections,  either  on,  in,  or  upon  public. or  private  property;  to 
provide  for  ascertainii^  whether  any^  and  what  amount  in  value,  of 
damage  will  be  causedj  or  benefit  will  accrue  to  the  owner  or  pos- 
sessor of  any  land,  premises,  or  improvements,  whether  public  or 
private,  by  reason  01  any  such  work  and  for  which  such  owner  or 
possessor  should  be  compensated,  or  should  pa^r  a  compensation^  and 
provide  for  assessing,  levying,  and  collecting,  either  generally  oa  the 
whole  assessable  property  within  the  city,  especially  on  the  property 
benefited,  or  on  aU  the  property  within  any  statea  area  or  district 
within  tiie  bounds  of  said  city  which  it  may  create  and  establish  for 
any  such  purpose,  the  whole,  91:  any  part  of  the  amount  of  damages 
and  expenses  which,  as  so  ascertaineo^  will  be  incurred  in  and  about 
aay  sudh  work  or  construction  as  aforesaid  within  the  boimds  of  said 
dty;  to  provide  for  tiie  payment  of  such  compensation  as  may  be 
found  to  DO  due  to  any  person  or  persons  entitled  thereto;  to  provide, 
when  tiie  owners  or  possessors  01  such  lands,  premises,  or  improve- 
ments shall  not  properly  and  fully  pay  to  sucn  official  and  at  such 
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time  or  timeB  and  mann^  as  it  shall  fix  th^^for  any  amoont  or 
amounts  which  may  be  foimd  and  dedared  to  be  due  as  and  for  such 
assessment  as  aforesaid,  ior  filing  in  the  proper  and  appropriate  ro- 
isters or  records  of  property  dedarations  of  such  amoimts  so  found 
due,  which  amounts  shall,  m  each  and  all  cases  and  upon  and  after 
such  filing,  be  and  become  liens  upon  and  against  such  lands,  preoi- 
ises,  or  improy^ents;  that  said  liens  shall  have  and  take  precedeooe 
oyer  all  other  hens  of  every  kind  and  nature  whatsoever  whether 
antecedent  or  subsequent  in  point  of  time,  save  and  except  annual  or 
other  regular  tax  liens;  and  that  said  liens  shall  be  forced  and  cd- 
lected  by  the  same  officials,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same 
penalties  as  to  time  and  interest  as  annual  or  other  regular  tax  hens, 
and  shall,  when  so  paid  or  collected,  be  paid  in  and  credited  to  the 
appropriate  assessment  fund,  whether  general  or  special,  and  be  dis- 
biu^ea  therefrom  in  such  and  no  other  manner  as  shall  be  provided 
in  the  ordinance  creating  such  assessment  and  fund;  to  carry  into 
effect  by  ordinance  the  powers  hereinbefore  granted  in  this  subsection, 
but  no  ordinance  shall  provide  for  more  than  one  project  of  any  of 
the  kinds  named  herein,  nor  create  more  than  the  one  district,  assess- 
ment, and  fund  necessary  and  appropriate  ther^or,  and  m  each  and 
every  such  ordinance  provision  snail  be  made  for  notice  to  any  and 
all  persons  interested,  givii^  them  and  each  of  them  not  less  than 
two  weeks  from  and  after  tte  date  of  depositing  a  notice  in  the  post 
office  at  Baguio  in  a  securely  sealed  post-paid  wrapper  addressea  to 
each  person  affected  thereby  and  assessed  thereunder  at  hk  last 
known  place  of  residence,  or  at  Bas^uio  if  no  place  of  residence  is 
known,  or  to  an  a^ent  who  may  be  or  may  have  been  appointed  by 
such  person  in  wiitmg,  in  which  to  appear  and  file  objection  to  eitha* 
the  work  itself,  the  method  or  manner  of  assessment,  the  time  or 
times  and  method  of  payment  therefor,  or  to  all  thereof,  and  sudi 
other  and  further  objection  or  objections  as  may  seem  to  any  such 
person  or  persons  reasonable  and  proper  in  the  premises;  such  notice 
shall  set  lorth  the  nature  of  the  proposed  improvement,  the  esti- 
mated cost  thereof,  the  total  amount  of  the  assessment  to  be  levied 
therefor,  and  the  amount  to  be  levied  upon  each  parcel  of  the  {hx^ 
erty  or  possession  of  the  addressee;  any  and  every  such  appearance 
ana  objection  shall  be  made  and  heard  only  before  the  city  council, 
and  said  council  may,  at  any  such  hearing,  alter,  modify,  or  increase 
the  area  of  such  district,  the  total  assessment  thereof,  or  any  indi- 
vidual area  or  assessment  objected  to  therein,  and  shall  decide  any 
and  every  such  objection  within  ten  days  after  the  filing  thereof  and 
give  notice  of  such  decision  to  the  person  or  persons  int^ested  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  provided  for  notice  of  such  assessment  within 
five  days  thereafter.  But  no  change  shall  be  made  in  the  existing 
park  system  either  by  closing  any  existing  park  or  opening  any  new 
one  or  by  changing  uie  size  of  any  existmg  park  or  relating  to  im- 
provements thereon  or  the  use  thereof  by  tne  public  or  otherwise 
without  the  previous  approval  in  writing  of  the  committee  on  the 
development  of  the  Baguio  Reservation  and  control  and  management 
of  the  park  system  designated  by  resolution  of  the  Philippine  Com- 
mission of  March  thirtieui,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  as  amended. 
And  all  assessments  levied  by  virtue  of  this  subsection  shall  be  levied 
only  upon  the  basis  of  the  value  of  the  land  benefited  and  not  upon 
improvements  thereon,  and  all  valuations  at  any  and  all  lands  and 
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premises  made  under  the  provisions  hereof  and  for  the  purposes  herein 
stated  shall  be  the  valuations  thereof  last  regularly  made  for  the 
purposes  of  annual  taxation. 

(m)  To  provide  for  the  fighting,  cleaning,  and  sprinkUng  of  streets 
and  pubUc  places;  to  prevent  and  remove  encroachments  and 
obstructions  upon  the  same;  to  regulate  or  prevent  the  use  of  the 
same  for  processions,  signs,  signposts,  awnings,  and  awning  posts; 
to  prohibit  the  throwing  or  depositing  of  oflfal,  garba^,  refuse, 'or 
other  oflfensivB  matter  in  the  same,  and  to  provicfe  for  its  collection 
and  disposition;  to  regulate  the  opening  therein  for  the  laying  of  gas, 
water,  sewer,  and  other  pipes  therein,  tne  building  and  repair  of  tun- 
neb,  sewers,  and  drains,  and  all  structures  therein  and  thereunder, 
and  the  erecting  of  poles  and  stringing  of  wires  therein;  to  provide  for 
and  regulate  crosswalks,  curbs,  and  gutters  therein;  to  name  and 
change  the  names  of  the  same,  and  provide  for  and  rebate  the  num* 
bering  of  houses  and  lots  fretting  thereon;  to  regmate  traffic  and 
sales  up(fti  the  same ;  to  abate  nuisances  in  the  same,  and  punish  the 
authors  or  owners  thereof;  to  construct,  maintain,  and  regulate  the 
use  of  bridges,  viaducts,  and  culverts;  to  prevent  and  regulate 
amusements  naving  a  tendency  to  annoy  persons  using  the  streets  or 
public  places,  or  to  frighten  horses  and  other  animals;  to  regulate  the 
speed  of  horses  and  other  animals,  vehicles,  and  locomotives  within 
tne  limits  of  the  city. 

(n)  To  provide  for  the  inspection  of  all  gas,  electric  and  telephone 
wires,  conduits,  meters,  and  other  apparatus  and  the  condemnation 
and  correction  or  removal  of  the  same  when  dangerous  or  defective, 
(o)  To  maintain  waterworks  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  to 
the  inhabitants  of  the  city,  to  purify  the  source  of  supply,  and  regu- 
late the  control  and  use  of  the  water,  and  to  fix  ana  collect  rents 
therefor;  to  regulate  the  construction,  repair,  and  use  of  hydrants, 
pumps,  cisterns,  and  reservoirs,  and  to  prevent  the  waste  of  water. 

(p;  To  establish  and  maintain  a  citv  pound  and  fix  the  fees  for 
pounds^;  regulate,  restrict,  or  prohibit  the  running  at  lai^ge  of 
domestic  animals  and  dogs  uiuicensed,  and  provide  for  the  distraining, 
impoimding,  and  killing  or  sale  of  the  same  for  the  penalty  incurrea 
and  the  cost  of  the  proceedings;  also  impose  penalties  upon  the 
owners  of  said  animals  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  in  relation 
thereto.  But  carabaos,  horses,  mules,  asses,  and  all  members  of  the 
bovine  family  shall  be  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  general  law. 

(q)  To  regulate  the  keepmg  and  use  of  animals,  in  so  jfar  as  the  same 
affects  the  pubUc  health  and  the  health  of  domestic  animals. 

(r)  To  require  any  land  or  building  which  is  in  an  insanitary  con- 
dition to  be  cleansed  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  tenant,  and,  upon 
failure  to  comply  with  such  an  order,  have  the  work  done,  and  assess 
the  expense  upon  the  land  or  buildings. 

(«)  To  fill  up  or  require  to  be  filled  up  to  a  grade  necessary  for 
roper  sanitation  any  and  all  lands  and  premises  which  may  be 
eclared  and  dxily  reported  by  the  Philippine  Health  Service  as  being 
insanitary  by  reason  of  being  below  such  grade  or  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  tibie  council,  the  pubUc  health  or  welfare  may  require. 

(i)  To  construct  and  keep  in  repair  pubhc  drains,  sewers,  and  cess- 
poNob,  and  regulate  the  construction  and  use  of  private  waterolosets, 
privieB,  sewers,  drains,  and  cesspools. 
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(u)  To  prohibit  the  biirial  of  the  dead  within  the  centers  of  popu- 
lation of  the  mimicipaUty  and  provide  for  their  buiiid  in  such  }»oper 
place  and  in  such  manner  as  the  coxmcil  may  determine,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  general  law  regulating  bunal  grounds  and  cemeteriM 
and  governing  funerals  and  the  disposal  of  the  dead. 

(t;)  To  estaolish  or  authorize  the  establishment  of  slaughterhouseB 
and  markets,  and  inspect  and  regulate  the  use  of  the  same;  to  provide 
for  and  rebate  the  keeping,  preparation,  and  sale  of  meat,  fruits. 

{>oultry^  milk,  fish,  vegetables,  ana  all  other  provisions  or  artides  ot 
ood  offered  for  sale. 

(w)  To  enf<HX)e  the  relations  of  the  Phihppine  Health  Senricd, 
and  by  ordinance  to  provide  fines  and  penalties  for  violations  of  such 
regulations;  to  adopt  such  other  measures  to  prevent  the  introduction 
and  spread  of  disease  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  deemed  deurahle 
or  necessary. 

(x)  To  declare,  prevent,  and  abate  nuisances. 

(y)  To  provide  for  the  recording  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths. 

(z)  To  estabUsh,  maintain,  and  regulate  a  pohce  force  and  prescribe 
the  powers  and  duties  of  its  members. 

(oa)  To  establish,  maintain^  and  regulate  a  city  prison. 

(bb)  To  prohibit  and  provide  for  the  punishment  of  cruelty  to 
animals. 

(cc)  To  suppress  gambUnj;  houses,  houses  of  ill  fame  and  other 
disorderly  houses;  to  prohibit  the  printing,  sale,  or  exhibitioD  of 
immoral  pictures,  books,  or  pubUcations  of  any  description. 

(dd)  To  prevent  and  supi)ress  riots,  affrays,  disturbances,  and  dis- 
orderly assembUes;  to  punish  and  prevent  intoxication,  fighting, 
quarreUng,  and  all  disorderly  conduct ;  to  make  and  enforce  allneces- 
sary  poUce  ordinances,  with  the  view  to  the  confinement  and  refomu' 
tion  of  vagrants,  disorderl]r  persons,  mendicants,  and  prostituted,  and 
persons  convicted  of  violating  any  city  ordinance.

(ee)  To  establish,  regulate,  and  maintain  oit^  departments  and 
prescribe  the  powers  and  duties  thereof  and  readiiist  the  same. 

(ff)  To  rent  or  lease,  or  to  purchase  or  acquire  dj  grant  or  convey- 
ance the  electric  Ught.  neat,  and  power  supply  and  installation  system 
now  in  existence  ana  operation  in  the  city  of  Ba^o,  with  ul  the 
lands,  buildings,  and  improvements,  and  all  stations,  machinery, 
poles,  wires,  wagons,  trucks,  or  other  vehicles,  animals,  suppUes,  and 
equipment  oeing  a  part  of  the  said  svstem;  or  to  construct^  erect,  and 
establish  a  public  Ught,  heat  and  power  supply  and  installation 
system,  and  to  that  end  to  purchase,  expropriate,  or  otherwise 
acquire  all  lands  which  may  be  necessary,  and  to  build,  erect,  and

plant  and  system  now  in  existence  in  the  city  of  Baguio  as  aforesaid, 
or  as  mav  be  provided  by  law. 

(gg)  Tt  maintain  and  operate  any  electric  light,  heat,  or  power 
supply  and  installation  system,  however  acquired,  to  keep  the  sanae 
in  repair,  to  alter,  increase  extend,  improve,  enlarge,  or  modify  the 
same  or  any  part  thereof,  to  replace  worn  or  useless  parts,  machmery. 
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poles,  animals,  vehicles,  trucks,  wires,  and  other  equipment,  and  to 
operate,  control,  and  manage  the  same. 

(M)  For  any  and  all  the  purposes  contemplated  in  the  last  two 
preceding  subsections  to  enter,  if  necessary,  into  contracts  for  partial 
or  deferred  payment,  to  appoint  and  employ  such  officers,  clerks, 
employees,  and  laborers  as  may  be  necessary,  and  to  appropriate 
funds  of  the  citj  of  Baguio  for  all  the  purposes  af6resaid. 

(ii)  To  enter  mto  contracts  with,  and  to  supply  electric  light,  heat, 
current,  and  other  service  to  the  residents,  mercnants,  business  men, 
and  manufacturers  in  and  about  the  city  of  Baguio  at  rates  and  for 
prices  not  less  than  sufficient  properly  to  maintain  and  operate  any 
such  plant  or  system  and  to  pay  for  depreciations  in  the  same  and 
for  renewals  and  replacements  of  any  and  all  parts  thereof  and  for 
aU  extensions,  improvements,  enlargements,  alterations,  or  changes 
thereof  and  therein. 

(jj)  To  enter  into  a  contract  of  lease,  and  to  rent  or  lease  any 
electric  light,  heat,  or  power  supply  or  installation  system  whether 
erected,  constructed,  and  estabUshed  by  the  city  coimcil,  or  acquired 
by  it  through  purchase,  grant,  or  conveyance,  or  in  any  other  manner, 
to  the  present  lessee  or  lessees  of  the  existing  plant  or  system  or  to 
any  other  person  or  persons,  or  to  any  corporation,  for  proper  and 
sumcient  consideration  and  subject  to  the  right  of  supervision  and 
control  by  the  city  council  over  the  operation 'of  sucn  system  and 
over  the  amount  oi  heat,  Ught,  power,  and  current  delivered,  and  the 
character  of  other  services  rendered  and  of  the  rates  and  amounts 
charged  therefor. 

(kk)  To  fix  penalties  for  violation  of  ordinances,  but  no  single  pen- 
alty shall  exceed  a  fine  of  two  hundred  pesos  or  imprisonment  for  six 
months,  or  both;  but  imprisonment  shall  be  imposed  in  heu  of  xmpaid 
fines  at  the  rate  of  one  day^s  imprisonment  for  each  peso  of  the  fine.

Whenever  a  person  is  imprisoned  for  nonpayment  of  a  fine  he  shall 
be  released  upon  payment  of  such  fine,  less  one  peso  per  day  for  each 
day  that  he  has  been  confined.  Pending  appeal  the  defendant  shall 
remain  in  custody  unless  released  upon  sumcient  bail,  in  accordance 
with  the  general  provisions  of  law,  to  await  the  judgment  of  the 
appellate  court. 

(K)  To  make  such  further  ordinances  and  regulations  not  repug- 
nant to  law  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  and  discharge  the 
powers  and  duties  conferred  by  this  chapter  and  such  as  shall  seem 
necessary  and  proper  to  provide  for  the  health  and  safety,  promote 
the  prosperity,  improve  the  morals,  peace,  good  order,  comfort,  and 
convenience  oi  the  city  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  for  the  pro- 
tection of  property  therein;  and  enforce  obedience  thereto  with  such 
lawful  fines  or  penalties  as  the  city  council  may  prescribe  under  the 
provisions  of  siibsection  (kl:)  of  this  section.

Sec.  2534.  The  advisory  council. — ^There  shall  be  an  advisory  council 
of  five  members  who  shall  be  Igorots.  It  shall  hold  meetings  on  the 
request  of  any  three  members  transmitted  to  the  city  secretary,  or

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when  convened  by  the  mayor.  The  presidmg  officer  shall  be 
mayor  or  other  member  of  the  city  coimcil  desiojnated  by  iiim.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  presiding  officer  to  explain  or  cause  to  be 
explained  to  the  advisory  council  all  action  taken  or  proposed  by  the 
city  council  regarding  ordinances,  public  improvements,  and  other 
matters  of  general  interest  to  the  population  of  the  city-  to  ascertain 
its  views  thereon  and  on  other  subjects  concerning  wnich  the  ad- 
visory council  is  desirous  of  making  recommendations  or  suggestions;

Sec.  2535.  The  city  secretary, — There  shall  be  a  city  secretary  who 
shall  have  the  following  general  powers  and  duties : 

(a)  He  shall  act  as  secretary  of  the  city  council,  the  board  of  tax 
appeals,  and  such  other  boards  or  committees  as  may  hereafter  be 
created,  and  shall  keep  a  journal  of  their  proceedings. 

(b)  He  shall  record  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose  all  ordinances 
passed  by  the  city  council,  with  the  dates  of  passage  and  publication 
of  the  same. 

(c)  He  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal  and  affix  the  same  with  his  sig- 
nature to  all  ordinances  ana  other  official  acts  of  the  mayor  or  council. 

(d)  He  shall  caui?e  each  ordinance  passed  to  be  posted  as  herein 
provided. 

(e)  He  shall  have  charge  of  all  records  and  documents  of  the  citv 
for  which  provision  is  not  otherwise  made,  and  shall,  on  demana, 
furnish  certified  copies  of  all  city  records  and  documents,  and  collect 
and  receive  therefor  such  fees  as  the  council  may  prescribe,  for  the 
use  of  the  city. 

(/)  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  mayor  or  council  may 
direct.

Article  IV. — Health  and  sanitation. 

Sec.  2536.  The  city  health  officer. — There  shall  be  a  city  health 
officer  who  shall  have  the  following  general  powers  and  duties: 

(a)  He  shall  have  general  supervision  over  the  health  and  sanitary 
condition  of  the  city. 

(6)  He  shall  execute  and  enforce  all  laws,  ordinances,  and  regula- 
tions relating  to  the  public  health. 

(c)  He  shall  recommend  to  the  citv  council  the  passage  of  such 
ordinances  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  pub- 
Uc  health. 

(d)  He  shall  cause  to  be  prosecuted  all  violations  of  sanitary  lav^, 
ordinances,  or  regulations. 

(e)  He  shall  make  sanitary  inspections  and  may  be  aided  thereiD 
by  such  members  of  the  pohcc  force  of  the  city  or  of  the  PhiUppine 
Cionstabulary  as  shall  be  aesignated  as  sanitary  police  by  the  chief  of 
police  or  proper  Constabulary  officer  and  by  sucn  sanitary  inspectors 
as  may  be  authorized  by  law. 

(/)  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties,  not  repugnant  to  law,  with 
reference  to  the  health  and  sanitation  of  the  city  as  the  Director  of 
Health  shall  direct.

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Abtiole  V. — Engineering — Public  works  and  purchases. 

Sec.  2537.  The  city  engineer. — ^There  shall  be  a  city  engineer  who 
shall  have  the  f ollowmg  general  powers  and  duties : 

(a)  He  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  surveying  and  engineering  work 
of  the  city,  and  shall  perform  such  services  in  connection  with  pubhc 
improvements,  or  anv  work  entered  upon  or  projected  by  the  city,  as 
may  require  the  skill  and  experience  of  a  civil  engineer. 

(p)  He  shall  ascertain,  record,  and  establish  monuments  of  the 
city  survey  and  from  thence  extend  the  surveys  of  the  city,  and 
locate,  establish,  and  survey  all  city  property,  and  also  private 
property  abutting  on  the  same,  whenever  directed  by  the  Director  of 
Pubhc  Works:  shall  make  such  tests  and  inspection  of  engineering 
materials  usea  in  construction  and  repair  as  may  be  necessary  to 
protect  the  city  from  the  use  of  materials  of  a  poor  or  dangerous 
quality;  shall  inspect  and  report  upon  the  condition  of  public  prop- 
erty and  public  works  whenever  required  by  the  mayor;  shall  have 
the  care  and  custody  of  all  public  buildings,  including  markets  and 
sUughterhouses,  and  of  any  system  estabUshed  for  lighting  the 
streets,  pubUc  places,  and  public  buildings;  shall  prevent  the  en- 
croachment of  private  buildings  and  fences  on  the  streets  and  public 
places  of  the  city ;  shall  inspect  and  supervise  the  construction,  repair, 
removal,  and  safety  of  private  buildings;  shall  regulate  and  eniorce 
the  numbering  of  nouses  in  accordance  with  the  ordinances  of  the 
city;  shall  have  the  care  of  all  public  streets,  parks,  cemeteries,  and 
bndges;  shall  maintain,  clean,  sprinkle  and  regulate  the  use  of  the 
same  for  all  purposes  as  provided  by  ordinance;  shall  collect  and  dis- 
pose of  all  garbage,  refuse,  the  contents  of  closets,  vaults,  and  cess- 
pools, and  all  other  offensive  and  dangerous  substances  within  the 
city  in  accordance  with  ordinance;  shall  prepare  plans  and  have 
charge  of  the  construction  of  any  sewer  and  wat^r  supply  systems  of 
the  city  hereafter  authorized ;  shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  any 
such  pubhc  system  of  waterworks  and  sewers,  and  all  sources  of 
water  supply,  and  shall  control,  maintain,  and  regulate  the  use  of 
the  same  m  accordance  with  the  ordinances  relatmg  thereto  •  shall 
inspect  and  regulate,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  tne  use 
of  all  private  systems  for  supplying  water  to  the  city  and  its  inhab- 
itants, and  all  private  sewers  and  their  connection  with  the  pubhc 
sewer  system;  and  shall  prepare  plans,  maps,  specifications,  and  esti- 
mates lor  buildings,  streets,  bridges,  and  other  pubhc  Works,  and 
supervise  the  construction  and  repair  of  the  samie.  But  no  construc- 
tion involving  pubhc  buildings,  laying  out  of  streets  or  parks  or 
change  of  existing  buildings,  streets,  or  parks  shall  be  begun  without 
first  naving  obtained  plans  therefor  approved  by  the  consulting 
architect,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  consulting  architect  to  advise 
the  mayor,  the  city  council,  and  the  city  engineer  of  the  city  on  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  architectural  features  of  construction,  re- 
pair, or  alterations  of  a  material  nature  of  public  buildings  and 
monuments  of  a  permanent  character,  or  any  construction  involving 
a  modification  of  the  Bumham  plans,  including  the  laying  out  or 
alteration  of  pubhc  streets  and  parks,  and,  upon  request,  to  prepare 

Elans,  specifications,  estimates,   and  other  mformation  for  pubhc 
uildings  or  works  oi  a  permanent  character  for  the  city.

(c)  He  shall  file  and  preserve  all  maps,  plans,  notes,  surveys,  and 
other  papers  and  documents  pertaining  to  nis  office. 

(d)  He  shall  have  power,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  to 
cause  buildmgs  dangerous  to  the  public  to  be  made  secure  or  torn 
down,  and  shall  supervise  and  regulate  the  locations  and  use  of 
engines,  boilers,  forges,  and  other  manufacturing  and  heating  appli- 
ances in  accordance  with  the  law  and  ordinance  relating  thereto.

Sec.  2538.  Contracts. — ^AU  repair  or  construction  of  any  work  or 
public  improvement,  except  roads,  involving  a  greater  cost  than  one 
thousand  pesos,  shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  aft<*r 
public  advertisement  for  not  less  than  ten  days  in  a  paper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  city,  if  any,  by  publication  in  one  or  more  of  the 
newspapers  in  the  city  of  Manila,  and  by  notice  posted  for  not  less 
than  ten  days  at  the  main  entrance  of  the  municipal  building.  A 
plan  or  profile  of  the  work  to  be  done,  accompanied  oy  specificatioa'? 
lor  the  performance  of  the  same,  shall,  before  advertisement,  be 

E laced  on  file  in  the  offices  of  the  city  engineer  in  Baguio  and  of  the 
director  of  Public  Works  in  the  city  of  AlanUa,  which  plan,  profile, 
and  specifications  shall,  at  all  proper  times,  be  open  for  public  inspec- 
tion. Each  bid  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  deposit,  the  amount  ami 
character  of  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  city  engineer  and  named  in 
the  advertisement,  and  which  shall  not  exceed  ten  per  centum  of  the 
estuuated  cost  of  the  improvement  or  work  to  be  done  where  the 
estimated  cost  exceeds  two  thousand  pesos,  nor  be  less  than  two 
hundred  pesos  in  anv  case.  Such  deposit  shall  be  forfeited  to  the 
city  if  the  bidder  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  enter  into  a  contract,  ^^nth 
approved  sureties,  to  execute  the  work  for  the  price  mentioned  in  his 
bid  and  according  to  the  plans  and  specifications,  in  case  the  contract 
shall  be  awarded  to  him.  Bonds,  to  be  approved  by  the  city  engineer. 
shall  be  taken  for  the  faithful  performance  of  contracts.  The  citv 
engineer  may,  in  his  discretion,  reject  any  and  all  bids,  and  if  sucn 
bids  are  too  high  may  purchase  the  material,  hire  the  laborers,  and 
supervise  the  work.  In  the  repair  or  construction  of  city  roads,  work 
may  bo  done  by  day  labor  and  there  need  be  no  advertising  or  bid- 
ding, unle^ss  it  seems  desirable  to  the  city  engineer,  when  the  regu- 
lations provided  for  the  repair  of  other  works  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned shall  be  followed. 

Public  works  of  all  kinds  costing  less  than  one  thousand  pesos  maj 
be  undertaken  either  by  day  labor  or  by  contract,  and  may  be  let 
without  advertisement  under  such  rules  as  may  by  the  city  enMeer 
be  prescribed.  Such  contracts  may  be  signed,  on  written  order  of 
the  mayor,  by  the  city  engineer.

Sec.  2539.  Purchases  for  city, — ^The  Purchasing  Agent  shall  pur- 
chase all  suppUes,  ec|uipments,  material,  and  property  of  every  kind. 
except  real  estate,  for  the  use  of  the  citv  or  any  department  or  office 
thereof,  and  shall  supply  the  same  to  the  city  or  any  department  or 
office  thereof  in  accordance  with  law.  But  contracts  for  completed 
work  of  any  kind  for  the  use  of  the  city,  or  any  department  or  offii'^' 
thereof,  involving  both  labor  and  materials,  where  the  materials  ai* 
funiished  by  the  contractor  and  not  by  the  city,  shaU  not  be  deemed

Article  VI. — Law. 

Sec.  2540.  Th^  city  attorney, — There  shall  be  a  city  attorney  who 
shall  be  the  chief  legal  adviser  of  the  city,  and  who  shall  have  the 
following  general  powers  and  duties: 

(a)  He  shall  represent  the  city  in  all  civil  cases  wherein  the  city  or 
any  officer  thereof,  in  his  official  capacity,  is  a  party. 

(6)  He  shall,  when  required,  draw  ordinances,  contracts,  bonds, 
leases,  and  other  instruments  involving  any  interest  of  the  city,  ana 
inspect  and  pass  upon  any  such  instruments  already  drawn. 

(c)  He  shall  give  his  opinion  in  writing,  when  requested  by  the 
mayor  or  the  council,  upon  any  question  relating  to  the  city  or  the 
rights  or  duties  of  any  city  officer. 

{d)  He  shall,  whenever  it  is  brought  to  his  knowledge  that  any  city 
oflBcer  is  guilty  of  neglect  or  misconduct  in  office,  or  that  any  person, 
firai,  or  corporation  holding  or  exercising  any  franchise  or  public 
privilege  from  the  city,  has  failed  to  comply  with  any  condition,  or 
to  pay  any  consideration  mentioned  in  the  grant  of  such  franchise  or 
privilege,  investigate  or  cause  to  be  investigated  the  same  and  report 
to  the  mayor. 

{e)  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  prosecution  of  all  crimes  and  mis- 
demeanors and  violations  of  city  ordinances  in  the  justice  of  the 
peace  court.  The  fiscal  of  the  ^fountain  Province  shall  have  charge 
of  aU  prosecutions  of  crimes,  misdemeanors,  and  violations  of  city 
ordinances  appealed  to,  or  brought  before,  the  Court  of  First  Instance 
of  the  Mountain  Province. 

{f)  He  shall  investigate  all  charges  of  crimes,  misdemeanors,  and 
violations  of  city  ordinances  and  prepare  the  necessary  informations 
or  make  the  necessary  complaints  against  the  persons  accused,  and 
discharge  all  other  duties  in  respect  to  criminal  prosecutions  enjoined 
upon  provincial  fiscals  generally. 

(g)  He  mav  conduct  investigations  in  respect  to  crimes,  misde- 
meanors, ancl  violations  of  ordinances  by  taking  oral  evidence  of 
reputable  witnesses,  and  for  this  purpose  may,  by  subpoena,  summon 
witnesses  to  appear  and  testify  under  oath  beJore  him,  and  the  attend- 
ance and  evidence  of  an  absent  or  recalcitrant  witness  may  be  enforced 
by  application  to  the  justice  of  the  peace  court  or  the  Oourt  of  First 
Instance  of  the  Mountain  Province. 

(h)  He  shall  cause  to  be  investigated  the  causes  of  sudden  deaths 
which  have  not  been  satisfactorily  explained  and  when  there  is  suspi- 
cion that  the  causes  arose  from  unlawful  acts  or  omissions  of  other 
persons  or  from  foul  play.  For  that  purpose  he  may  cause  autopsies 
to  be  made  in  case  it  is  deemed  necessary,  and  shall  be  entitled  to 
demand  and  receive  for  the  purposes  of  such  investigations  or  autop- 
sies the  aid  of  the  city  health  officer. 

(i)  He  shall,  when  directed  by  the  mayor,  institute  and  prosecute 
in  the  city's  interest  a  suit  on  any  bond,  lease,  or  other  contract  and 
upon  any  breach  or  violation  thereof.

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Sec.  2541.  The  assistant  city  attorney. — ^There  shall  be  an  assistant 
city  attorney  who  shall  assist  the  city  attorney  as  he  shall  direct. 

[1963—16.]  ' 

Sec.  2542.  The  justice  of  the  peace  court. — ^There  shaU  be  a  justice 
of  the  peace  and  an  auxihary  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  city,  who 
shall  be  appointed  and  have  the  like  powers,  duties,  and  jurisdiction 
as  justices  of  the  peace  and  auxiliary  justices  of  the  peace  g^enerally; 
and,  in  addition  tnereto,  territorial  jurisdiction  over  the  entire  police 
zone  of  the  city.  An;y  other  officer  authorized  by  law  to  act  as  justice 
of  the  peace  m  the  city  shall  have  like  and  concurrent  jurisdiction 
with  the  justice  of  the  peace  authorized  by  this  section.  All  fines, 
forfeitures,  and  fees  imposed  and  collected,  whether  by  the  justice  of 
the  peace  authorized  by  this  section  or  Any  other  officer  authorized 
by  law  to  act  as  justice  of  the  peace  within  the  city,  shall  accrue  to 
the  benefit  of  the  treasury  thereof.

Article  VII. — Police. 

Sec.  2543.  The  chief  of  police. — There  shall  be  a  chief  of  police  ^ 
shall  have  the  following  general  powers  and  duties : 

(a)  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  organization,  government,  disci- 
pline, and  disposition  of  the  city  police  and  detective  force. 

(h)  He  shall  quell  riots,  disorders,  disturbances  of  the  peace,  and 
shall  arrest  and  prosecute  violators  of  any  law  or  ordinance;  shiill 
exercise  police  supervision  over  all  land  and  water  within  the  police 
jurisdiction  of  the  city;  shall  be  charged  with  the  protection  of  the 
rights  of  persons  and  ])roperty  wherever  found  within  the  jurisdiction 
01  the  city,  and  shall  arrest  without  warrant,  when  necessary  to  pre- 
vent the  escape  of  the  offender,  violators  of  any  law  or  ordinance,  and 
all  who  obstruct  or  interfere  with  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty: 
shall  have  charge  of  the  city  prison ;  and  shaU  be  responsible  for  tie 
safe-keeping  of  all  prisoners' until  they  shall  be  released  from  custody, 
in  accordance  with  law,  or  dehvered  to  the  warden  of  the  proper 
priswi  or  penitentiary. 

(c)  He  mav  take  good  and  sufficient  bail  for  the  appearance  before 
the  justice  of  the  peace  court  of  any  person  arrested  for  violation  of 
any  citv  ordinance. 

Id)  He  shall  have  authority,  within  the  police  limits  of  the  city,  to 
serve  and  execute  criminal  processes  of  any  court ;  shall,  either  in 
person  or  by  deputy,  attend  all  sessions  of  the  justice  of  the  peace 
court;  and  shall  promptly  and  faithfully  execute  all  orders  of  the 
mayor  and  all  wnts  and  processes  of  the  justice  of  the  peace  court 
when  placed  in  his  hands  for  that  purpose.

Sec.  2544.  Peace  officers. — The  chief  of  police,  all  city  oflScers,  and 
all  members  of  the  poUce  force  and  secret  service  shall  be  peace 
officers ;  and  all  peace  officers  created  by  this  chapter,  or  authorized 
by  law  or  ordinance,  are  authorized  to  serve  and  execute  all  processes 
o\  the  justice  of  the  peace  court  and  criminal  processes  oi  Insular 
courts  to  whomsoever  directed,  within  the  jurisdiction  or  police 
limits  of  the  city;  and  within  the  same  territory  they  may  puKUC 
and  arrest,  without  warrant,  any  jierson  found  in  suspicious  places  or 
under  suspicious  circumstances  reasonably  tending  to  show  tnat  sud 
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person  has  committed,  or  is  about  to  commit,  any  crime  or  breach  of 
the  peace;  may  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested,  without  warrant,  any 
offender  when  the  offense  is  committed  in  the  presence  of  a  peace 
officer  or  within  his  view ;  and  in  such  pursuit  or  arrest  may  enter  any 
building  or  take  into  custody  any  person  therein  suspected  of  being 
concerned  in  such  crime  or  breach  of  the  peace,  and  any  property 
suspected  of  having  been  stolen ;  they  shall  detain  such  person  only 
until  he  can  be  brought  before  the  proper  magistrate,  and  shall  have 
such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  peace  officers  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  law  or  ordinance.  Whenever  the  mayor  shall 
deem  it  necessary,  to  avert  danger  or  to  protect  life  and  property,  in 
case  of  riot,  distm'bance.  or  pubUc  calamity,  or  when  he  has  reason  to 
fear  any  violation  of  law  and  order,  he  shall  have  power  to  swear  in 
special  police,  in  such  numbers  as  the  occasion  may  demand;  such 
special  police  shall  have  the  same  powers  while  on  duty  as  members 
of  the  regular  force.

Article  VIII. — Revenues  and  accounts. 

Sec.  2545.  The  dty  treasurer. — ^There  shall  be  a  city  treasurer  who 
shall  have  the  following  general  powers  and  duties : 

(a)  He  shall  collect  all  taxes  due  the  city,  all  licenses  authorized  by 
law  or  ordinance,  all  rents  for  lands,  markets,  and  other  property 
owned  by  the  city,  all  further  charges  of  whatever  nature  fixed  by 
law  or  ordinance,  and  shall  receive  and  receipt  for  all  fines,  forfeitures, 
fees,  and  costs  imposed  by  the  justice  of  the  peace  court. 

(b)  He  shall  receive  and  safely  keep  all  monevs  arising  from  the 
revenues  of  the  city,  and  shall  expend  and  disburse  the  same  upon 
lawful  warrants. 

(c)  He  shall  perform  in  the  city  the  duties  prescribed  by  the  Internal 
Revenue  Law,  the  Weights  and  Measiu-es  Law,  and  the  Ix)cal  Land 
Officers  Ijaw  for  provincial  treasurers  and  their  deputies ;  such  further 
duties  prescribed  by  law  for  provincial  treasurers  as  not  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter;  and  the  duties  prescribed  by  the 
Land  Registration  Law  for  registers  of  deeds. 

(d)  He  shall,  when  so  directed  or  designated  by  the  Governor- 
General,  perform  the  duties  of  the  city  assessor. 

(e)  He  shaU  discharge  his  duties  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  law  relating  to  Grovernment  accounts  and  accounting. 

(/)  He  sh^  render  his  accoimts  in  such  manner  as  the  Insular 
Auditor  may  prescribe ;  the  Insular  Auditor  shaD  receive  and  audit 
aU  accoimts  oi  the  city  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  law 
relating  to  Government  accoimts  and  accoimting. 

[1963—21.] 

Sec.  2546.  The  city  assessor. — ^There  shall  be  a  city  assessor  who 
shall  have  the  following  general  powers  and  duties : 

(a)  He  shall  annually  assess  and  value  for  taxation  the  real  estate 
of  the  city,  and  for  this  purpose  is  empowered  to  administer  any  oath 
authorized  to  be  administered  in  the  assessment  or  collection  of  taxes. 

(6)  He  shall  make  a  list  of  all  taxable  real  estate  in  the  city  and  the 
names  of  the  owners  thereof,  with  a  brief  description  opposite  their 
names  of  the  property  owned  by  them  and  the  cash  value  thereof. 
In  making  this  list  the  city  assessor  shall  take  into  consideration  any 
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sworn  statement  made  by  the  owners  of  the  property,  but  shall  not 
be  prevented  thereby  from  considering;^  other  evidence  on  the  snbject. 
and  exercising  his  own  indgment  in  respect  thereto.  For  the  purpose 
of  completing  this  Ust  he  is  authorized  to  summon  witnesses,  admin- 
ister oaths  to  them  and  subject  them  to  examination  concerning  the 
amoimt  of  real  estate,  its  ownership,  and  cash  value.  If  the  dtv 
assessor  is  unable  to  discover  the  owner  of  any  real  estate,  he  shall 
^levertheless  list  the  same  for  taxation  and  charge  the  same  against 
an  unknown  owner.  In  case  of  doubt  or  dispute  as  to  ownership  of  real 
estate,  the  taxes  shall  be  levied  against  tne  possessor  or  possessors 
thereof.  Where  it  shall  appear  that  there  are  separate  owners  of 
the  land  and  the  improvements  thereon,  a  separate  assessment  of  the 
property  of  each  shall  be  made.  If  it  shall  be  discovered  by  the  citj 
assessor,  or  brought  to  his  attention,  that  any  taxable  real  estate 
in  the  city  has  escaped  hsting,  it  shall  be  his  duty  at  once  to  list  and 
value  the  same,  ana  the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer  to  charge  against 
the  owner  thereof  the  taxes  due  for  the  current  year  and  for  all  other 
years  since  the  original  assessment,  and  the  taxes  thus  assessed  shall 
be  legal  and  collectible,  and  penalties  shall  be  added  to  the  back 
taxes  as  if  thev  were  assessed  at  the  time  when  thev  should  hare 
been  assessed. 

(c)  He  shall  complete  the  listing  and  valuation  of  all  real  estate 
situated  within  the  city  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  December 
of  each  vear,  and  when  completed  shaU  authenticate  the  same  by 
signing  (he  following  certificate  at  the  foot  of  the  list: 

'*!  hereby  certify  that  the  foregoing  list  contains  a  true  statement 
of  the  piece  or  pieces  of  taxable  real  estate  belonging  to  each  person 
named  in  the  list,  and  its  true  cash  value,  and  that  no  real  estate 
taxable  by  law  in  the  city  of  Baguio  has  been  omitted  from  this  hst. 
according  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief.

(d)  He  shall,  when  the  list  shall  be  completed,  inform  the  public 
by  notice  published  for  seven  days  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circula-

Taxes  on  real  estate — Sale  of  personalty, — ^In  the  event 
that  such  tax  and  penalty  shall  remain  unpaid  on  or  after  the  first 
day  of  October  after  the  tax  has  become  delinquent,  the  city  treasurer 
shall  prepare  and  sign  a  certified  copy  of  the  records  of  h"«s  office, 
showing  the  persons  delinquent  in  payment  of  their  taxes  and  the 
amounts  of  tax  and  penalty  respectively  due  from  them.

real  estate  except  with  the  permission  of  the  department  governor, 
or  any  other  property  belon^ng  to  the  Government.  Any  officer  or 
employee  violating  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall,  after  due 
hearing,  be  removed  from  office  in  accordance  witn  the  provisions  of 
section  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-nine  hereof.

Sec.  2567.  Insular  Auditor. — ^The  Insular  Auditor  is  authorized  to 
make  and  prescribe  necessarv  rules  and  regulations  as  to  preparation 
of  budgets,  disbursement  of  funds  and  accounts  in  general,  to  properly 
carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  title.

Article  II. — The  administrative  council — Appointm^ent  and  salaries 

of  department  officers. 

Sec.  2568.  Officers  appointed  by  Governor-General. — The  Governor- 
General,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Upper  House  of  the  Philippine 
Legislature,  shall  appoint  for  the  Department  of  Mindanao  and  Sulu, 
a  governor,  secretary,  attorney,  treasurer,  and  delegate.  In  the 
event  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  any  of  the  offices  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, it  shall  be  promptly  reported  to  the  Governor-General  by  the 
department  governor.  Tlie  department  governor  may,  until  such 
vacancy  is  filled,  require  any  department  officer  to  perform  the  duties 
of  the  vacant  office  in  addition  to  the  regular  duties  of  such  depart- 
ment officer.

Sec.  2569.  Administrative  council — Powers  and  duties. — The  five 
officers  appointed  by  the  Governor-General  as  provided  in"  the  last 
preceding  section,  to  wit,  governor,  secretary,  attorney,  treasurer, 
and  department  delegate,  shall  constitute  the  administrative  council. 
The  governor  shall  be  its  presiding  officer.  Three  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum.  The  council  herein  created  shall  be  an  advisory 
board  to  tne  governor  and  is  authorized: 

(a)  Appropriations. — To  appropriate  and  expend  public  funds  of 
the  department.  But  no  appropriation  made  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  subsection  shall  oe  vaUd  or  take  effect  until  it  snail 
have  been  approved  by  the  l^pper  House  of  the  Philippine  Legisla- 
ture or  unless  and  until  thirty  days  after  receipt  of  the  notice  thereof 
by  the  Upper  House  of  the  rhilippine  Legislature  shall  have  passed 
without  tne  disapproval  of  the  Upper  House  of  the  Philippine  Legis- 
lature having  been  given.  Unexpended  balances  of  appropriations 
made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be  returned  to  the  general 
fund  of  the  department  treasury. 

(6)  Hours  of  labor. — ^To  adopt  niles  regulating  the  hours  of  em- 
ployment in  the  various  offices  in  the  department,  provinces,  munici- 
pabtie^,  and  other  political  subdivisions  thereof. 
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(c)  Seal, — ^To  provide  a  seal  for  the  department. 

(d)  AppointmeTU  and  removal  of  officers  and  employees, — ^By  ma- 
jority vote  of  all  the  members  to  connrm  the  appointment  of  oflSceis 
when  required  by  this  title  and  for  cause  suspend  and  remove  any 
officer  or  employee  of  the  department,  except  officers  appointdi  by 
the  Governor-General. 

(e)  Additional  duties, — Perform  such  other  duties  as  are  imposed 
thereon  by  this  title  or  laws  hereafter  enacted.

Sec.  2570.  Department  officers,  salaries  of, — The  department  gov- 
ernor shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  twelve  thousand  pesos.  The 
first  civiUan  governor  shall,  however,  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
eighteen  thousand  pesos,  together  with  a  residence,  eouipped  and 
furnished,  to  be  provided  by  the  department.  Each  of  tne  other  d^ 
partment  officers,  namely,  secretary,  attorney,  and  treasurer,  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  not  exceeding  eight  thousand  pesos  to  be 
fixed  by  the  Governor-General  in  the  appointment  and  to  be  ap- 

E roved  with  the  appointment  by  the  Upper  House*  of  the  Philippine 
legislature. 

The  senior  supervising  engineer,  the  superintendent  of  schools,  and 
the  chief  health  officer  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  not  ex- 
ceeding eight  thousand  pesos;  and  the  superintendent  oi  reformato- 
ries shall  receive  an  animal  salary  of  not  exceeding  six  thousand 
pesos,  to  be  fixed  in  the  appointment. 

The  salaries  of  aU  officers  and  employees  of  the  department  shall 
be  payable  out  of  the  revenues  thereof  or  other  available  funds.  In 
case  of  Insular  officers  and  men  of  the  Army  or  Constabulary,  d^ 
tailed  to  perform  duties  in  connection  with  the  government  of  the 
Department  of  Mindanao  and  Sulu,  or  any  political  subdivision 
thereof,  they  shall  be  paid  in  addition  to  their  regular  salary  such  ad- 
ditional allowance  as  may  be  provided  by  the  administrative  coundl.

Article  III. — Public  affairs. 

Sec.  2571.  Department  governor — Powers  and  duties. — It  shall  be 
the  duty  and  within  the  power  of  the  department  governor: 

(a)  General  supervision. — ^To  have  supervision  and  control  over  the 
various  offices  of  the  department,  the  provincial  governments,  and 
other  political  subdivisions  thereof. 

(6)  execution  of  laws, — To  see  that  the  laws  are  faithfully  executed 
by  all  officers  of  the  department,  provinces,  and  municipalities. 

(c)  Provincial  and  municipal  police, — To  have  control,  through  thf 
various  provincial  governors  and  the  municipal  presidents,  of  the 
provincial  and  municipal  police. 

{d)  Constabulary. — To  direct,  through  the  district  chief  of  Con- 
stabulary, the  use  and  control  of  the  Constabulary  within  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mindanao  and  Sulu;  and  whenever  public  interests  require, 
to  withdraw  the  Constabulary  from  one  province  or  municiptdity  for 
use  in  another. 

(e)  Inspection  of  provinces, — To  visit  at  least  once  in  every  six 
months  every  province  withui  the  department. 
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(f)  Appointments. — To  appoint  all  department  oAScotb,  except  as 
herein  otnerwise  provided,  and  to  fix  their  salaries  within  the  limita- 
tions provided  by  law  subject  to  the  approval  of  the^  administrative 
council. 

(g)  Suspensions  and  removals. — To  suspend  from  office  any  officer 
or  employee  of  the  department,  or  political  subdivision  thereof,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  and  limitations  of  subsection  (d)  of  section  two 
thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-nine  hereof. 

(h)  Governor-General,  report  to. — ^To  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office 
under  the  general  supervision  and  control  of  Sie  Governor-General  to 
whom  he  snail  make  a  report  of  the  conditions  of  the  department  at 
the  end  of  each  year,  recommending  such  measures  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  betterment  of  the  department,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  the  Governor-General  may  require  of  him. 

(i)  Land  tax,  remission  of  collection. — ^To  remit,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Governor-General,  the  collection  of  the  land  tax  in  whole 
or  in  part  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  year  at  a  time  in  any  province 
organized  hereunder  or  any  part  thereof  in  which  he  deems  the  public 
interest  demands  such  action,  other  provisions  of  law  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

ij)  Appropriations. — To  approve  or  disapprove  in  whole  or  in  part 
any  provincial  appropriation,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Governor- 
General. 

(k)  Lawsuits. — To  direct,  in  his  discretion,  the  bringing  or  defense 
of  suits  on  behalf  of  the  department,  provincial,  and  municipal  gov- 
ernments and  to  compromise  the  same  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  attorney  and  the  approval  of  the  judge  of  first  instance  for  the 
district. 

(t)  Deposit  of  public  funds  in  a  hank. — To  authorize  the  treasurer 
to  deposit  so  much  of  the  fxmds  belonging  to  the  department  or  to 
provincial  and  municipal  governments  as  may  not  be  needed  in  the 
near  future  for  public  use  m  a  bank  of  deposit  of  approved  standing 
in  the  Islands ;  and  any  interest  paid  on  such  deposits  shall  inure  to 
the  benefit  of  the  respective  treasury  of  the  department,  province,  or 
municipality,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(m)  Bowmary  lines  of  provinces,  amd  so  forth. — Subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Uoveraor-General,  to  enlarge,  contract,  or  otherwise 
change,  by  executive  order,  whenever  in  his  judgment  the  public  wel- 
fare requires  it,  the  boundary  of  any  province,  subprovince,  munici- 
pality, or  any  other  political  subdivision  within  the  Department  of 
Mindanao  and  Sulu,  or  separate  any  such  subdivision  into  such  por- 
tions, as  may  be  required  as  aforesaid,  merge  any  of  such  subdivisions 
or  portions  with  another,  name  any  new  subdivision  so  created,  change 
the  seat  of  government  within  any  subdivision,  existing  or  created 
hereunder,  to  such  place  therein  as  the  public  interests  reqmre,  and 
shall  fix  in  such  executive  order  the  date  when  the  change,  merger, 
separation,  or  other  action  shall  take  effect.  Whenever  such  action 
as  aforesaid  creates  a  new  political  subdivision,  the  department  gov- 
ernor shall  appoint  such  officers  for  the  new  subdivision  with  such 
powers  and  outies  as  may  be  required  by  the  existing  provisions  of 
law  applicable  to  the  case  and  fix  their  salaries,  subject  to  the  limita- 
tions provided  in  this  title.     Such  equitable  distribution  of  the  fimda 
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of  changed  subdivisions  between  the  subdivisions  affected  shall  be 
made  as  is  recommended  by  the  district  auditor  and  approved  by  the 
department  governor. 

(n)  Capture  of  crimiruils — Offer  of  reward, — ^To  offer,  or  to  grant 
authority  to  the  provincial  governor  of  any  province  organized  under 
this  title,  or  the  district  chief  of  Constabulary  for  the  Department  of 
Mindanao  and  Sulu,  to  offer  a  reward  not  exceeding  one  thousand 

Sesos,  for  information  leading  to  the  capture  and  conviction  of  a  mem- 
er  of  a  band  of  brigands,  or  of  the  perpetrator  of  any  murder  or 
robbery  or  qf  any  crime,  or  for  information  leading  to  the  capture  of 
an  escaped  convict. 

(o)  Administrative  investigations. — ^To  investigate,  whenever  he 
deems  it  necessary  for  the  good  of  the  public  service,  any  action  or 
conduct  of  any  person  or  persons  in  the  service  of  the  department,  or 
any  of  the  provinces,  mimicipalities,  or  other  political  subdivisions 
therein  estaoUshed,  and  designate  a  suitable  person  to  make  such 
investigation  and  to  take  the  testimony  of  any  person  or  persons 
which,  in  his  judgment,  mav  be  relevant  thereto  and  may  detail  or 
authorize  the  said  person  aesignated  to  procure  stenographers  and 
interpreters  to  assist  in  the  same.  Such  person  so  designated  shaD 
have  such  full  power  to  subpoena  witnesses  and  require  the  produc- 
tion of  documentary  evidence  and  to  administer  oaths  to  witnesses  as 
is  possessed  by  Courts  of  First  Instance  in  criminal  actions  and  may 
invoke  the  summary  process  of  such  courts  for  the  punishment  of 
contempts  in  failure,  except  for  good  reasons,  to  appear  or  to  produce 
documentary  evidence  or  to  give  testimony.  All  interpreters  acting 
in  any  such  proceeding  shall  be  sworn  weU  and  truly  to  interpret 
between  the  coimsel,  the  witnesses,  and  the  person  so  designated,  and 
the  stenographers  shall  be  sworn  to  make  a  true  transcript  of  the 
testimony  given  on  such  proceeding. 

(p)  Parole  of  prisoners. — To  authorize  and  direct,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  £ne  Governor-General,  the  discharge  from  custody, 
whenever  he  thinks  best,  of  any  person  convicted  of  crime  in  any 
court  within  the  Department  of  Mmdanao  and  Sulu  and  suspend  the 
sentence  of  such  convict  without  granting  a  pardon,  and  prescribe 
the  terms  upon  which  a  convict  so  paroled  snail  have  his  sentence 
suspended.  Upon  the  failure  of  any  convict  to  observe  the  condi- 
tions of  his  parole,  to  be  determined  by  the  department  governor, 
the  latter  shall  have  authority  to  direct  the  arrest  and  return  of 
such  convict  to  custody,  and  thereupon  said  convict  shall  be  required 
to  carry  out  the  sentence  of  the  court  as  though  no  parole  had  been 

f  ranted  him,  the  time  between  the  parole  and  subsequent  arrest  not 
eing  taken  as  a  part  of  the  term  of  his  sentence  in  computing  the 
period  of  his  confinement. 

(q)  Condemnation  proceedings. — To  determine  for  and  in  behalf  of 
the  government  of  tne  Department  of  Mindanao  and  Sulu  and  of 
any  political  subdivision  thereof  when  it  is  necessary  or  advantageous 
to  exercise  the  right  of  eminent  domain.  He  may,  in  his  discretion, 
direct  the  department  attorney  to  cause  condemnation  proceedings 
to  be  begun  in  the  court  having  jurisdiction.  The  right  of  con- 
demnation or  eminent  domain  herein  granted  shall  otherwise  be 
exercised  in  accordance  with  general  laws  at  the  time  being  in  force, 
(r)  Harlor  lines ^  wharves ,  and  so  forth. — ^To  establish  by  executive 
order  harbor  lines  m  the  department  beyond  which  no  piers,  wharves^ 
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bulkheads,  or  other  works  shall  be  extended  or  deposits  made,  except 
under  such  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe  from  tmie  to  time,  and  to 
control  and  regulate  the  use  of,  or  to  operate,  all  piers,  wharves, 
bulkheads,  and  other  like  improvements  together  witn  their  arrastre 
pitots  and  other  equipment  lor  the  public  service. 

(«)  Rules  for  general  welfare. — To  make  and  prescribe,  and  from 
time  to  time  to  change,  with  the  approval  of  the  administrative 
council,  such  rules  and  reflations  as  he  in  his  discretion  may  deem 
most  conducive  to  the  puolic  interest,  the  security  of  life  and  prop- 
erty, and  the  general  welfare.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  that  such 
rules  and  regulations  be  uniform  for  the  entire  department,  but  they 
may  be  dinerent  for  each  political  subdivision.  Such  rules  and 
regulations  may  provide  penalties  not  exceeding  a  fine  of  two  hun- 
dred pesos  or  six  months'  imprisonment  or  both.  Such  rules  and 
regulations  may  be  suspended,  modified,  or  annulled  by  the  Upper 
House  of  the  Pnilippine  Legislature. 

(i)  Electiona  postponed. — ^To  postpone,  by  executive  order,  any 
provincial  or  municipal  election  hereinafter  provided,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Governor-General. 

(u)  Assistance  of  United  States  troops. — To  secure  the  enforcement 
of  law  and  order  in  cases  of  resistance  to  lawful  authority  or  disturb- 
ances of  the  peace  which  in  his  opinion  the  Constabulary  and 
municipal  police  are  unable,  or  find  it  difficult,  to  suppress,  by  noti- 
fying tne  (jrovemor-General  who  may,  in  his  discretion,  reauest  the  , 
assistance  of  the  Army  of  the  Unitea  States  except  that  in  localities 
where  there  is  no  telegraphic  communication  with  Manila,  the  depart- 
ment governor  may.  in  great  emergencies,  make  a  direct  call  upon 
the  commander  of  the  United  States  military  forces  stationed  in  the 
province,  notifying  the  Governor-General  immediately  of  such  action,

Sec.  2672.  Department  secretaru — Duties. — The  department  secre- 
tary shall,  during  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  governor  or  during 
the  govemor^s  disability,  or  absence  from  the  department,  perform 
the  duties  of  governor;  he  may,  under  the  direction  of  the  governor, 
make  inspection  of  public  affairs  in  the  various  provinces  and 
Dumicipauties,  and  perform  such  duties  in  reference  thereto  as  the 
governor  may  authorize;  he  shall  acquaint  himself,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, with  the  lanj^ages  and  customs  of  the  non-Christians  within 
the  department,  ancffrom  time  to  time  make  report  to  the  governor 
of  such  matters  as  he  deems  necessary  for  their  betterment.  When 
the  governor  is  absent  from  the  capital  but  present  in  the  depart- 
ment, •  the  secretary  shall  perform  such  duties  of  the  governor  as 
may  be  delegated  to  him  in  writing  by  the  governor.  He  shall 
attest  the  official  acts  of  the  governor  of  the  department  when 
required  to  do  so,  and  shall  record  all  of  the  governor's  acts  which 
are  required  by  law  to  be  recorded;  he  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the 
iepartment  seal;  he  shall  act  as  custodian  of  all  records  and  docu- 
ments €ifiFecting  the  department  and  dischar^  all  duties  usually 
!)ertaining  to  the  office  of  secretary;  he  shall  on  demand  fumisn 
Certified  copies  of  all  public  records  and  documents  under  his  custody 
'or  which  ne  may  cnarge,  to  any  private  person,  but  not  to  any 
>ublic  official  needing  the  same  for  a  public  purpose,  the  amount  of 
:en  centavos  for  every  one  hundred  words  of  such  copy,  including 
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the  certificate,  which  mnount  shall  accrue  to  the  department  treas- 
ury; and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  department  governor 
may  require  of  nim.  He  shall  act  as  secretary  of  the  administrative 
council  nerein  created,  attest  all  its  acts  and  resolutions,  and  pre- 
scribe rules  and  regulations  for  the  guidance  of  provincial  and  munici- 
pal secretaries.

Sec.  2573.  DepartmerU  attoriiev  and  assistant — Duties  and  so  forA  — 
The  department  attorney  shall  oe  the  attorney  and  legal  acfViser  of 
the  department  and  of  each  of  its  officers  and  of  the  administratiTe 
council  hereinbefore  constituted  and  shall,  when  called  upon  by  thf 
said  council  or  any  officer  of  the  department,  furnish  a  written  opinion 
on  questions  of  law  arising  in  the  administration  of  the  government. 
He  shall  represent  the  department,  and  all  provincial  and  municipal 
governments  therein,  in  all  suits  brought  on  their  behalf  or  agaiiBt 
them  in  any  court,  except  in  cases  where  the  interests  of  the  depart- 
ment are  opposed  to  those  of  any  provincial  or  municipal  government, 
when  he  shall  represent  the  department,  and  the  province  or  mmiici- 
pality  may  employ  special  counsel ;  and  in  cases  where  the  interests 
of  any  province  are  opposed  to  those  of  another  province  or  munici- 
pality, m  cases  when  two  municipalities  are  adverse  parties  in  the 
same  litigation,  and  in  cases  involving  controversies  with  the  Roman 
Cathohc  Apostolic  Church  or  its  representatives  as  to  the  title  or 
right  of  administration  or  possession  of  any  church,  convent  or 
cemetery,  or  other  property  used  in  connection  therewith,  in  all  of 
which  cases  the  provincial  or  municipal  government  concerned  may 
einploy  special  counsel. 

There  shall  be  an  assistant  attorney  for  the  department,  who  shaD 
be  appointed  by  the  governor  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  admin- 
istrative council.  Both  the  department  attorney  and  the  assistant 
attorney  shall  be  duly  admitted  members  of  the  oar  of  the  Supreme 
Court.  The  assistant  attorney  shall  receive  such  annual  salary  as 
may  be  fixed  and  provided  for  such  officer  in  the  appropriations  made 
by  the  administrative  council  not  to  exceed  five  tnousand  pesos 
annuallv.  Before  assuming  office  he  shall  take  the  oath  of  G&ifx 
hereinaiter  prescribed  for  provincial  officers. 

The  department  attorney  shall  appear  and  take  charge  of  prose- 
cutions for  the  government  in  any  court  of  justice  within  the  depart- 
ment, but  he  may  direct  the  assistant  attorney  to  represent  the 
public  in  the  prosecution  of  crimes  in  any  courts  within  the  depart- 
ment, when  tne  pubHc  interest  requires  it.  The  assistant  attomev 
shall  also  render  such  other  services  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by 
the  department  attorney.  During  the  temporary  absence  from  duty 
of  the  said  assistant  attorney,  or  whenever  for  any  reason  he  is  dis- 
qualified to  act  therein  in  an  official  capacity,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy 
in  such  office,  or  whenever,  from  anv  cause,  such  officer  is  unable  to, 
or  does  not  appear  in  any  criminal  proceeding  in  any  court  in  the 
department,  tne  department  governor,  whenever  in  the  judgment  of 
tJie  department  attorney  it  shall  be  necessary,  shall  appoint  a  tem- 
porary assistant  attorney  who  shall  have  the  powers  of  such  assistant 
attorney  and  shall  serve  in  such  capacity  until  his  temporary  employ- 
ment snail  be  terminated  by  the  governor.  For  such  service,  the 
temporary  assistant  attorney  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the 
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f;overnor  shall  determine,  not  exceeding  the  salary  herein  provided 
or  the  assistant  attorney. 
With  the  consent  of  tne  court  first  had,  the  department  attorney 
and  the  assistant  attorney  may  stay  the  proceeding  in  any  crijninal 
action  in  the  courts  of  justice  within  the  department,  at  any  stage  in 
the  proceeding.     The  department  attorney  shall  discharge  his  duties 
under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Attorney-Gteneral,   and  the 
Attorney-General  shall  represent  the  department  and  the  provinci^ 
and  mimicipal  governments  organized  within  the  territory  of  the 
department  in  all  suits  for  or  against  them  which  shall  come  before 
the  Supreme  Court,  except  in  cases  where  the  interests  of  the  depart- 
ment are  opposed  to  those  of  any  provincial  or  municipal  government 
when  he  shall  represent  the  department,  and  the  province  or  munici- 
pality may  employ  special  counsel;  but  if  the  Attorney-General 
aeems  it  necessary  he  may  require  the  department  attorney  to  assist 
in  the  presentation  of  the  cause  before  the  Supreme  Court.     In  every 
criminal  case  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court  from  any  court  held 
within  the  territory  of  the  department,  the  attorney  or  his  assistant 
shall  forthwith  make  a  report  to  the  Attorney-General  explaining 
the  questions  of  law  and  fact  appearing  therein  and  the  conclusions 
of  the  court.    The  attorney  snaU  make  an  annual  report  to   the 
Attorney-General  as  to  the  condition  of  public  and  private  litigation 
in  the  courts  throughout  the  department.     The  department  attorney 
shall  be  ex  officio  renter  of  deeds  for  the  department,  unless  the 
administrative  council  appoints  a  register  of  deeds  therefor,  which  it 
is  authorized  to  do.     The  Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice  may 
d^ignate  the  justice  of  the  peace  at  the  capital  of  any  province 
except  Zamboanga,  if  a  duly  quaUfied  lawyer,  as  ex  officio  register  of 
deeds  for  the  province,  and  may  fix  in  the  designation  the  extra 
compensation,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  pesos  per  month,  which 
such  justice  of  the  peace  shall  receive.     In  a  province  in  which  a 
justice  of  the  peace  is  ex  officio  register  of  deeds  the  department 
rerister  of  deeds  shall  be  without  jurisdiction.

(5)  investigation  of  negligence  or  misconduct. — He  shall,  whenever 
it  is  brought  to  his  knowledge  that  any  municipal  officer  is  guilty  of 
criminal  neglect  or  misconduct  in  office,  or  that  any  person,  firm,  or 
corporation  holding  or  exercising  any  franchise  or  public  privilege 
from  any  mimicipa£ty  of  the  province,  has  failed  to  comply  with  any 
condition,  or  to  pay  any  consideration  mentioned  in  the  grant  of  sucn 
franchise  or  privilege,  investigate  or  cause  to  be  investigated  the  same 
and  report  to  the  municipal  president  through  the  provincial  board. 

(e)  Prosecutions. — He  shall  have  charge  of  the  prosecution  of  all 
crimes  and  misdemeanors,  and  also  of  violations  of  municipal  ordi- 
nances appealed  to,  or  brought  before,  the  Court  of  First  Instance  of 
the  provmce. 
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(f)  Special  counsel. — ^In  oases  where  tlie  interest  of  any  municipality 
ana  the  provincial  government  are  opposed,  he  shall  act  on  behalf  (5 
the  provincial  government  and  the  municipality  mav  retain  special 
counsel.

(c)  Susj^ension  of  municipal  officers. — ^Upon  the  filing  of  charges  or 
upon  receiving  authentic  information  of  maladministration  by  any 

Provincial  employee  or  any  officer  of  the  municipality  of  the  province 
e  may  suspend  such  officer  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion two  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety -nine  hereof. 

(d)  Inspection  of  municipalities;  in/vestigations. — He  shall  at  least 
once  every  six  months  visit  every  municipality  in  the  province. 
While  in  tne  municipality,  he  shall  near  all  complaints  made  against 
the  conduct  of  any  municipal  officer  and  take  suitable  action  thereon. 

(e)  Public  disorder. — Whenever  in  his  opinion  the  public  interest 
requires  it,  he  shall  call  upon  the  senior  officer  in  charge  of  the  Con- 
staoulary  in  the  province  to  suppress  disorder,  riot,  lawless  violence, 
or  seditious  conspiracy  and  to  apprehend  all  violators  of  law.  When- 
ever lawless  violence  or  seditious  conspiracy  and  disturbance  of  the 
public  peace  shall  occur  of  so  formidable  character  as  to  be  beyond  the 
power  of  the  local  and  Insular  police  of  the  province  to  control  or  sup- 

Sress,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  tne  provincial  governor  to  call  upon  tne 
epartment  governor  for  assistance. 

\f)  Custoch/  of  prisoners. — He  shall,  through  a  jailer  and  guards  to 
be  appointed  by  nim,  have  custody  ol  all  prisoners  held  awaiting  trial 
or  duly  sentenced  to  the  provincial  jail. 

(g)  Employees. — The  provincial  board  may,  by  resolution  approved 
by  the  department  governor,  authorize  the  provincial  governor  to 
appoint  such  assistants,  clerks,  and  other  employees  subject  to  the 
(Svil  Service  Law  as  the  public  interests  require  at  salaries  to  be 
fixed  in  the  resolution. 

(h)  Reports. — ^Not  later  than  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  of  each 
year,  he  shall  make  a  report  of  the  conditions  oi  the  province  for  the 
preceding  year  to  the  department  governor,  recommending  therein 
such  measures,  executive  or  legislative,  as  may  to  him  seem  best  for 
the  betterment  of  t^e  conditions  in  the  province. 
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(i)  Promulgation  of  laws  and  orders. — He  shall  make  known  to  the 
people  of  his  province  by  proclamations  or  communications  delivered 
to  the  presidents  of  the  various  mimicipalities  or  districts  of  the 
province^  all  general  laws  or  governmental  orders  which  concern 
them.

Sec.  2591 .  The  provincial  hoard,  memhers  of, — The  following  oflScere 
of  the  provincial  government,  to  wit,  the  governor,  the  secretary- 
treasurer,  and  the  third  member,  shall  constitute  the  provincial 
bowti.  The  provincial  governor  shall  be  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
board.  In  the  absence  or  disabihtv  of  the  provincid  governor,  or 
if  for  any  other  reason  he  is  unable  to  periorm  his  official  duties, 
the  duties  of  the  provincial  governor  snaU  be  performed  by  the 
provincial  secretary-treasurer.  Copies  of  all  the  resolutions  of  the 
provincial  board  and  executive  orders  of  the  provincial  governor 
shall  be  furnished  the  department  governor  under  such  r^uladoos 
as  he  may  prescribe.

Sec.  2592.  The  provincial  secretary. — ^The  provincial  secretary- 
treasurer  shall  be  the  recorder  of  the  provincial  ooard  and  shall  attest 
all  the  official  acts  of  the  provincial  government  imder  the  seal  of 
the  province  and  shall  record  all  those  of  the  governor's  acts  which 
are  required  by  law  to  be  recorded,  except  when  acting  as  provincial 
governor,  in  which  case  a  derk  of  the  provincial  board  shall  attest 
the  official  acts  of  the  provincial  governor.  He  shall  be  the  cus- 
todian of  the  provincial  seal  and  shall  receive  from  the  provincial 
governor  and  me  in  his  office  all  reports  to  theprovinciaT governor 
required  by  law  and  shall  index  the  same.  He  shall  on  demand 
fimiish  certified  copies  of  all  pubUc  records  and  documents  xinder 
his  custody  for  which  he  may  charge,  to  any  private  person,  but  not 
to  any  pubUc  official  needing  the  same  for  a  pubhc  purpose,  the 
amoimt  of  ten  centavos  for  every*  one  hundred  words  of  such  copy, 
including  the  certificate,  which  amount  shall  accrue  to  the  pro- 
vincial fereasury.

Sec.  2593.  Duties  and  powers  of  the  provincial  hoard. — It  shall  be 
the  duty  and  within  the  power  of^the  provincial  board : 

(a)  Appropriations. — ^To  appropriate  moneys  from  any  of  ite 
funds,  except  those  the  use  of  which  is  otherwise  specifically  fixed 
by  law,  for  other  purposes  having  in  view  the  general  welfare  of  the 
province  and  its  inhabitants. 

(i)  Tax  levy — Distrihution. — ^To  levy  in  its  discretion  upon  the 
real  estate  of  the  province  for  provincial  purposes  an  annual  tax 
within  the  linutations  prescribed  Iby  law. 

(c)  Provin,cial  offices. — To  provide  by  construction,  purchase,  or 
renting  suitable  offices  for  the  provincial  officers,  ana  a  courthouse 
containing  a  room  or  rooms  smtable,  in  the  opinion  of  the  depart- 
ment governor,  for  the  holding  of  court  and  for  offices  for  the  court 
officers,  and  a  provincial  jail  in  the  mimicipaUty  fixed  by  law  as  the 
capital  of  the  province. 
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(d)  VauU  or  safe. — ^To  furnish  a  suitable  vault  or  safe  to  the  pro- 
vincial secretary-treasurer,  in  which  he  shall  keep  the  provincial  and 
other  pubUc  funds  as  long  as  they  are  in  his  custody,  except  as  here- 
in^rfter  provided. 

(«)  Provincial  building. — ^To  assign  rooms  for  offices  in  the  pro- 
vincial building. 

(/)  Roads,  bridges,  and  so  forth. — ^To  order,  in  its  discretion,  the 
construction,  repan:,  or  maintenance  of  roads,  bridges,  and  ferries 
within  its  control,  and  to  approve  or  reject  contracts  for  such  con- 
struction and  repair,  and  the  construction  and  repair  of  provincial 
buildings  rented  oy  the  provincial  secretary-treasurer,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  senior  supervising  engineer. 

\g)  Boundary  roads,  oridges,  and  so  forth. — ^To  a^ee  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  chi^  engineer  with  the  provmcial  board  of 
an  adjoining  province  on  the  terms  within  the  limitations  of  law, 
upon  which  roads  forming  the  boimdary  between  the  two  provinces, 
and  bridges  and  ferries  crossing  streams  forming  such  boimdary. 
shall  be  constructed,  repaired,  or  maintained  under  the  joint  control 
of  the  two  provincial  governments.  In  the  event  of  failure  of  the 
two  interested  provinces  to  agree,  the  controversy  shall  be  decided 
by  the  department  governor,  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

(h)  Srnts  on  hemlf  of  the  province. — ^To  direct,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  department  governor  as  provided  in  subsection  (Jc) 
of  section  two  thousand  five  himdred  and  seventy-one  hereof,  the 
bringing  or  defense  of  suits  on  behalf  of  the  provincial  government 
and  to  compromise  the  same  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
provincial  fiscal. 

(i)  Payment  of  salaries,  dehts,  and  so  forth. — ^To  order  the  monthly 
payment  of  all  salaries  provided  by  law  and  the  payment  of  all  law- 
rufly  contracted  indebtedness,  in  accordance  with  sudh  rules  and 
regulations  as  the  department  treasurer  may  prescribe.  The  pro- 
vincial board  of  every  province  composed  in  part  of  a  subprovmce 
is  authorized,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  department  governor, 
to  fix  or  change  by  resolution  tne  salaries  of  the  heutenant  or  deputy 
governors  of  such  subprovince. 

Sf)  Chrt  and  sledge  tax. — ^To  provide  in  its  discretion,  a  tax  on  carts 
sledges  for  the  protection  of  improved  roads,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  department  governor. 

Ve)  Deposit  of  provincial  funds. — ^To  authorize  the  provincial  secre- 
tary-treasurer to  deposit  so  much  of  the  provincial  funds  as  may  not 
be  needed  in  the  near  future  for  pubUc  use  in  a  bank  of  deposit  of 
approved  standing  in  the  Islands.  All  interest  paid  on  such  deposit 
shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  provincial  treasury,  and  no  funds  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  bank  by  the  treasurer  until  there  shall  be  spread 
upon  the  minutes  of  the  board  a  resolution  reciting  and  approving 
the  exact  terms  of  the  contract  of  deposit  in  the  bank.  The  bank 
shall  certify  the  monthly  balances  of  provincial  funds  held  by  it  to 
the  provincial  governor  and  to  the  department  treasurer.     But  the 

Srovmcial  treasurer  of  any  province  organized  imder  this  title,  shall 
eposit  his  smylus  provincial  fimds  with  the  department  treasurer 
whenever  the  aepartment  treasurv  shall  be  designated  as  the  deposi- 
tory for  the  provincial  funds  of  the  province  by  the  department 
treasurer. 
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(i)  Meetings. — ^To  hold  r^ular  weekly  meetings  upon  a  day  to  be 
fixed  by  the  board,  and  specml  meetings  upon  the  call  of  the  governor. 
The  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  open  to  the  pubhc. 

(m)  AgncuUural  pests. — To  adopt,  by  resolution,  regulations  for 
the  suppression  of  any  agricultural  pest  like  locusts  or  cattle  disease, 
to  post  the  same  in  five  conspicuous  places  in  each  pueblo,  to  provide 
for  enforcement  of  same  by  fixing  penalty  for  tneir  violation  not 
exceeding  two  himdred  pesos  fine  or  thirty  days'  imprisonment,  and 
to  appropriate  from  the  provincial  treasury  the  necessary  expenses 
in  organizing  the  temporary  force  of  emf>loyees  needed  to  enforce 
regulations  and  in  paying  costs  of  prosecutions  before  justices  of  the 
peace. 

(n)  Hours  of  labor. — ^To  adopt  rules  regulating  the  hours  of  employ- 
ment of  the  subordinates  in  the  various  provincial  offices,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  administrative  council. 

(o)  Provincial  seal. — To  provide  a  seal  for  the  province. 

(p)  School  buHdingSj  construction,  and  so  forth. — ^To  provide,  if 
deemed  expedient  by  the  provincial  board,  by  construction,  pur- 
chase, or  renting,  such  school  building  or  buildings  in  the  province 
as  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  may  be  necessary,  to  be  used  for  the 
free  seconaary  instruction  of  pupds  resident  in  the  province,  such 
secondary  instruction  being  understood  to  include,  m  addition  to 
academic  and  commercial  subjects,  manual  training,  instruction  in 
agriculture,  and  normal-school  instruction,  and  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  all  expenses  of  maintaining  sucn  pubUc  school  or  schools 
of  secondary  instruction  as  may  be  established  in  the  province,  and 
the  schools  in  their  establishment  and  conduct  shall  oe  subject  to 
the  general  supervision  and  control  of  the  superintendent  of  schools 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  two  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  seventy-eight  hereof.  Until  such  time,  however,  as  the 
department  governor  shall  decide  that  the  condition  of  fiiiances  of 
the  province  will  justify  for  the  future  the  pajrment  of  the  salaries  of 
teacners  and  the  expense  of  suppHes  and  equipment  for  secondary 
schools  from  the  provincial  treasury,  such  salaries  and  expense  may 
be  borne  by  the  department.  And  if  for  any  reason  a  province  is  not 
prepared  to  establish  a  secondary  or  high  school,  the  provincial 
Doard  of  such  province  may  provide  from  the  provincial  funds  for 
the  payment  of  the  tuition,  in  a  high  school  in  any  other  province  or 
in  the  city  of  Manila,  of  such  pupi^  as  may  wish  to  enter  such  lugh 
school  and  are  declared  by  the  proper  school  authorities  to  be  espe- 
cially fitted  and  qualified  to  receive  secondary  instruction. 

(g)  ATUmancefoT  students  under  certain  conditions. — To  appropriate 
from  the  general  fimds  of  the  province,  not  otherwise  appropnated, 
the  amoxmt  necessary  for  one  or  two  permanent  allowances  at  a  rate 
of  not  exceeding  forty  pesos  a  month  each  for  one  or  two  students  in 
the  University  of  the  Philippines  or  in  any  governmental  educational 
institution  beyond  the  limits  of  the  province,  for  such  purposes  and 
imder  such  conditions  as  are  prescribed  by  general  law. 

(r)  Loans  to  municipalities. — ^To  appropriate,  in  its  discretion, 
moneys  from  any  of  its  fimds  in  excess  of  aM  just  debts  and  liabilities 
falling  due  withm  the  fiscal  year,  except  those  funds  the  use  of  which 
is  otherwise  specifically  fixed  by  law,  for  loans  to  municipaUties  or 
districts  of  the  province  under  such  conditions  as  to  the  use  of  the 
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funds  loaned  and  as  to  the  repayment  of  the  loans  with  interest  at 
three  per  centum  j)er  annum  as  may  be  fixed  by  tixe  provincial  board. 

(«)  Employees  injured  in  line  of  duty, — ^To  provide,  in  its  discretion, 
for  Uie  payment  from  provincial  funds  of  their  r^ular  compensation 
during  the  period  of  tneir  disability,  not  exceedmg  ninety  days,  to 
uncla^ified  emplovees  of  the  provincial  government,  including 
laborers,  when  said  employees  or  laborers  are  injured  in  the  line  of 
duty,  the  necessary  expenses  of  medical  attendance,  transportation, 
and  hospital  fees  for  such  injured  employees  or  laborers,  and  in  case 
of  their  death  from  said  injuries,  their  reasonable  burial  expenses  and 
a  donation  in  money  to  the  family  of  the  deceased  employee  or 
laborer  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  ninety  days'  pay. 

(0  Salaries  in  municipal  capitals, — ^To  authorize  municipal  coun- 
cils of  the  capitals  of  provinces  and  subprovinces  to  fix  the  salaries  of 
the  municipal  oflBcers  of  said  capitals  at  an  amount  higher  than  that 
authorized  in  the  scale  established  in  chapter  fifty  hereof  according 
to  the  class  of  the  municipaUty,  and  to  exempt  capitals  of  provinces 
from  compliance  with  any  provision  of  law  wnich  restricts  the  power 
of  a  municipal  council  in  the  free  disposition  of  their  own  funds. 

{u)  Land  and  cedula  tax,  extension  of  payment. — ^To  extend  by 
resolution,  whenever  in  its  judgment  the  pubhc  interest  requires 
the  time  for  the  payment  of  the  land  tax  or  cedula  personal  tax  with- 
out penalty,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months. 

(t?)  Remission  of  land  tax. — To  remit,  by  a  resolution,  by  reason  of 

!;eneral  failure  of  crops  or  for  other  good  and  sufficient  cause,  the  col- 
ection  of  the  land  tax  in  the  province  in  whole  or  in  part  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  one  year  at  a  time.  The  department  governor,  also, 
may  of  his  own  motion  remit  the  collection  of  the  land  tax  in  any  of 
the  provinces  organized  under  this  title  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  subsection  (i)  of  section  two  thousand  five  hundred  and 
seventy-one  hereof. 

{w)  Increased  cedula  tax. — ^To  provide  by  resolution,  in  its  discre- 
tion, for  the  increased  cedula  tax,  and  said  resolution  shall  be  and 
remain  in  force  and  effect  during  the  year  of  its  adoption  and  also 
subsequent  years  without  further  action  by  the  board  until  repealed 
by  another  resolution  of  said  board,  and  perform  such  other  duties 
r^arding  the  cedula  tax  as  are  imposed  by  law  on  provincial  boards 
generally. 

(x)  Approval  hy  department  governor. — No  appropriation  or  reso- 
lution made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  subsections  (g),  (r),  (s). 
(0,  (u)j  (v),  and  (w)  of  this  section  shall  be  vaUd  or  take  effect  until 
it  shaU  have  been  approved  by  the  department  governor,  or  unless 
and  until  thirty  days  Mter  receipt  of  notice  thereof  by  the  department 
governor  shall  have  passed  without  the  disapproval  of  the  depart- 
ment governor  having  been  given. 

iy)  Offices  and  equivmentjor  certain  officers. — ^To  provide  and  equip 
by  construction,  purchase,  or  renting  smtable  offices  for  the  following 
officers,  in  addition  to  such  provincial  offijCers  herein  expressly  pro- 
vided, to  wit.  district  auditor,  division  superintendent  of  schools, 
and  ODserver  tor  the  Weather  Bureau,  and  such  other  officers  as  may 
be  authorized  to  render  service  in  connection  with  the  provincial 
governments  herein  established. 
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(z)  Surveys  amd  excmbw^iti(m8.— To  order,  in  its  discretion  As 
execution  by  the  senior  supervising  engineer  at  provincial  expense 
of  such  minor  surveys  ana  examinations  as  may  be  necessary  to 
determine  the  advisabiUty  of  making  public  improvements,  either 
by  the  provincial  government,  the  department,  or  the  Insular  Gov- 
ernment, within  tne  jurisdiction  of  the  province.  But  no  surrey 
or  examination  costing  more  than  five  himdred  pesos  shall  be  com- 
menced without  the  previous  approval  of  the  department  governor. 

(ad)  Provincial  pound. — ^To  provide  a  provincial  poimd.

Sec.  2594.  Provincial  toU  ferries. — ^Whenever  for  thirty  days  after 
service  of  a  request  by  the  provincial  board  any  mimicipality  dedines 
or  neglects  to  estabhsh  ana  maintain  a  suitable  system  of  lerries  for 

Eublic  use,  the  provincial  board  may  designate,  subject  to  revocation 
y  the  department  governor,  such  ferries  as  provincial  toll  ferries, 
may  make  appropriations  from  the  provincial  road  and  bridge  fund 
for  the  construction,  maintenance,  and  operation  thereof,  and  may 
from  time  to  time,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  department  governor, 
establish  reasonable  rates  of  tolls  to  be  paid  for  the  use  thereof. 
Officers  and  enlisted  men  and  civil  employees  of  the  United  States 
Army,  Navy,  and  Marine  Corps,  other  oranches  of  the  Federal 
service,  and.  other  Government  officials  and  employees  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  payment  of  such  tolls.  The  proceeds  from  any 
such  provincial  toll  ferry  shall  go  into  and  become  a  part  of  the  pro- 
vincial road  and  bridge  fimd  of  the  province  in  which  the  feny  is 
operated. 

Whenever  either  the  department  governor  or  the  provincial  board 
shall  decide  that  the  financial  situation  of  a  province  is  such  that  the 
collection  of  tolls  on  any  ferry  may  be  discontinued  without  injury 
to  the  welfare  of  the  province,  the  department  governor  or  the  pro- 
vincial board,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  so  order  and  thereafter  such 
ferry  shall  be  free  for  public  use.  '

Convention  of  municipal  presiderUs. — ^The  provinciil 
board  is  hereby  authorized,  whenever  in  its  discretion  the  public  good 
requires,  to  call  a  convention  or  meeting  of  anj  or  all  of  the  munidpa' 
presidents  of  the  province  at  such  place  and  time  as  it  may  designate, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presidents  called  to  attend  the  same. 
Not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  four  such  conventions  or  meetings 
shall  be  called  in  any  one  year  except  upon  previous  approval  of  tfc 
department  governor.  In  case  any  such  convention  or  meeting  is 
caued  for  the  purpose  of  considering  or  acting  on  special  business,  the 
call  shall  so  state.    The  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expens<e 
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going  and  returning,  of  the  presidents  called  and  actually  attending 
such  meetings  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  provincial  treasury  upon 
approval  by  the  provincial  board,  but  shall  not  exceed  the  maximum 
amount  allowed  oy  law  for  traveling  expenses  of  provincial  officers. 
During  the  time  that  the  municipal  president  is  absent  for  the  purpose 
of  attending  any  such  meeting  the  vice-president  shall  act  in  his  juace 
and  shall  receive  therefor  out  of  the  municipal  treasury  a  sum  equal 
to  the  salary  due  the  president  for  the  same  time.  The  president 
shall  also  receive  the  salary  while  absent  for  the  said  purpose.

Sec.  2597.  Provincial  secretary-treasurer — Duties  and  powers. — 
There  shall  be  a  provincial  secretary-treasurer;  but  the  department 
governor  may,  in  his  discretion,  authorize  the  department  treasurer 
m  person  or  by  deputies  to  periorm,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  duties 
devolving  upon  the  provincial  secretary-treasurer,  without  extra 
compensation,  and  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  department  treas- 
urer or  his  deputies,  when  acting  as  provincial  secretary-treasurers, 
shall  be  a  proper  charge  against  the  funds  of  the  respective  prov- 
inces. The  secretary-treasurer  shall  be  the  chief  financial  officer  of 
the  province,  and  his  duties  shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  Assessment  of  property, — He  shall  keep  on  file  a  copy  of  the 
tax  assessment  list  of  all  real  property  in  the  province  in  nis  office, 
and  shall  make  an  alphabetical  mdex  thereof,  which  list  and  alphabeti- 
cal index  shall  be  a  pubhc  record. 

(6)  Collection  of  taxes. — ^Except  where  otherwise  specially  provided, 
he  shall,  by  himself  or  deputy,  collect  all  taxes  imposed  upon  prop- 
erty or  persons  in  the  province. 

(c)  Appointment  of  derJcs.  deputies,  and  so  forth. — He  shall  have 

Sower  to  appoint  as  many  deputies  or  clerks  in  his  office  as  he  may 
eem  necessary,  after  he  has  obtained  the  approval  of  the  provincial 
board  and  the  department  treasurer.  Such  deputies  and  ckrks  shall 
be  selected  under  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Service  Law.  He  may 
also  require  any  mumcipal  treasurer  to  act  as  deputy  provincial 
treasurer. 

(d)  Custodian  of  funds. — He  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  funds  and 
property  of  the  province  and  shall  account  for  all  such  in  accordance 
witn  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  for  such  treas- 
urers. 

(e)  Register  of  certificates. — ^He  shall  keep  in  his  office  open  to  the 
inspection  of  any  person,  a  register  of  all  certificates  of  registration 
issued  in  his  province. 

If)  Tax  assessor.— lie  shall  act  as  ex  officio  provincial  assessor. 

(g)  Accounts  to  district  auditor. — ^The  provincial  treasurer  shall  ren- 
der such  accoimts  as  the  district  auditor  may  require  of  him. 

(h)  Beguisition  of  supplies — ProperU/  a^ccount — All  supplies,  equip- 
ment, or  property  shall  be  purchased  by  him  from  the  department 
treasurer  upon  the  order  of  the  provincial  board,  for  the  use  of  the 

Erovincial  officers,  except  such  supplies  and  equipment  which  may 
e  purchased  in  the  local  market  at  economical  rates.  Every  requi- 
sition shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of 
the  provincial  board  or  municipal  coimcil  making  the  necessary 
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appropriation  to  cover  the  cost  and  expenses  thereof,  together  with 
a  certificate  showing  that  there  is  sufficient  money  in  the  provincial 
or  municipal  treitsiiry  to  cover  the  cost  and  expenses  incurred  by 
reason  of  the  requisition. 

(i)  Mining  recorder. — He  shall  act  as  mining  recorder  for  the 
province. 

(j)  Record  of  licenses, — He  shall  keep  a  record,  open  to  public 
inspection,  of  the  names  of  all  persons  paying  municipal  licenses  or 
privilege  taxes,  arranged  alphabetically. 

(]c)  Additional  duties, — He  shall  perform  such  other  lawful  duties 
as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  department  treasurer.

Sec.  2598.  Collection  of  provincial  taxes, — The  taxes  levied  by 
order  of  the  provincial  board  shall  be  collected  at.  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  as  taxes  levied  for  municipal  purposes  in  accord- 
ance with  legislation  now  existing  or  hereafter  enacted  and  the  same 
procedure  for  appeal  now  or  hereafter  provided  for  municipal  taxa- 
tion shall  be  open  to  a  taxpayer  who  disputes  the  legality  of  the  pro- 
vincial taxes.  All  the  provisions  of  law  for  the  assessment  of  the 
value  of  taxable  property,  for  the  enforcement  of  the  collection  of 
taxes  and  the  forfeiture  of  property  for  delinquent  taxes  together 
with  the  redemption  of  land  and  the  remedies  therein  provided  for 
alleged  imjust  taxes,  shall  apply  to  the  collection  and  enforcement 
of  provincial  taxes,  including  the  provision  for  penalties,  and  the 
mimicipal  and  provincial  taxes  may  be  collected  in  one  legal  pro- 
ceeding in  the  name  of  the  provincial  treasurer  for  the  use  of  tiie 
municipality  and  the  province.

Abtiole  VI. — Suspensions  and  removals. 

Sec.  2599.  Procedure  in  general, — ^The  following  shall  be  the  ^n- 
eral  procedure  in  removal  and  suspension  of  provincial  and  municipal 
officers  and  employees: 

(a)  Provincial  officers, — Provincial  officers  may  be  suspended  and 
removed  for  cause  by  the  department  governor  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  subsection  (g)  of  section  two  thousand  five  hundred 
and  seventy-one  hereof.  The  action  of  the  department  governor 
removing  a  provincial  officer  may  be  reviewed  by  the  Governor-General 
upon  appeal  filed  by  the  respondent  officer. 

(5)  Provincial  employees. — Provincial  employees  other  than  offi- 
cers may  be  suspended  by  the  provincial  governor  and  removed  by 
the  majority  vote  of  the  provincial  board^  from  whose  decision  an 
appeal  shall  lie  to  the  department  governor. 

(c)  Municival  officers, — ^MunicipS  officers  and  chiefs  of  police  may 
be  suspended  oy  the  provincial  governor  and  removed  b v  the  majority  • 
vote  of  the  provincial  board.    In  case  of  removal,  the  respondent 
municipal  omcer  shall  be  entitled  to  an  appeal  to  the  department 
governor  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

(d)  Municipal  employees, — ^Municipal  employees  other  than  officei^ 
may  be  suspended  by  the  mimicipal  president  and  removed  by  the 
majority  vote  of  the  municipal  council,  except  clerks  of  the  mumcipal 
treasurer  who  may  only  be  suspended  by  the  latter.    In  case  of 
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remoyal,  the  respondent  municipal  employee  maj  appeal  to  the 
proviacial  board  whose  decision  snail  be  final. 

(e)  Oeneral  provisions, — ^Whenever  any  provincial  or  mnnicipal 
officer  or  employee  shall  be  suspended  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  suspending  omcer 
not  later  than  ten  days  from  the  day  of  the  suspension  to  file  written 
charges  with  the  provincial  board  or  mxmicipal  council,  as  the  case 
may  be,  setting  forth  the  nature  of  the  complaints  made  against 
the  suspended  officer  or  employee.  The  board  or  coimcil  shall,  at 
its  first  meeting  held  thereatter,  whether  the  same  be  a  regular  or 
special  meeting,  furnish  a  copy  of  said  charges  to  the  accused  officer 
or  emplbyee  with  a  notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing 
upon  said  charges,  and  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  the  board 
or  council  shall  proceed  to  hear  and  investigate  tne  truth  or  f alsitv 
of  the  said  charges,  giving  the  suspended  officer  or  employee  full 
opportunity  to  be  heard.  The  hearing  shall  occur  as  soon  as  may 
be  practicable  and  in  any  event  not  later  than  fifteen  days  from  the 
date  the  accused  is  furnished  a  copy  of  the  charges,  imless  the  sus- 
pended officer  or  employee  shall,  on  good  and  siifficient  reasons, 
reauest  an  extension  of  time  to  prepare  his  defense.  The  hearing 
before  the  board  or  council  shall  be  pubhc  and  shall  be  held  without 
any  unnecessary  dday,  and  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses  shall  be 
t-aken  in  writing,  mtrdn  thirty  days  after  completion  of  the  inves- 
tigation, the  board  or  coxmcil  snail  render  in  writing  its  findings  as 
to  the  truth  or  falsity  of  the  charges  and  decide  whether  or  not  the 
accused  shall  be  dismissed  from  the  service  or  pimished  by  sus- 
pension not  to  exceed  six  months.  Prom  the  decision  of  the  board 
or  council  the  respondent  officer  or  employee  shall  be  entitled  to  an 
appeal  as  hereinbefore  prescribed,  if  the  appeal  is  filed  within  fifteen 
days  after  receipt  by  such  respondent  officer  or  employee  of  the 
findings  and  decision  of  the  board  or  coxmcil.  Immediately  upon 
receipt  of  notice  of  such  appeal  the  board  or  council  shall  transmit 
the  record  containing  the  charges,  evidence  taken,  findings,  and 
decision  in  the  case  to  the  authority  empowered  to  decide  the  appeal. 
In  case  the  suspended  officer  or  employee  is  ordered  reinstated, 
payment  may  be  ordered  of  his  salary  for  the  time  of  his  suspension, 
but  in  no  case  shall  payment  of  salary  during  the  period  of  suspension 
be  made  to  a  suspended  officer  or  employee  who  has  been  reinstated, 
unless  sueh  payment  is  expressly  ordered  to  be  made  by  the  depart- 
ment governor. 

(f)  Special  powers  of  department  aovemor. — ^The  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  be  construed  to  deprive  the  department  governor 
of  the  power  to  investigate  on  his  own  motion,  and  for  cause  to  sus- 
pend any  officer  or  employee  of  the  department  or  poUtical  subdi- 
vision tnereof,  and,  witn  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  adminis- 
trative coimcil,  remove  such  officer  or  employee.

Chapter  54.--THE  MUNICIPAL  GOVERNMENTS. 
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Article  VI. — Municipal  dUtricU. 
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Article  I. — Oeneral  provisions. 

Sec.  2600.  Municipal  corporations, — ^The  provincial  board  of  any 
province  established  under  this  title  may  by  resolution  approved  by 
the  department  governor,  organize  any  territory  within  tne  province 
as  a  municipality  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

(a)  Mumdpdtities  excepted. — Mimicipalities  heretofore  estabhahed 
within  the  department  are  continued  and  recognized  as  municipal 
corporations  unless  and  until  reorganized  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  title. 

(i)  Names  and  corporate  powers, — ^Mimicipalities  organized  hei^ 
under  shall  be  known  oy  the  names  heretofore  adopted,  unless  other- 
wise specifically  stated  m  the  resolution  of  the  provincial  board  ap- 
proved by  the  department  governor.  Under  such  names  they  maj 
sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  acquire  and  how 
real  and  personal  property  for  the  general  interests  of  the  munid- 
pality,  and  exercise  all  the  powers  hereinafter  conferred  upon  them 
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(c)  Division  into  larrios. — ^Each  mimicipality  shall  be  divided  into 
barrios.  For  the  purpose  of  the  first  elections  existiog  barrios  shall 
be  recognized,  unless  expressly  readjusted  bv  resolution  of  the  pro- 
vincial board  creating  the  municipahty,  which  resolution  shall  fix  the 
capital  thereof. 

(d)  Classijfi^aiion. — ^Municipalities  of  the  first  class  shall  be  those 
wbich  contain  not  less  than  twenty-five  thousand  inhabitants,  and 
those  which  are  the  seat  of  a  provincial  government  regardless  of  the 
number  of  inhabitants;  of  the  second  class,  those  containing  eighteen 
thousand  and  less  than  twenty-five  thousand  inhabitante;  of  the 
third  class,  those  containing  ten  thousand  and  less  than  eighteen 
thousand  inhabitants;  of  the  fourth  class,  those  containing  less  than 
ten  thousand  inhabitants. 

(e)  Department  governor  determines  classijication. — ^In  case  of  con- 
troversy the  department  governor  shall  determine  to  which  class  a 
municipahty  shall  belong.

Sec.  2601.  Municipal  salaries. — ^The  president  and  municipal  sec- 
retary shall  receive  such  slaries  as  the  coimcil  shall  fix-  the  salary  of 
the  municipal  treasurer  shall  be  fixed  by  the  provincial  board.  The 
municipal  treasurer  inay  also  act  as  a  deputv  of  the  provincial  treas- 
urer and  receive  additional  compensation  therefor,  to  be  paid  from 
provincial  funds,  as  the  provincial  board  may  fix  and  the  department 
governor  approve.  Salaries  shall  not  exceed  the  following  rates  per 
annum: 

(a)  Municipalities f  first-ckLss. — ^In  cases  of  mimicipalities  of  the 
first  class:  For  president,  one  thousand  two  himdred  pesos;  for 
municipal  secretary,  eight  hundred  pesos;  and  for  municipal  treas- 
m*er,  nme  himdred  pesos. 

(J)  Municipalities,  secondrdass. — In  cases  of  municipalities  of  the 
second  class:  For  president,  one  thousand  pesos;  for  municipal  sec- 
retary, five  hundred  pesos;  and  for  municipal  treasurer,  six  himdred 

(c)  MunidpalitieSf  tJiird-cktss. — ^In  cases  of  municipalities  of  the 
third  dass:  For  president,  eight  hundred  pesos;  for  municipal  secre- 
tary, four  hundred  pesos;  and  for  municipal  treasurer,  four  hundred 
pesos. 

(d)  Municipalities,  jfourth-dass. — ^In  cases  of  municipalities  of  the 
fourth  class:  For  president,  six  hxmdred  pesos;  for  municipal  secre- 
tary, three  hundred  pesos;  and  for  municipal  treasurer,  three  hundred 
pesos*  « 

(e)  Salary  of  acting  jpresiderit. — ^The  salary  of  the  president,  during 
the  period  when  the  vice-president  or  a  coimcilor  performs  the  duties 
(rf  president,  shall  be  drawn  by  the  vice-president  or  the  councilor 
penorming  such  duties. 

(J)  Honorary  offices, — ^The  vice-president  and  the  councilors,  except 
when  serving  as  president,  shall  receive  no  compensation,  their  oflBices 
being  honorary.  But  with  the  approval  of  the  provincial  board  fifst 
had,  the  mimicipal  coimcil  is  authorized  to  fix  the  rate  or  rates  for 
reimbursement  of  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  incurred 
by  the  vice-president  and  coimcilors  in  attending  sessions  of  the 
council. 

(g)  Municipal  treasurer  a«  secretary — AdditioTuU  compensation, — 
Whenever  the  municipal  treasurer  shall,  in  addition  to  the  regular 
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duties  of  his  office,  perform  the  duties  of  municipal  secretary  pre- 
scribed in  section  two  thousand  six  hundred  and  nine  hereof,  the  mu- 
nicipal council  shall  fix  the  extra  compensation  which  he  shall  receive 
therefor;  but  in  no  case  shall  the  total  salary  received  by  the  municipal 
treasurer  from  municipal  funds  exceed  the  limit  fixed  by  law  for  sala- 
ries of  municipal  presidents,  except  as  hereinafter  provided.  Tlie 
eligibility  of  a  municipal  treasurer  for  his  office  shall  be  sufficient 
(jualification  for  his  performance  of  the  duties  of  mimicipal  secretary 
in  accordance  with  tne  provisions  of  this  paragraph. 

(A)  Maximum  salary  madeqnate —  May  be  raised. — When,  by  reason 
of  exceptional  circumstances,  the  maximum  salary  herein  authorized 
for  any  nonelective  municipal  officer  is  found  by  the  provincial  board 
to  be  inadequate,  that  board  may  fix  and  the  department  governor 
approve  such  higher  rate  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  and  retain 
the  services  of  a.  competent  appointee,  and  such  salary  shall  be  paid 
from  the  funds  of  the  municipality  concerned,  other  provisions  of  this 
title  to  the  contrary  notwithstanoing.

Sec.  2602.  Government — How  vested. — ^The  government  of  each 
municipality  established  under  this  chapter  is  hereby  vested  in  a 
president,  a  vice-president,  and  one  representative  from  each  barrio 
of  the  municipality  who  shall  be  designated  as  councilor.

Abtiole  n. — Municipal  officers  and  employees. 

Sec.  2603.  Appointment  of  president — Election  of  vice-president  ad 
councilors. — ^The  mimicipal  president  shall  be  appointed  by  the  pro- 
vincial governor  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  aepartment  eovernor. 
The  vice-president  shall  be  chosen  at  large  by  the  qualified  electors  of 
the  municipahty ;  the  coimcilor  of  each  oamo  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
qualified  efcctors  of  the  barrio. 

The  provisions  of  the  Election  Law  not  inconsistent  with  this  titk

Sec.  2604.  Other  nonelective  offixiers. — ^There  shall  be  in  each  munici- 
pahty a  secretary,  a  treasurer,  and  such  other  nonelective  oflSicers  and 
employees  as  the  council  shall  deem  necessary  and  provide  for  and  the 
provincial  board  shall  authorize^  except  that  in  municipaUties  when 
the  provincial  board  may  deem  it  necessary  for  purposes  of  economy, 
the  Doard  may  by  resolution  provide  that  the  duties  of  municipJ 
secretary  and  municipal  treasurer  shall  be  performed  by  one  officer 
who  shall  be  known  as  the  municipal  secretary-treasurer  and  who 
shall  be  appointed  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed  for  the 
municipal  treasiirer.

(a)  Term  oj  offiice. — ^All  appdi&tive  omcers  and  employees  shaD  hold 
office  during  good  behailor. 
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(6)  Additional  powers  and  duties. — Every  municipal  officer  shall, 
in  addition  to  the  powers  and  duties  in  this  title  expressly  imposed 
and  granted,  have  such  further  powers  and  perform  such  further 
duties  as  may  he  prescribed  by  law  or  ordinance.

Sec.  2606.  Qualifications. — ^Municipal  officers  and  employees  shall 
have  the  following  qualifications  in  general: 

(a)  President f  vice-president,  and  cotmcHors. — ^A  president,  vice- 
presi  lent,  or  councilor  shall  nave  the  qualifications  prescribed  by 
iaw  for  elective  municipal  officers,  except  that  in  the  case  of  an  ap- 

gointive  municipal  president  it  will  be  sufficient  if  he  is  a  duly  quali- 
ed  elector  of  the  province. 
(6)  Secretary. — A  secretary  shall  be  able  to  read,  write,  and  speak 
intelligently  a  local  dialect  generally  understood  in  the  mimicipality, 
and  the  Spanish  or  English  language. 

(c)  Ecclesiastics,  soldiers,  ana  so  forth. — In  no  case  shall  there  be 
elected  or  appointed  to  a  municipal  office  ecclesiastics;  soldiers  in 
active  service;  persons  receiving  salaries  from  provincial,  depart- 
mental, or  Insular  funds;  those  who  are  delinquent  in  the  payment 
of  public  taxes;  or  contractors  for  public  works  within  the  province.

Article  III. — The  municipal  executive. 

Sec.  2607.  Th^  municipal  president. — ^Tlie  municipal  president  shall 
be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  mimicipality  and  shall  have  the 
following  general  powers  and  duties: 

(a)  Observation  and  enforcement  of  laws. — He  shall  take  care  that 
all  laws,  ordinances,  regulations,  and  resolutions  in  force  in  the 
municipality  are  duly  observed  and  executed  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  mumcipality. 

(6)  Authority  over  municipal  ofilcers. — He  shall  see  that  all  other 
officers  of  the  municipality  faithfully  discharge  their  respective 
duties,  and  to  that  end  may.  with  the  approval  ol  the  provincial  gov- 
ernor, cause  to  be  instituted  any  ap{)ropriate  criminal  action  or  take 
other  proceedings  to  bring  the  attention  of  the  proper  superior  officer 
to  the  derelictions  of  the  municipal  official. 

(c)  Recomm^endations  to  council. — ^He  shall  give  to  the  municipal 
council  from  time  to  time  such  information  and  recommend  such 
measures  as  he  shall  deem  advantageous  to  the  municipality. 

(d)  Meetings  of  council. — ^He  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
municipal  council^  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  on  ordinances  or 
other  matters  commg  before  the  council  only  in  the  case  of  a  tie  vote; 
shall  sign  the  secretary's  record  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting 
of  the  council,  at  the  same  meeting  at  which  same  is  approved  by 
the  council;  and  shall  sign  all  ordinances  and  resolutions. 

(e)  Bonds,  contracts,  and  so  forth. — He  shall  sign  all  bonds,  con- 
tracts, and  obligations  of  the  municipality,  pursuant  to  a  resolution 
of  the  council,  in  each  instance,  unless  otherwise  herein  provided. 

(f)  AppfointrnerUs. — ^He  shall  appoint,  by  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  council,  the  mimicipal  secre- 
tary, all  nonelective  municipal  officers  and  employees  that  may  be 
provided  for  by  law  or  by  ordinance  with  the  exception  of  school- 
teachers, the  mimicipal  treasurer,  and  his  subordinates;  but  the  ap- 
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pointment  of  municipal  secretary  and  chief  of  police  shall  be  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  provincial  governor.  ^ 

ig)  Nominations. — He  shall  make  all  nominations  at  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  council  after  assuming  the  duties  of  his  office  except  for 
those  offices  and  employments  in  which  a  vacancy  may  occur  auring 
his  term.  In  case  the  council  shall  reject  any  of  the  nominations 
made  by  him,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  appeal  to  the  provincial  board 
whose  decision  shall  be  final.  In  case  a  vacancy  occurs  in  any  of 
the  above  named  offices  during  the  term  of  office  of  the  president,  he 
shall  submit  agnomination  to  the  council  at  the  first  regular  meeting 
after  the  occurrence  of  the  vacancy. 

(A)  Judicial  proceedings. — He  shall  cause  to  be  instituted  judicial 
proceedings  to  recover  property  and  funds  of  the  municipality 
wherever  found  or  otherwise  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  munici- 
pality, and  shall  cause  to  be  defended  all  suits  against  the  munici- 
pality, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  municipal  coimcil. 

(t)  Public  order  J  calamities  y  and  so  forth. — He  shall  issue  orders  re- 
lating to  the  police  or  to  public  safety,  and  orders  for  the  purpose  of 
avoiding  conflagrations,  floods,  and  the  effects  of  storms  or  other 
public  calamities. 

(j)  Collection  of  taxes. — ;He  shall  assist  the  provincial  treasurer  and 
his  deputies  in  the  collection  of  taxes. 

(k)  Judicial  powers. — ^He  shall  act  as  ex  ojido  justice  of  the  peace 
for  the  municipality  in  the  absence  of  the  justice  and  auxiliary  justice 
of  the  peace  therein,  subject  to  the  provisions  and  limitations  of 
general  law.  Fees  collected  by  him  while  acting  as  justice  of  the 
peace  shall  be  covered  into  the  municipal  treasury. 

(Z)  Inspection  of  barrios. — He  shall  at  least  once  every  three 
months  visit  every  barrio  within  the  municipality. 

(m)  Armv/il  report. — He  shall,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  Jan- 
uary of  each  year,  prepare  and  present  to  the  provincial  governor  an 
annual  report  covering  the  operations  of  the  municipal  government 
during  the  preceding  year.

Sec.  2608.  The  vice-president — ^The  vice-president  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  municipal  council  and  shall,  during  the  temporary 
absence  of  the  president  from  the  municipality  or  his  disability  for 
any  reason,  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office  and  exercise  all  his 
powers;  and  in  case  of  death,  removal,  or  permanent  disability  of 
the  municipal  president  the  vice-president  shall  act  as  temporary 
president  until  a  new  president  is  appointed  and  qualified.

Sec.  2609.  TJie  municipal  secretary. — ^The  mimicipal  secretary 
shall  have  the  following  general  powers  and  duties: 

(a)  Council  meeting. — He  shall  act  as  secretary  of  the  municipal 
coimcil,  whose  meetings  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  attend. 

(5)  Journal  of  proceedings. — He  shall  record  all  ordinances  passed 
by  the  municipal  council  with  the  dates  of  the  passage  and  pubhcation 
01  the  same. 

(c)  Seal. — He  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal  and  affix  the  same  with 
his  signature  to  all  ordinances  and  other  official  acts  of  the  president 
or  council. 
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(d)  Posting. — He  shall  cause  each  ordinance  passed  to  be  posted 
as  herem  provided. 

(e)  Documents,  and  so  forth, — ^He  shall  have  charge  of  all  records 
and  documents  of  the  municipality  for  which  provision  is  not  other- 
wise made,  and  shall,  on  demand  furnish  certified  copies  of  all  munici- 
pal records  and  documents  and  collect  and  receive  therefor  a  fee  of  ten 
centavos  per  one  hundred  words  which  shall  accrue  to  the  municipal 
treasury. 

if)  Civil  register, — He  shall  keep  a  civil  register  as  prescribed  for 
the  regularly  organized  municipalities. 

(flf)  Ordinances,  resolutions,  and  so  forth, — He  shall,  within  thirty- 
six  nours  after  any  session  oi  the  council  or  the  issuance  of  an  execu- 
tive order,  forward  a  correct  and  certified  copy  of  each  act,  resolution, 
and  ordinance  passed  thereat,  and  of  every  executive  order,  properly 
numbered,  to  tne  provincial  board.  He  shall  also,  within  the  thirty- 
six  hours  aforesaid,  forward  to  the  provincial  treasurer  a  copy  of 
each  act,  resolution,  or  ordinance  authorizing  or  necessitating  the 
collection  of  municipal  revenues.  He  shall  translate  or  cause  to  be 
translated  each  ordinance  into  the  dialect  generally  spoken  in  the 
municipality  and  forward  copies  thereof  to  each  municipal  councilor. 

(h)  OtJier  duties, — He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  presi- 
dent or  coimcil  may  direct.

Article  IV. — Municipal  council  and  councilors. 

Sec.  2610.  Municipal  council — Duties, — There  shall  be  a  municipal 
council  composed  of  the  president,  vice-president,  and  one  councilor 
for  each  barrio. 

(a)  Meetings. — ^The  council  shall  fix  the  times  and  places,  for  its 
r^ular  meetings,  which  shall  be  held  once  in  every  two  weeks,  and 
shall  hold  special  meetings  when  called  by  the  president.  Any 
meeting,  regular  or  special,  may,  in  case  tne  amount  of  business 
shall  require,  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day  until  the  business  is 
completed.  Meetings  shall  be  open  to  the  public  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  its  members. 

(6)  Rules  of  procedure. — It  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings 
and  determine  its  rules  of  procedure  not  herein  set  forth. 

(c)  Quorum, — A  majority  of  the  council  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn 
from  time  to  time.  The  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  taken  and  recorded 
upon  the  passage  of  all  ordinances,  upon  all  resolutions  or  motions 
directing  the  payment  of  money  or  creating  liability,  and,  at  the 
request  of  any  member,  upon  any  other  motion  or  resolution. 

(d)  Ordinances,  resolutions,  and  so  forth. — The  affirmative  vote  of 
a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  municipal  council  shall  be  neces- 
sary for  tne  passage  of  any  ordinance  or  any  resolution,  or  motion  di- 
recting the  payment  of  money  or  creating  liability,  but  other  measures 
shall  prevail  upon  the  majonty  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any 
meeting  duly  called  and  held.  Each  ordinance  shall  be  sealed  with 
the  municipal  seal,  sigied  by  the  president  and  municipal  secretary, 
and  duly  recorded.  Each  ordinance  shall,  on  the  day  after  its  pas- 
sage, be  posted  by  the  municipal  secretary  at  the  main  entrance  to 
the  municipal  building  and  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  and 
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after  the  tenth  day  following  its  passage,  if  no  date  is  fixed  in  the 
ordinance. 

(e)  Passing  on  nominations. — ^At  the  first  regular  meeting  after 
the  ai>pointment  or  election  and  qualification  of  a  new  president,  the 
council  shall  pass  on  his  nominations  of  nonelective  municipal 
officers  and  employees  and  shall  prescribe  the  duties  of  all  appointive 
mimicipal  officers  and  employees  when  not  determined  by  tms  title 
or  municipal  ordinances. 

(f)  Annual  report  and  budget — During  the  month  of  January  of 
each  year  the  council  shall  prepare  ana  present  to  the  provincial 
treasurer  for  approval  a  report  containing  in  itemized  form  and  in 
detail: 

(1)  Inventory. — ^An  inventory  of  land,  building,  and  other  prop- 
erty, real  and  personal,  belonging  to  the  municipality,  including 
casn  in  the  treasury. 

(2)  Liabilities. — ^A  statement  of  the  liabilities  of  the  municipality. 

(3)  Revenues. — ^An  estimate  of  the  revenues  of  the  mimicipality 
from  all  sources  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  with  a  statement  opposite 
each  item  of  the  amounts  realized  from  such  sources  dming  the 
preceding  twelve  months. 

(4)  Ordinary  expenses. — ^An  estimate  of  the  ordinary  expenses 
for  the  ensuing  year  with  a  statement  opposite  each  item  of  the 
corresponding  expenses  during  the  preceding  twelve  months.  The 
estimated  expenses  shall  not  exceed  the  estmiated  resources.  Tlie 
estimate  shall  include  a  statement  of  outstanding  indebtedness,  if 
such  exists. 

(5)  Extraordinanj  expenses. — ^An  estimate  of  such  extraordinary 
expenditures  as  luay  be  necessary  for  any  purpose,  the  approximate 
total  expenditure  recommended,  and  the  amount  wnich  it  is  expected 
to  expend  during  the  ensuing  year;  also  an  itemized  statement  of 
the  extraordinary  e^xpenditures  during  the  preceding  twelve  months. 

(6)  Additional  estimate. — Expenses  not  provided  for  in  the  annual 
estimate  can  be  incurred  and  paid  only  after  the  approval  of  an  addi- 
tional estimate  therefor  in  the  manner  provided  m  this  section. 

The  report  and  budget  herein  provided  for  may  be  modified  from 
time  to  time  and  shall  be  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
provincial  treasurer.  In  case  the  comicil  is  dissatisfied  with  the  ac- 
tion of  the  provincial  treasurer  disapproving  any  item  or  iteoLs  of  the 
budget  an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  provincial  board  whose  de- 
cision shall  be  final. 

(g)  Vacancies. — ^The  provincial  governor,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  provincial  board,  shall  fill  temporary  vacancies  in  the 
offices  of  vice-president  or  mxmicipal  councilor,  and  whenever  a  pres- 
ident, vice-president,  or  councilor  is  suspended  shall  appoint  some 
person  to  discharge  his  duties  until  he  is  reinstated  or  until  he  is  re- 
moved and  the  vacancy  thus  occasioned  is  filled.  Whenever  the 
election  of  an  elective  mimicipal  officer  shall  have  resulted  in  a  faihire 
to  elect,  or  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  a  municipal  officer-elect,  pri(ff 
to  Ids  taking  office,  or  whenever  any  municipal  officer-elect  shall,  for 
any  reason,  fail  to  qualify,  the  provincial  board  shall  appoint  a  duly 
qualified  elector  of  the  mimicipality  to  fill  the  vacancy  imtil  his  suc- 
cessor shall  have  been  duly  eiectea  and  shall  have  qualified  for  the 
subsequent  term. 
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(I)  Provincidl  hoard,  supervision  hy. — ^The  provincial  board  shall 
approve  or  disapprove  any  act,  ordinance,  or  resolution,  orders  of 
the  municipal  coimcD,  and  executive  order  of  the  municipal  president. 

All  health  ordinances  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of^the  chief 
health  officer  as  provided  in  chapter  forty-eight  hereof.  Any  at- 
tempt to  enforce  such  act,  ordinance,  resolution,  or  executive  order, 
after  the  disapproval  or  suspension  thereof,  shall  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  tne  municipal  council,  shall  be  sufficient  ground  for  the 
dismissal  of  the  officer  or  officers  attempting  to  enforce  the  same. 
Should  the  council  or  the  president  be  dissatisfied  with  the  decision  of 
the  provincial  board,  an  appeal  may  be  taken  by  it  or  him  to  the 
department  governor,  who  shall  decide  the  same  question  which 
was  presented  to  the  provincial  board  and  either  affirm  or  reverse 
the  decision  of  the  provincial  board.  If  the  decision  of  the  provincial 
board  is  affirmed,  the  act,  ordinance,  resolution,  or  executive  order 
involved  shall  be  mill  and  void.  If,  however,  he  shall  reverse  the 
decision  of  the  provincial  board,  then  and  in  that  case  notice  of  his 
decision  shall  be  given  to  the  provincial  board  and  to  the  council  of 
the  municipahty  appealing,  and  upon  receipt  of  notice  bv  the  appel- 
lant, the  act,  ordinance,  resolution,  or  executive  order  shall  be  revived 
and  come  into  force  again.  Pending  the  decision  on  appeal  from  a 
decision  of  the  provincial  board  annulling  any  act,  ordinance,  reso- 
lution, or  executive  order,  the  same  shaU  have  no  force  and  eflFect. 
Nothing  in  this  subsection  shall  be  construed  to  deprive  any  judicial 
tribuneJ  of  power  to  hold  void  for  want  of  statutory  authority  any 
act,  ordinance,  or  resolution  of  a  municipal  coimcil  or  executive  order 
of  a  mimicipal  president,  the  vaUdity  of  which  shall  be  involved  in 
any  cause  arising  before  such  tribimal,  without  respect  to  the  decision 
of  the  executive  authorities.

Sec.  2611.  The  municipal  council — Powers. — ^The  municipal  council 
shall  have  power  by  ordmance  or  resolution: 

(o)  Appropriations. — ^To  make  necessary  appropriations  for  the  ex- 
penses of  government  of  the  mimicipality,  ana  estfiblish  and  fix  therein 
the  salaries  of  mimicipal  officers  and  employees,  except  as  herein  pro- 
vided. 

(6)  Property. — ^To  purchase,  receive,  hold,  sell,  lease,  convey,  and 
dispose  of  property,  real  and  personal,  for  the  benefit  of  the  mimici- 
pality. But  the  express  autnorization  of  the  provincial  governor 
shall  be  necessary  to  alienate  or  constitute  any  lien  upon  any  real 
property  of  the  municipality,  and,  with  the  prior  authorization  of  the 
department  governor,  to  close  in  whole  or  in  part  any  municipal  road, 
street,  alley,  park,  or  sauare,  and  to  devote  the  same  to  any  municipal 
purpose,  or  to  convey  tne  same,  with  or  without  money  consideration, 
to  the  department,  province,  or  to  the  Insular  Government  for  gov- 
ernmental purposes.  And  no  road,  street,  alley,  park,  or  square,  or 
any  part  tnereof,  shall  be  closed  without  indemnifying  any  person 
prejudiced  thereby. 

ifi)  Levy,  coUechonSy  and  expenditures  of  taxes. — To  provide  for  the 
levy  and  collection  of  taxes  and  other  municipal  revenues,  as  pro- 
vided by  law,  and  apply  the  same  to  the  payment  of  municipal  ex- 
penses in  accordance  with  appropriations. 

id)  Licenses  and  license  fee. — ^To  issue  licenses  fixing  the  amount  of 
the  license  fee  for  the  following: 
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Hawkers,  peddlers,  hucksters,  not  including  hucksters  or  peddles 
who  sell  only  native  vegetables,  fruits,  or  foods,  personally  carried 
by  the  huclrater  or  peodler,  auctioneers,  plumbers,  barbers,  tailw 
shops,  bakeries,  manicuring  establishments,  massage  pariore,  em- 
balmers,  collecting  agencies,  mercantile  agencies,  transportation  com- 
panies and  agencies,  advertising  agents,  tattooers,  hotels,  dubs,  res- 
taurants, lodging  houses,  boarding  houses,  livery  stables,  boarcUng 
stables,  launc&ies,  cleaning  and  dyemg  establishments,  establishments 
for  the  storage  of  highly  combustible  or  explosive  materials,  public 
warehouses,  circus  and  other  similar  parades,  public  vehicles,  bicycles, 
horse  races,  bowling  alleys,  pawnbrokers,  dealers  in  second-hand  mer- 
chandise, junk  dealers,  oilhard  tables,  theaters,  theatrical  perforai- 
ances  and  all  other  performances  and  places  of  amusement,  shooting 
galleries,  slot  machmes  not  used  for  gaming,  and  merry-go-ronnds; 
to  license  or  prohibit  dance  halls;  and  the  seffing,  giving  away,  or  dis- 
posing in  any  manner  of  any  intoxicating,  spirituous,  vinous,  or  fo- 
mented licjuors,  and  determine  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  such  licenses. 
But  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  held  to  repeal  or  modify  the  pro- 
visions of  law  prohibiting  the  sale^  gift  or  other  disposal  of  intoxicat- 
ing licjuors,  otner  than  native  wines  and  liquors,  to  non-Christian 
inhabitants. 

If  after  due  investigation  the  president  shall  decide  that  any  per- 
son licensed  imder  the  provisions  of  this  subsection  is  abusing  his 
license  and  privilege  to  the  injury  of  the  public  morals  or  peace  or 
that  any  place  so  licensed  has  been  or  is  conducted  in  a  disorderly 
or  imlawful  manner,  or  is  a  nuisance,  or  is  permitted,  to  be  used  as  a 
resort  for  disorderly  characters,  criminals,  or  women  of  ill  repute,  he 
may  by  order  summarily  revoke  such  license,  subject  to  appeal  to 
the  provincial  governor,  whose  action  on  the  appeal  shall  oe  fin«d. 
Such  revocation  shall  operate  to  forfeit  to  the  mimicipality  all  sums 
which  may  have  been  paid  for  said  license  and  to  prohibit  the  issuance 
to  the  person  whose  license  is  revoked  of  any  other  license  for  a  term 
which  may  be  fixed  in  said  order. 

(e)  Regvlcftians  for  conducting  hrisiness, — To  make  regulations  for 
the  concmcting  of  the  business  of  the  persons  and  places  named  in 
subsection  {d)  of  this  section.  To  regulate  the  business  and  fix  the 
location  of  blacksmith  shops,  foimdries,  steam  boilers,  steam  engines, 
lumber  yards,  sawmills,  and  other  establishments  likely  to  endanger 
the  public  safety  by  giving  rise  to  conflagrations  or  explosions;  to 
regulate  the  storage  and  sale  of  gunpowder^  tar,  pitch,  resin,  coal, 
oil,  gasoline,  benzine,  turpentine,  nitroglvcerm,  petroleum,  or  any  of 
the  products  thereof  and  of  all  other  hignly  comoustible  or  explosive 
materials. 

(f)  Public  huildings. — To  provide  for  the  erection  or  rental  of 
pubUc  buildings  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  municipality. 

(g)  Schools. — To  establish  and  maintain  primary  schools,  subject 
to  the  limitations  of  law. 

(h)  Scholarships, — To  grant  scholarships  to  municipal  teachere  and 
male  and  female  students  in  the  municipalitv^  under  such  conditions 
as  it  may  deem  convenient  to  prescribe,  suDject  to  the  approval  of 
the  provmcial  board  and  the  department  governor. 

{v)  Building  regulations, — To  establish  fire  limits,  and  prescribe 
the  kind  of  buildings  and  structures  that  may  be  erected  within  said 
limits,  and  the  manner  of  constructing  and  repairing  the  same. 
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Q)  Fire  department, — To  erect  engine  houses,  and  provide  fire 
engmes,  hose  carts,  hooks  and  ladders,  and  other  equipment  for  the 
prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  to  provide  for  the 
management  and  use  of  the  same.  Until  further  provision  is  made, 
the  law  providing  for  fire  protection  in  municipalities  having  no  paid 
fire  department,  except  as  to  the  number  oi  authorized  volimteer 
firemen,  shall  apply  to  all  mimicipalities. 

(k)  Lights f  fires,  and  fireworks, — To  regulate  the  use  of  lights  in 
stable^,  shops,  and  other  buildings  and  places,  and  to  reguTate  or 
restrain  the  Duilding  of  bonfires  and  the  use  of  firecrackers,  meworks, 
torpedoes,  and  pyrotechnic  displays. 

(D  Storms  and  calamities, — To  make  suitable  provisions  to  insure 
the  public  safety  from  conflagrations,  the  effects  of  storms,  and  other 
public  calamities,  and  to  provide  relief  for  persons  suffering  from 
the  same. 

(m)  Streets,  sidewalks,  plazas,  parks,  water  supply,  and  so  forth — 
Sj^ecial  assessment,— To  provide  for  laying  out,  opening,  extending, 
widening,  straightening,  closing  up,  constructing,  or  regulating,  m 
whole  or  in  pi^,  any  public  plaza,  square,  street,  sidewalk,  trail, 
park,  waterworks,  or  water  mains,  or  any  cemetery,  sewer,  sewer 
connection  or  connections,  either  on,  in,  or  upon  public  or  private 
property;  to  provide  for  ascertaining  whether  any,  and  what  amoimt 
in  value,  of  damage  will  be  caused,  or  benefit  will  accrue  to  the 
owner  or  possessor  of  any  land,  premises,  or  improvements,  whether 
public  or  private,  by  re^on  of  any  such  work  and  for  which  such 
owner  or  possessor  should  be  compensated,  or  should  pay  a  compen- 
sation, and  provide  for  assessmg,  levymg,  and  collecting,  either  gen- 
erally on  the  whole  assessable  property  within  the  mimicipaUty, 
speciaUy  on  the  property  benefited,  or  on  all  the  property  within  any 
stated  area  or  district  within  the  bounds  of  said  municipality  which 
it  may  create  and  establish  for  any  such  purpose,  the  whole,  or  any 
part  of  the  amoimt  of  damages  ana  expenses  which,  as  so  ascertainedf, 
will  be  incurred  in  and  about  any  such  work  or  construction  as  afore- 
said within  the  boimds  of  said  municipality;  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  such  compensation  as  may  be  found  to  be  due  to  any  person 
or  persons  en  titled  thereto;  to  provide,  when  the  owners  or  possessors 
of  such  lands,  premises,  or  improvements  shall  not  properly  and 
fully  pay  to  sucn  ofl^cial  and  at  such  time  or  times  and  manner  as  it 
shall  fix  therefor  any  amount  or  amoimts  which  may  be  foimd  and 
declared  to  be  due  as  and  for  such  assessment  as  aforesaid,  for  filing 
in  the  proper  and  appropriate  registers  or  records  of  property  declara- 
tions of  such  amounts  so  found  due,  which  amounts  shall  in  each 
and  all  cases  and  upon  and  after  such  fiUng,  be  and  become  liens 
upon  and  against  such  lands,  premises,  or  improvements;  that  said 
liens  shall  have  and  take  preceaence  over  all  other  liens  of  every  kind 
and  nature  whatsoever  whether  antecedent  or  subsequent  in  point 
of  time,  save  and  except  annual  or  other  regular  tax  uens;  and  that 
said  liens  shall  be  enforced  and  collected  by  the  same  ofllcials,  in  the 
same  manner  and  under  the  same  penalties  as  to  time  and  interest, 
as  annual  or  other  regular  tax  liens,  and  shall,  when  so  paid  or  col- 
lected, be  paid  in  and  credited  to  the  appropriate  assessment  fund, 
whether  general  or  special,  and  be  disbursed  therefrom  in  such  and 
no  other  manner  as  snail  be  provided  in  the  ordinance  creating  such 
assessment  and  fund;  to  carry  into  effect  by  ordinance  the  powers 
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hereinbefore  granted  in  this  subsection,  but  no  ordinance  shall  pro- 
vide for  more  than  one  project  of  any  of  the  kinds  named  herein, 
nor  create  more  than  the  one  district,  assessment,  and  fimd  nec^saiy 
and  appropriate  therefor,  and  in  each  and  every  such  ordinance  pro- 
vision shall  be  made  for  notice  to  any  and  all  persons  interested, 
giving  them  and  each  of  them  not  less  than  two  weeks  from  and  after 
the  date  of  depositing  a  notice  in  the  post  office  at  the  municipality 
in  a  securely  sealed  post-paid  wrapper  addressed  to  each  person 
affected  thereby  and  assessed  thereunder  at  his  last  known  place  of 
residence,  or  at  the  municipality  if  no  place  of  residence  is  known, 
or  to  an  agent  who  maj  be  or  may  have  been  appointed  by  such 
person  in  writing,  in  which  to  appear  and  file  objection  to  either  the 
work  itself,  the  method  or  manner  of  assessment,  the  time  or  times 
and  method  of  payment  therefor,  or  to  all  thereof,  and  such  other 
and  further  objection  or  objections  as  may  seem  to  any  such  person 
or  persons  reasonable  and  proper  in  the  premises;  sucn  notice  shall 
set  forth  the  nature  of  the  proposed  improvement,  the  estimate 
cost  thereof,  the  total  amount  of  the  assessment  to  be  levied  therefor, 
and  the  amoimt  to  be  levied  upon  each  parcel  of  the  property  or 
possession  of  the  addressee;  any  and  every  such  appearance  and 
objection  shall  be  made  and  heard  only  before  the  municipal  cotincil, 
and  said  council  may,  at  any  such  hearing,  alter,  modify,  or  increa^ 
the  area  of  such  district,  the  total  assessment  thereof,  or  any  mdi- 
vidual  area  or  assessment  objected  to  therein,  and  shall  decide  any 
and  every  such  objection  within  ten  days  after  the  filing  thereof  and 
give  notice  of  sucn  decision  to  the  person  or  persons  mterested  in 
the  manner  hereinbefore  provided  for  notice  of  such  assessment 
within  five  days  thereafter.  All  assessments  levied  by  virtue  of  this 
subsection  shall  be  levied  only  upon  the  basis  of  the  value  of  the  land 
benefited  and  not  upon  improvements  thereon,  and  all  valuations  of 
any  and  all  lands  and  premises  made  imder  the  provisions  hereof  and 
for  the  purposes  herem  stated  shall  be  the  valuations  thereof  kst 
regularly  made  for  the  purposes  of-  annual  taxation.  No  ordinance 
passed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  valid  or 
tdce  effect  until  it  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  provincial  board 
and  the  department  governor. 

The  decision  of  the  municipal  coimoil  upon  any  objections  made 
by  a  property  owner  may  in  its  discretion  oe  reviewed  by  the  Court 
of  First  Instance,  upon  an  appeal  thereto  filed  within  fifteen  days 
after  receipt  by  such  property  owner  of  notice  of  the  decision  of  tie 
municipal  council.  The  court  may  order  the  appellant  upon  appli- 
cation therefor,  to  execute  and  file  a  bond  as  the  necessity  of  the 
case  may  require. 

(n)  Ezce88  condemnation. — ^To  acquire,  take,  condemn,  or  appro- 
priate more  land  and  property  than  is  needed  for  actual  construction 
m  connection  with  any  improvement  herein  authorized,  the  additional 
land  and  property  so  autnorized  to  be  acquired,  taken,  condemned, 
or  appropriated  being  no  more  than  sufficient  to  form  suitable  build- 
ing sites  abutting  on  such  improvement.  After  so  much  of  the  land 
and  property  has  been  appropriated  for  the  improvement  as  is 
needed  tneref  or,  the  remainder  may  be  sold  or  leased.  The  muiiicipal 
council  is  hereby  further  authorized  and  empowered  to  provide  py 
general  or  special  ordinance,  the  manner  in  which  the  power  herein 
granted  may  be  exercised,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  general  law  as

to  procedure ;  but  no  ordinanoe  passed  DUiBuant  to  the  proTisions 
of  this  subsectioB  shall  be  valid  or  take  enect  until  it  shall  nave  been 
Approved  by  the  provincial  board  and  the  department  governor. 

(o)  Streets:  Ughirngj  deanw^y  care,  a/nd  carUrol. — ^To  provide  for 
the  lighting,  cleaning,  and  sprinkling  of  streets  and  public  places ;  to 
]H^vent  and  remove  encroacnments  and  obstructions  upon  the  same; 
to  regulate  or  prevent  the  use  of  the  same  for  processions,  signs,  sign- 
posts, awnings,  and  awning  posts;  to  prohibit  the  throwing  or  de- 
positing of  offal,  garbage,  renise,  or  other  offensive  matter  in  the 
same,  and  to  provide  for  its  collection  and  disposition;  to  regulate 
the  opening  tner^n  f or  the  laying  of  gas,  water,  sewer,  and  other 
pipes  therein,  the  building  and  repair  of  ttumels,  sewers,  and  -drains, 
and  all  sta-uctures  therein  and  thereimder.  and  the  erecting  of  poles 
and  stringing  of  wires  therein ;  to  provide  for  and  regulate  crosswalk, 
curbs,  and  gutters  therein;  to  name  and  change  tne  names  of  the 
same^  and  provide  for  and  regulate  the  numbering  of  houses  and  lots 
fronting  thereon;  to  regulate  traffic  and  sales  upon  the  same;  to 
abate  nuisances  in  the  same  and  punish  the  authors  or  owners  thereof ; 
to  construct,  maintain,  and  refl^ulate  the  use  of  brid^,  viaducts,  and 
culverts;  to  prevent  and  reguu^te  amusements  having  a  tendency  to 
annoy  persons  using  the  streets  or  public  places,  or  to  frishten  horses 
and  other  animals ;  to  regulate  the  speed  of  horses  and  other  animals, 
vehicles,  and  locomotives  within  the  limits  of  the  municipaUty. 

(p)  (jfaSf  dectricUy,  tdephaneSf  and  so  forth. — ^To  jHrovide  for  the 
inspection  of  all  gas,  electric  and  telephone  wires,  conduits,  meters, 
ana  other  apparatus  and  the  ccmdemnaticm  and  correction  or  removal 
of  the  same  when  dangerous  or  defective. 

(g)  Waterworks  cmd  water  supply. — ^To  maintain  waterworks  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  water  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  municipalitv,  to 
punfy  the  source  of  supply,  and  regulate  the  control  and  use  of  the 
water,  and  to  fix  and  collect  rents  tnerefor;  to  regulate  the  construc- 
tion, repair,  and  use  of  hydrants,  pumps,  cisterns,  and  reservoirs,  and 
to  prevent  the  waste  c^  water. 

(r)  Pounds— Stray  ammais. — ^To  establish  and  maintain  a  mimici- 
pal  poimd  and  fix  the  fees  ior  poundage;  to  regulate,  restrict,  or 
prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  aomestic  animals  and  towls,  and  to 
provide  for  the  distraining,  impounding,  and  sale  of  the  same  for  the 
penalty  incurred  and  the  cost  of  the  proceedings  or  for  kiUing  in  the 
event  of  failure  of  sale^  also  to  impose  penalties  upon  the  owners  of 
said  animals  for  the  violation  ci  any  ordinance  in  relation  thereto. 
Carabaos,  horses,  asses,  and  aU  members  of  Uie  bovine  family  shall, 
however,  be  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  general  law. 

(«)  DogSf  possession  cf,  regulated. — ^To  Ucenae,  tax,  and  regulate 
the  possession  of  dogs,  and  authorize  the  killing  of  the  same  when 
at  large  contrarv  to  ordinance;  to  require  owners  of  carabaos,  horses, 
mules,  asses,  au  members  of  the  bovine  family,  sheep,  goats,  ana 
swine  to  keep  such  animals  from  moving,  runmng,  or  oeing  at  large 
except  when  in  charge  of  some  person  of  sufficient  discretion,  and  to 
penalize  infractions  of  such  regulations  by  fine  or  imprisomuient  or 
both. 

(jt)  Keeping  amd  use  of  ammais. — ^To  regulate  the  keeping  and  use 
of  animals,  in  so  far  as  the  same  affects  the  pubUc  health  and  the 
health  <rf  aomestic  animals. 
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(u)  Inaamtary  property. — ^To  require  any  land  or  building  "vidiich  b 
in  an  insanitary  conaition  to  be  cleansed  at  the  expense  of  the  owner 
or  tenant,  and,  upon  failure  to  comply  with  such  an  order,  haye  the 
work  done,  and  assess  the  expense  upon  the  land  or  buildings. 

(v)  Property  below  grade.— ^o  fill  up  or  require  to  be  filled  up  to  s 
grade  necessary  for  proper  sanitation  any  and  all  lands  and  ]M«inises 
which  may  be  declared  and  duly  reported  by  the  health  officer  of  the 
municipahty  as  being  insanitary  by  reason  of  being  below  such  grade 
or  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  council,  the  public  health  or  wfsre 
may  require. 

(w)  Drains,  sewers,  and  so  forth. — To  construct  and  keep  in  pq)tir 
pubhc  drains,  sewers,  and  cesspools,  and  regulate  the  constmctioD 
and  use  of  private  waterclosets,  privies,  sewers,  drains,  and  cGBspooh. 

(x)  Burial  of  dead. — ^To  prohioit  the  burial  of  the  aead  within  tiie 
centers  of  population  of  the  municipality  and  provide  for  their  brarial 
in  such  proper  place  and  in  such  manner  as  the  council  may  detenmne, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  general  law  regulating  btuial  grounds 
and  cemeteries  and  governing  funerals  and  the  disposal  of  the  dead. 

(y)  Sla/ughierTuyases  and  marJcets. — To  establish  or  authorize  the  es- 
tabl^hment  of  slaughterhouses  and  markets,  and  inspect  and  regulate 
the  use  of  the  same ;  to  provide  for  and  regulate  the  Iroeping.  prepa- 
ration, and  sale  of  meat,  fniits,  poultry,  milk,  fish,  vegetab^,  and 
all  other  provisions  or  articles  of  food  offered  for  sale. 

(2)  Emorcement  of  Tiealth  laws  and  regulations. — ^To  enforce  health 
laws  and  regulations,  and  by  ordinance  to  provide  fines  and  poial' 
ties  for  violations  of  such  regulations;  to  adopt  such  other  measiires 
to  prevent  the  introduction  and  spread  of  disease  as  may,  from  time 
to  time,  be  deemed  desirable  or  necessary. 

(aa)  Nuisances. — ^To  declare,  prevent,  and  abate  nuisances. 

(lib)  Oockfiqkdng. — To  regulate  and  license  or  prohibit  cockfightipg 
and  the  keepmg  or  training  of  fighting  cocks,  and  to  dose  cc^kpits 
subject  to  the  provisions  and  restrictions  of  general  law. 

(ce)  Ringing  of  beUs. — ^To  regulate  and  restrain  the  ringing  of  belb 
and  the  making  of  loud  or  unusual  noises. 

(dd)  Police. — ^To  establish,  maintain,  and  regulate  a  police  force 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  two  thousand  five  himdred  and 
eightv  hereof,  and  the  provisions  of  general  law. 

(ee)  Prison. — ^To  establish,  maintain,  and  regulate  a  municipal 
prison. 

(ff)  Cruelty  to  animals. — ^To  prohibit  and  provide  for  the  punish- 
ment of  crueity  to  animals. 

(gg)  Disorderly  houses,  and  so  forth. — To  suppress  or  regulate 
houses  of  ill  fame  and  other  disorderly  houses;  to  prohibit  the  print- 
ing, sale,  or  exhibition  of  immoral  pictures,  books,  or  publications  of 
any  description. 

(hh)  Oamiling,  riots,  and  breaches  of  the  peace. — To  prevent  and 
suppress  riots,  gambling,  affrays,  disturbances,  and  .disordeiij 
assemblies;  to  punish  ana  prevent  intoxication^  fighting,  quarreling, 
and  all  disorderly  conduct;  to  make  and  enforce  col  necessary  police 
ordinances,  with  the  view  to  the  confinement  and  rdformation  d 
vagrants,  gamblers,  disorderlv  persons,  mendicants,  and  prostitute 
and  p^iBons  convicted  of  violatmg  any  mimicipal  ordinance. 

(ii)  Penalties  for  violation  of  ordnances. — ^To  fix  penalties  for  vicJi- 
tion  of  ordinances,  but  no  single  penalty  shall  exceed  a  fine  of  two 
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.  hundred  pesos  or  imprisonment  for  six  months,  or  both;  imprison- 
ment shall  be  imposed  in  lieu  of  impaid  fines  at  the  rate  of  one  day's 
imprisonment  for  each  peso  of  the  fine*  Persons  imdergoing  im- 
prisonment for  violation  of  ordinances  may  be  required  to  labor  for 
the  period  'of  imprisonment  upon  public  works  oi  the  municipality 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  Dy  the  municipal  coimcil.  When- 
ever a  person  is  imprisoned  for  nonnayment  of  a  fine  he  shall  be 
released  upon  payment  of  such  fine,  less  one  peso  per  day  for  each 
day  that  ne  has  been  confined.  Persons  charged  with  violation  of 
a  municipal  ordinance  who  cannot  be  tried  immediatelv  after  arrest, 
shall  be  released  by  the  chief  of  police  or  his  authorizea  agents  either 
upon  personal  recognizance  or  a  cash  bond  not  exceeding  fifty  per 
centum  of  the  maximum  fine  provided  in  the  ordinance. 

(jj)  General  welfare  clauae. — ^To  make  such  further  ordinances  and 
regulations  not  repugnant  to  law,  as  may  be  necessary  to  cany  into 
effect  and  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  by  this  title, 
and  such  as  shall  seem  necessary  and  proper  to  provide  for  the  health 
and  safety,  promote  the  prosperity,  improve  the  morals,  peace^  good 
order,  comfort,  and  convenience  of  the  municipality  ana  the  mbab- 
itants  thereof,  and  for  the  protection  of  property  therein;  and  enforce 
obedience  thereto  with  such  lawful  fines  or  penalties  as  the  mu- 
nicipal coimcil  may  prescribe  imder  the  provisions  of  subsection  {ii) 
of  tnis  section.

Sec.  2612.  CoundlorB. — ^Each  councilor  shall  have  the  following 
general  duties  and  powers: 

(a)  Information  JOT  harrios, — He  shall  keep  the  people  of  his  barrio 
informed  as  to  the  acts  of  the  council,  or  other  governmental  measures 
which  directly  concern  them,  by  handiUo  or  other  method  of  appro- 
priate or  effective  publication. 

(&)  Recommeridation  to  the  council. — ^He  shall  bring  the  special 
needs  of  his  barrio  to  the  attention  of  the  council  and  shall  make 
such  recommendations  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

(c)  Importani  events. — He  shall  promptly  inform  the  president  of 
any  unusual  or  untoward  event  occurring  within  his  barrio. 

(d)  Lieutenant  of  harrio. — ^He  shall  appoint  one  lieutenant  for  the 
barrio  which  comes  under  his  immediate  supervision.  A  lieutenant 
of  barrio  shall  serve  without  compensation,  and  shall  report  directly 
to  the  councilor  appointing  him.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  lieu- 
tenant of  barrio  to  assist  the  councilor  in  the  performance  of  his 
ministerial  duties  in  his  barrio.  The  term  of  office  of  the  lieutenant 
of  barrio  shall  be  that  of  the  councilor  appointing  him.  A  lieutenant 
of  barrio  shall  be  entitled  to  have  a  cedula  issued  to  him  free  of  charge 
while  performing  his  duties  as  such. 

(e)  Svhsiitfwte  lieutenant  of  iarrio. — ^He  shall  also  appoint  a  sub- 
stitute Ueutenant,  who  shall  take  the  place  of  the  fieutenant  of  such 
barrio  during  the  temporary  absence  or  disability  of  the  latter.

Sec.  2613.  The  municipal  irea^surer. — ^The  municipal  treasurer  shall. 
until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  be  appointed  by  the  provincial 
treasurer,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  provincial  board,  and  shall 
perform  the  following  ggneral  powers  and  duties: 
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(a)  Receipts  and  accounts  for  moneys. — ^He  shall  receive  all  moneys 

{)aid  to  the  municipality  from  any  source  whatever,  and  shall  account 
or  the  same  in  accordance  Tfith  law  and  administrative  regulations. 

(b)  Accovmi  to  district  auditor, — He  shall  render  such  accounts  as 
the  district  auditor  may  require  of  him. 

(c)  OJice — Keejnng  of  money,  and  so  forth, — He  shall  have  his 
office  in  the  mimicipal  building  and  he  snail  keep  in  the  municipal 
safe  or  strong  box,  which  it  shau  be  the  duty  of  the  municipal  council 
to  provide,  all  fimds  in  his  custody.  Such  monevs  shall  be  kept 
separate  and  distinct  from  his  own  money,  nor  shall  he  be  permitted 
to  make  profit  out  of  public  money  or  to  lend  or  otherwise  use  it  or 
to  use  the  same  in  any  method  not  authorized  b^  law. 

(d)  Deposit  of  funds, — He  shall,  when  authorized  by  the  depart- 
ment treasurer,  deposit  for  safe  keeping  with  the  provincial  treasurer 
such  sums  of  money  as  he  will  not  oe  obliged  to  use  at  once. 

(e)  Custodian  of  municipal  property, — He  shfdl  be  the  custodian  of 
all  mimicipal  property  and  shall  Keep  a  complete  record  thereof. 

(/)  Annual  report, — He  shall,  during  the  nrst  fifteen  days  of  Jan- 
uary of  each  year,  prepare  in  dupUcate  itemized  statements  of  tbe 
income  and  disbursements  for  the  preceding  year,  one  copy  of  which 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  provincial  treasurer  and  the  other  to  the 
municipal  council. 

(a)  lAst  of  taxpayers. — He  shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  passage 
of  the  ordinance  by  the  council  for  the  payment  of  licenses  or  privilege 
taxes,  prepare  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  persons  whose  business,  if 
continued,  would  render  them  Uable  to  the  license  or  tax  and  Im  shall 
transmit  such  list  at  once  to  the  provincial  treasurer,  to  enable  him 
more  readilv  to  detect  persons  failing  to  pay  the  licenses  and  privilege 
taxes  for  which  they  shall  have  become  liable. 

(h)  Appointment  ofderJcs, — He  shall  appoint  such  clerics  and  oAer 
employees  as  are  necessary  to  aid  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties 
when  the  number  and  salaries  thereof  are  determined  in  the  manner 
provided  by  this  title.  In  case  it  shall  appear  that  the  numb^  or  sala- 
ries authorized  by  the  municipal  council  are  manifestly  inadequate,  it 
shall  be  within  the  power  of  the  provincial  board,  on  appUcation,  to 
increase  the  number  of  clerks  or  employees  or  the  salaries  fixed  by 
the  municipal  council  therefor. 

(i)  Requisitions, — ^To  make  requisitions  upon  the  provindal 
treasurer  for  necessary  supplies  or  equipment,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  subsection  (A)  of  section  two  thousand  five  himdred  and 
ninety-seven  hereof.

Sec.  2614.  Revenue, — ^The  revenues  of  the  municipality  shall  be 
devoted  exclusively  to  local  public  purposes.  They  snail  be  derived 
in  addition  to  those  prescribed  in  section  two  thousand  six  hundred 
and  eleven  hereof,  from  the  following  sources: 

(a)  Land  taxes, — The  assessment  and  collection  of  an  ad  valoreni 
tax  on  all  land,  buildings,  and  improvements  in  the  municipality  shall 
be  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  and  restrictions  of  the 
Real  Property  Tax  Law,  in  force  in  the  department. 

(6)  Fisheries  and  j^hing  privileges, — The  panting  of  privilege  of 
fisheries,  other  than  pearl  or  shell  fisheries,  m  fresh-water  streair^. 
lakes,  and  tidal  streams,  included  within  tne  municipality  and  not 
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the  property  of  any  private  individual,  ainl  in  the  marine  waters 
includea  between  two  lines  drawn  perpeodicular  to  the  general  coast 
line  from  points  where  the  boundary  Bnes  of  the  municipality  touch 
the  sea  at  high  tide,  and  a  third  line  parallel  with  the  general  coast 
line  and  distant  from  it  three  marine  leagues.  When  municipalities 
are  so  situated  on  opposite  shores  that  there  is  less  tJian  six  marine 
leagues  of  marine  waters  between  them  the  third  line  shall  be  a  line 
equally  distant  from  the  opposite  shores  of  the  respective  mimici- 
palities.  Where  fresh-water  lakes  are  not  included  within  the  limits 
of  any  one  municipality,  or  where  fresh-water  or  tidal  streams  form 
bounaaries  between  municipalities,  disputes  which  may  arise  as  to 
the  waters  within  which  any  municipaJity  may  exercise  the  right  of 
taxmg  the  panting  of  the  privilege  of  fisheries  shall  be  referred  bj 
each  municipality  to  the  provincial  board  of  the  province  to  which  it 
belongs  for  settlement,  suDJect  to  appeal  to  the  department  governor, 
whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

(c)  RctUs  and  profits — Municipal  j^operty. — ^Rents  and  profits  from 
all  property  belonging  to  the  municipaiitv,  tolls  from  femes,  munici- 
pal staoles,  markets,  slaughterhouses,  batn  houses,  laundries,  pounds, 
and  cemeteries. 

(<2)  RenidU  qf  privileges, — Rentals  for  the  privilege  of  establishing 
and  maintaining  the  same. 

(e)  Tuition  jees, — ^Fees  for  tuition  in  institutions  of  instruction, 
other  than  primary  schools,  founded  and  maintained  solely  by  the 
municipality;  but  nothing  herein  shall  require  the  charging  of  such 
fees. 

(f)  Frontage  tax. — ^A  uniform  annual  frontage  tax  to  be  imposed 
in  the  discretion  of  the  municipal  coimcU  ¥dthin  the  commercial  zone 

rn  each  person  owning,  or  in  case  of  doubt  as  to  ownership,  upon 
person  occupying  land  frcmtrng  upon  a  public  thoroudifare,  for 
each  meter  or  part  of  meter  of  frontage,  upon  approval  ca  the  pro- 
vincial board  of  the  province  in  which  the  mumcipality  is  situated. 
The  proceeds  from  such  tax  shall  constitute  a  special  fund  which  shall 
be  expended  only  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning,  repairing,  and  improv- 
ing the  public  thoroughfares  within  the  commercial  zone  in  which  it 
is  imposed. 

(g)  Municipal  fines;  hurial  permits. — ^Municipal  fines,  and  fees  for 
the  issuance  of  burial  permits  and  permits  for  the  removal  of  the 
bodies  of  deceased  persons;  but  the  charge  made  for  «ach  such 
permit  shall  not  exceed  fifty  centavos. 

(h)  Building  permits. — ^To  issue  building  permits  and  to  provide 
fees  therefor.

Sec.  2615.  Oeneral  rules  for  municipal  taxation  and  licenses. — The 
following  provisions  shall  be  observed  in  the  exercise  of  the  right  of 
taxation: 

(a)  Import  and  export  tax  ^prohibited. — It  shall  not  be  in  the  power 
of  the  municipal  coimcil  to  impose  a  tax  in  any  form  whatever  upon 
goods  and  merchandise  carried  into  the  municipality,  or  out  of  the 
same,  and  any  attempt  to  impose  an  import  or  export  tax  upon  such 
goods  in  the  guise  of  an  unreasonable  charge,  wharfage,  use  of  bridge, 
or  otherwisCi  shall  be  void. 
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(jb)  Fixing  and    chmging  taxes. — ^AU    taxes,   licenses,   and 


imposed  by  the  council  shall  De  fixed  by  ordinance  and  may  be  changed 
from  year  to  year,  as  the  council  may  deem  proper. 

(c)  Prepayment  of  licenses. — ^AU  bcenses  ana  privilege  taxes  shaD 
be  paid  before  the  licensee  or  taxpayer  shall  begin  the  business  or 
enjoyment  of  the  privilege  for  whicm  the  license  or  tax  is  imposed  by 
the  ordinance. 

(d)  Termination  of  licenses,  amd  so  forth. — All  licenses  and  privilege 
taxes  shall  terminate  on  the  thirty-first  of  Deceniber  of  each  year, 
and  anyone  beginning  a  business  or  exercising  a  privilege  upon  which 
a  tax  is  levied  oy  the  council  after  the  thirty-first  of  December  shall 
be  required,  before  beginning  such  business  or  exercising  sudi 
privilege,  to  pay  the  license  or  tax  for  the  quarters  of  the  year  which 
remain,  to  and  mcluding  the  thirty-first  of  December  following.  But 
all  Ucenses  and  privilege  taxes  may  be  paid  in  quarterly  installment 
without  penalty  during  the  first  ten  days  of  the  quarter,  at  the 
election  oi  the  hcensee. 

(fi)  Farming  or  leasing;  collection  by  provincial  ireOfSurer.—Jio 
taxes,  imposts,  or  other  revenues  of  the  municipality  shall  be  leased 
or  farmed  except  fisheries,  and  the  right  to  operate  fish-breeding 
grounds,  ferries,  stables,  markets,  and  slaughterhouses  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  general  law.  AU  unposts,  taxes,  revenues, 
fines,  penalties,  rents,  debts  due  the  municipality,  Ucense  and  privilege 
fees,  and  money  or  fimds  payable  to  the  municipaUtry  for  any  reason 
or  from  any  source  whatsoever  shall  be  collected  and  received  by  the 
provincial  treasurer  or  his  authorized  deputies.  When  Uie  mumcipal 
treasurer  is  also  a  deputy  of  the  provincial  treasurer  all  such  collec- 
tions shall  be  made  by  him  as  such  deputy.  When  the  municipal 
treasurer  is  not  a  deputy  of  the  provincial  treasurer  he  may,  as  such 
municipal  treasurer,  make  such  coUections  as  are  in  this  title  spe- 
cifically provided. 

(f)  Conductin^g  hisiness  withoui  license. — ^The  council  shall  provide 
that  any  person  conducting  a  business  or  enjoying  a  privil^e  without 
paying  the  tax  required  by  its  ordinances  shall  be  punished  by  fine 
and  imprisonment,  after  trial  and  conviction  before  the  justice  of  the 
peace,  as  in  other  cases  imder  the  limitations  prescribed  m  subsection 
(n)  01  section  two  thousand  six  himdred  and  eleven  hereof. 

(g)  Collection  of  taxes. — ^It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  provindal 
treasurer,  in  person  or  bv  deputy,  to  receive  payment  of  all  revenues 
due  to  the  municipaUty  from  any  source  whatever,  in  accordance  with 
law  and  administrative  regulations:  Provided,  That  taxes  collected 
by  a  deputy  of  a  provincial  treasurer  shall  not  be  transferred  to  him- 
self in  his  capacity  as  a  municipal  treasurer  but  shall  be  turned  over 
to  the  provincial  treasurer  or  his  deputy  specially  authorized  for  that 
purpose,  who  shall  be  other  than  the  municipal  treasurer. 

(fi)  Turning  over  of  revenues. — ^Taxes,  imposts,  and  other  revenues 
of  the  municipality  shall  be  turned  over  by  the  provincial  treasurer 
or  his  deputies,  to  the  municipal  treasurer,  within  a  reasonable  time 
after  the  collection  thereof,  together  witJi  an  itemized  statement 
showing  the  nature  of  the  tax,  impost,  or  other  revenue  collected, 
and  the  respective  amounts  of  same.

Sec.  2616.  Special  mumcirxil  governments. — ^In  localities  ihe  ma- 
jority of  the  inhabitants  wnereof  have  not  progressed  sufficiently 
in  civilization  to  mf^e  it  practicable  to  brin^  them  under  municipal 
government  as  provided  m  existing  l^islation,  and  wherever  non- 
Christian  settiements  are  so  small  or^  so  remote  that  their  organi- 
zation as  barrios  of  municipalities  is  impracticable,  the  depart- 
ment governor  is  authorized  to  organize  mimicipal  district  govern- 
ments and  exercise  jurisdiction  over  them  through  the  provincial 
governors.  In  deahns;  with  such  non-Chris  tain  settlements,  or 
members  thereof,  the  department  governor  is  authorized  to  appoint 
officers,  to  fix  the  designation  of  such  officers,  and  to  prescribe  their 
powers  and  duties.  But  the  powers  and  duties  thus  prescribed  shall 
not  be  in  excess  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  municipal  officers  by 
Uus  chapter,  except  as  provided  in  subsection  (s)  of  section  two 
thousana  five  hundred  and  seventy-one  hereof.

Sec.  2617.  Taxation. — The  provincial  board  is  empowered  to 
prescribe  the  tax  to  be  collected  in  municipal  (Ustricts  organized  in 
accordance  with  the  last  preceding  section,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  department  governor;  but  such  taxes  shall  be  witmn  the 
limitations  and  restrictions  imposed  on  municipal  councils  by  this 
chapter.  In  districts  where  no  council  is  provided,  the  provincial 
board  shall  exercise  all  the  duties  and  powers  devolving  upon  munici- 
pal councils  under  this  chapter.
